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LETTER  XVI.

John  James  Dilieniu*  was  a  botanift 
of  cminem  (kill,  born  in  Gtrmanv, 
but  who  rcfided  in  England  the  grcatei 
part  of  his  Hfc,  and  adding  to  the  fund 
of  Engliih  literature,  is  ;ufily  entirlcd 
to  a  place  in  tht  rV. .  Tlic  mart. riah 
fi>rt!viN  life  arc  furnuhcd  by  I'ulu-nev, 
Stbthor^HT,  and  others.  The  article  i« 
important  to  botanical  ftudents.  Of 
Diilenius*s  private  chara^^cr  the  in- 
fnrmatTMi  h  confclTnlly  tanty,  nor  is 
this  to  be  regretted  m  the  cale  of  mtn 
who  arc  uncommon  only  in  their  ^eniu4 
for  A  p  II  licular  purfuit.

The  !aft  fermon  was  preached  be- 
fore the  Governors  of  thf  iTiftiturinn  f  r 
the  dehvcry  of  poor  married  womt^n  at 
their  own  hahitationa,  March  jc,  irSI. 
Texti.Johniv.il.  <«  If  God  fo  ioved 
u»,  \vc  oui:ht  alfo  to  love  one  another." 

The  redcmptton  of  mankind,  rcfulr- 
in|(  from  the  free  grace  of  God,  is  cer- 
tainly  the  llrongcft  motivte  that  can  h» 
^jft^cd  upon  Chriftians  to  cxcrcifc  love 
aud  benevolence  t04vards  their  diftreffed 
brethren.  This  is  fet  in  a  forcible  point 
of  view  in  this  pleafing  dilcourfe.  Tb« 
inftiiurion  on  which  account  it  wat 
preached,  h  ftrongly  recommended  to 
general  lupport,  and  in  the  author's 
ufual  elegant  ftile  of  perfuaiivc  tender* 
ncfs. 

Having  been  thus  copious  in  our  re»

gloom,  therefore,  of  their  conilcraud 
oaks  muft  have  imprefled  the  lefs  in- 
formed miilrinidc  with  every  fcnfationrf 
awe  thai  m:ii;lu  he  ncccfTnrv  to  rhr  I'lp- 
port  of  tlicir  religion,  and  the  dtgniiy 
of  the  priefthood.

Mr«  Polwheie  combats  with  dexterity 
aad  ftKcefi  the  argmncnts  that  have 
been  argcd  bf  fomc  enuncnt  aotiqua- 
rians  for  the  mere  Euro]>ean  oriuin  of 
Druidifm,  particularlv  thofc  of  that  rcl- 
pctlable  writer  Dr.  Borkrc. 

Tbe  Pootth  SeAion  comprifts  '*  A 
View  of  the  Civil,  Military,  and  Rc- 
Hpous  Architcfturc  of  Danmt)niitra." 

Though  the  antients  have  left  us  but 
werj  va^ue  and  impcrfeA  aoeouatc  of 
die  Brttiih  habitations,  vet  oor  author 
b?.$  carefully  gathered  all  that  could  be 
found  on  the  rubje<it,  and  placed  tl»c 
ivholc  ia  a  picafiug  and  (Iriking  point  of 
view.

But,  wh'tcvcr  has  viGtcd  the 
modern  Exeter,  mutt  mftantly  recog- 
nise it  in  the  K.arubre  cutn,  Ic  exhi:;itf 
a  very  good  grouod-plot  of  Exeter. 
Wc  have  here  the  Furc-ftrcct,  from 
E  til  tu  Weft,  running  through  thcchy 
iu  ixiaight  lines.  And  there  is  a  won- 
derfni  aceuracy  in  the  plao .  The  Fore* 
ftrcvt  docs  not  pafs  through  the  ceatfw 
of  ir,  but  the  larger  part  of  the  plot 
lies  to  the  South,  and  the  fmalls.r  icg- 
ment  to  the  Nortti ,  wliich  it  precilei/ 
true  of  the  city  of  £zeter.  Surely  this 
was  nut  a  random  plot  of  fome  Britilh 
town.  Thi>ngh,  podibly,  the  oihec 
iirceu  that  mtcrlctt  u  may  not  bcarcx- 
amiaMioa.  u  comiMred  with  the  pre- 
fent  Exeter,  yet  it  I'ufficiently  re%iiitilcf 
the  modern  city  to  be  received  as  an  en- 
graving of  the  ancient.  What  ihould  . 
rather  excite  uur  admiration  is,  th^c 
this  eograving  Ibould  be  fo  fimUar  to 
the  prcfcnt  Exeter,  aUowtog  for  tho 
alter  ■noiu  in  the  Erects  and  buildings  . 
in  lucii  a  courfc  of  time.  That  this  is 
the  ichnogr^piiy  of  the  Britilii  Exeter, 
is  certainly  a  new  difcuvcry,  and,  oil 
account  ol  its  novelty,  will  be  regarded 
at  icart  with  a  fufpiciuui  rvc.  But  if 
the  coin  on  which  ix  isfwunii  l>c  iiniiUi, 
which  Borlafe  has  c^arly  proved,  it  is, 
alfurcdlv,  the  ichn<^aphy  of  a  Bntilh 
city.  A"d,  if  it  reprclcnt  a  BritiQi 
city,  not  Exeter,  for  the  rc^fons  I 
have  ftdttcd,  the  beft  daim  to  be  con* 
fidered  as  its  archetype  }  At  »il  evcnis, 
it  corroborates  our  ar-umcnt  in  favour 
of  the  Britilh  Archuedturc.  It  not 
only  corroborates  our  argument,  but  it

every  thing  that  was  wild,  grantL  and 
terrific.**    We  have  given  thete  ac- 
counts of  this  wonderful  feene,  becaulc 
we  have  ourfclves  been  unromm'^nly 
plcs^fcd  in  the  view  of  it,  and  bccaulq 
we  believe  it  to  be  leis  known  than  it 
defervea. 

Amon^  the  rude  ftone  monuments  of 
the  Druids,  the  Logan ^  or  RorUn^

Aod>  fittce  the  days  of  Milton,  1  know 
not  of  any  writer  that  has  projcftcd  a 
tragedy  founded  on  religious  ftory,  ex- 
cept only  one,  whofe  flightcft  merit  is 
to Ve  a  woman  of  ecniuf  and  taftsi  at 
reUciottfncfs  is  tafioittly  fuperior  to 
anv  mental  accompliftments.

Our  learned  Authorjuftly  concludes^ 
that  the  divinity  of  the  Logos  muft  have 
been  the  commonly-received  opinion  of 
the  aucient  Jews,  othcrwifc  a  poetical 
writer  would  not  have  introauce4  it 
into  fuch  a  familiar  work  as  a  pla^r, 
**  The  iciuiment,"  h  r  ynarks,  •*  was 
evidently  lodged  in  the  very  heart  of 
readers,  there  aCled  a^  a  vital  fpark 
of  their  religion,  and  xvas  there  felt  as 
the  animating  fout  of  their  theology.'* 

From  the  fame  cailv  and  rcfpcCtable 
fources  of  authority,  our  acute  enquirer

Some  dream  on  to  the  laft, 
without  wirtiin^  to  be  diverted  from  the 
f  :\ttjn.)^  ilcliilion  ;  others  fee  their 
d.in^/cr,  but  h'>pt,  in  the  chnprcr  of 
accidents,  to  fin»l  rehcf  j  whdft  others* 
baUncini;  for  fome  time  between  the 
fliamcnf  iinlireft!"-  rrllingthc  world  thcjf 
are  no  I'^n^rr  i:  h  to  afford  m 
I'lev  did,  ami  the  dread  of  rum,  prefer 
the  totmeras  ltf»  painful  to  their  fcd- 
int^s,  and  thus  await  the  flow  but  ccr* 
tarn  minings  of  poverty  aod  difgracc. 

Tins  dccrt  in  our  Author':,  for- 
tune,th'^ugh  concealed  from  the  world, 
was  not  concealed  from  himfelf.  He 
fell  the  facrifice  he  made  to  ^^anity.but 
n  is  t;.  -A-  t(X)  much  effeminated  by  the 
h.JMf"^  ot  indulgence  and  felf-import- 
ance  to  recover  i  he,  therefore,  in  fome 
refpr^l  applied  to  Bacchus,  as  the  laft 
rcfource  of  ilcfponding  minds  ;  that 
officious  dcceitfii!  frimd,  ndv.  offers  his 
al'^rice  in  time  of  difficulty,  for  no 
o:>ivi  pnrpofc  but  to  turn  bisarm*^,  in 
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lie  tndf  agaiofi  hk  principal.  In  Ihort 
Kelly,  in  the  hours  of  relaxation,  in- 
dul^L  J  rather  too  freely  in  the  ple:ifurts 
of  the  r-*!>lc,  anJ  if  he  did  not  fin<!  his 
i'ljfc  lurticientiy  itrong  there,  general- 
ly tfarried  up  a  bottle  co  his  becl*cham- 
Dcr,  in  order  to  rccuv  crihatcotnpyrurc 
yihkh  hn  ^waking  thoughcs  denied 
nm. 

Tbe  effldls  of  this,  a  natural  cor- 
Duleocy,  and  a  fcdentary  life,  early 

truu^ht  on  by  habits  of  bufincfs,  in- 
du£td  an  abfccfs  in  his  Qde  abuut  the 
Lutcr  cad  of  January  1777,  w  hich  he 
lather  ncglcdtd  in  the  beginning,  till 
becoming  more  piiiiful,  his  phyficians, 
a«no  gil  other  things,  advifcd  the  hot- 
bath,  as  Lipprchcnfi%'c  of  a  mortificatuu. 
As  they  v.vrc  bringiog  him  in  a  icvUri 
bom  Newgate*ftreet  Bi^o  after  thit 
operation,  the  writer  ot  this  account 
bail  the  laft  nod  ficm  him,  which  he 
CiTC  With  \n%  ufual  complareucy  and 
fricndihip,  though  he  had  evidently  the 
hand  of  death  on  him  at  the  time. 
Sooo  after  he  arrived  at  ha  houfc  in 
Gcygh-lquarc  he  became  fpotchlcfs, 
next  morning,  on  iIh:  3d  day  of 
FebrmcT,  he  died»  in  the  thirty -eighth

Hii  dtatli  having  openly  declared  t]\c

In  con- 
vcrf:i:i(  .1  he  w.is  picafing  and  facetJcKis, 
u«.v€r  d»)j^mdti£u»g  or  contradidtin^,  but 
evidently  difpofcd  co  conciliate  ctio

He  had  the  ai  t,  too,  of  adminidtnojj  to

A;  a  h  'lfhand  and  father  conJuft 
was  truly  cxtrapiary  1  for  though  he 
wat  ia  both  duciet  very  affcAionace,  he 
took  a  parcicular  pleafure  is 
terior  njarks  "f  it,  as  he  wss  l>ldo.n  t 
never  ''ccn  \'\  public  plcicci,  w  iihout  hi» 
wstc  h^ngmg  his  arm,  iHrruundcd 
by  three  or  four  children.  He  had  a 
vanity  ia  thi5  no  doubt, but  then  it  was 
a  vanity  prcduvevl  from  a  t^uod  fource^ 
it  wa^  o:  a  very  pardonable  kind. 

Nor  waa  h'u  attention  and  benevo- 
lence con^ned  to  hit  own  family,  bat 
took  a  wider  ipread  tor  his  friends  and 
f  ici-tv.  To  tt.L  former  his  advice  aaJ 
lutercit  v.ere  never  dehcient,anU  toiucii

eofne.  To  poor  Author^  k«  wa«  pnr* 
ticalarly.  libi^ral,  condantiy  promoting 
r.iblv  riptiuii'*  in  tlicir  favour,  nnd,  4> 
he  hud  a  Huntcrijiu  and  reipvMaba  at- 
t^uiintance.  was  in  general  very  fuc* 
ccl^ful.   Hearing  one  day  that  a  man 

who 
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who  had  abufcd  him  in  the  ncwfpapcrs 
wa&  in  much  dilUels,  and  iv<l  ^  poem 
to  publilh  by  fubfcripdon,  he  fi^jhcd, 
and  exclaimed,  God  help  him— 1  for- 
give hi  n —ba.  ftop— (then  paufingl— 
tell  him  to  come  ind  dinr  with  me  to- 
morrow, an*  I'll  tnucdvour  to  do 
fottetbing  for  him.'*  The  man  went, 
ivaaveceived  very  cordially,  when  Kelly 
gave  bim  a  guinea  for  his  own  fublcrip- 
tion,  anddilpolcd  of  Ha  copies. 

To  his  father,  who  wa»  in  indigent 
Ctrciunftances  in  Dublin  (notwithdaad* 
iog  the  largncfs  of  his  own  family), 
he  allowed  twenty  pounds  ptr  ytrr, 
which  he  rcKularly  rtmirted  to  him  tv  try 
quarter,  bcudet  occalional  prefentt  of 
llfcful  things,  anrf  on  his  fatlitr's  death 
continued  the  fame  kindnets  to  \m 
mother.  It  is  with  revived  cmotioo 
that  wc  x;clatc  the  remaining  part  of 
thii  anecdote.  On  the  firft  account  of 
his  death  his  mother  never  fpoke  after- 
wa-ds.  The  lofs  cf  fuch  a  Ton,  whofc 
fame  wai,  no  doubt,  the  huneil  pride 
and  folace  of  her  !ife»  with  the  fad, 
cheerlefs  profpeft  of  bewailing  hh  lof» 
in  poverty  and  mifcry,  ft  rue':  1  lt 
vital  powers  fo  powciruUy,  thai  Iht  in- 
&amly  fell  into  convulaons,  and  died  at 
the  ejcpiration  of  three  days. 

As  a  writer,  Kelly's  genius  mud  be 
allowed  to  be  c\tr3o»din3r;%  c anfidering 
the  fcanty  iupport  of  his  education,  and 
under  what  preflfure  of  fortune  moft  of 
hii  performances  were  written;  and 
even  under  thefc  difadvantages,  his  two 
comedies  of  Falfe  Dtlicacy"  and 
♦*  The  School  for  Wive»  '  arc  well 
entitled  to  the  merit  of  dock  pieces,  and 
u  fuch  we  wonder  whj  they  are  not 
tfCBcr  reprefented. 


His  reputation  as  an  Atuhor  was  To 
high  after  the  ruccefs  of  Falfe  De- 
licacy,'* that  he  ma^  beconfidered  as  on« 
of  the  firft  who  raifcd  the  copy*money 
of  pljv;,  whicli  b  f  irc  r  1  at  about 
fixty  pounds,  te  one  hundred,  one 
hundred  and  twenty,  and  fomctimes 
one  hundred  and  fifty  $  nay,  he  bimfelf 
is  faid  to  have  received  two  hundred 
pounds  for  the  rraircJv  >f  "  Ckm-n- 
tina."  His  ^rofc  wuri^t*  wert  heid  in 
equal  efttmation,  of  which  the  follow- 
itiF  in  fiance  is  a  proof? 

The  l.iTc  Alderman  Bcckford,  when 
Lord  M.iynr,  h"i;<pcned  to  fpeak  of 
Kelly  rather  diSreipe^tfully  in  fome 
company,  as  a  Poet  and  an  Irilhrnan  j 
the  touching  upon  either  ehara^er  at 
that  time  was  fufficicnt  to  roufe  our 
-Author's  fifccling^,  who  iipo^n  any  op. 
poftune  occafion  h»d  no  diunclination 
to  come  before  the  public.  He,  there* 
f  L,  inftantly  fat  down  to  write  Beck.- 
tovd  n  latter,  wherein,  with  fome  point 
on  the  bfinous  charges  exhibited  agj.inft 
him,  he  rallied  that  Magiftrate  pretty 
freely.  Fur  the  copy -money  ot  this 
krt  r  (thouj^h  the  whok  ihd  not  mnkc 
rJ^ovc  a  Ihcct,  he  rrtHrrd  \\x  guineas; 
and  becauic  he  could  uoc  get  ten,  pubf 
lilhed  it  in  the  newfpapcrs  gratis. 

In  fhort,  Kelly  had  talents  enough  to 
keep  his  literary  fime  alive  whiilt  he 
Jiimfelf  lived,  and  had  his  education 
been  better,  and  fortune  cafier,  fo  as  to 
have  enabled  him  to  feled  and  poUfli 
hh  wor^s,  his  >'(.-aiii<;  wiis  fuch  as  pro- 
bably in'g'u  have  i;ivcn  his  name  % 
niche  amongl\  the  hrit  dramatic  poets 
of  thji  country.

HIS  Excellency  Adam  Wiiliamfjn, 
Lieutenant-Governor  and  Commander 
in  Chief  of  Jamaica,  dcc*&c*  be.  having 
been  pieafed  to  make  choice  of  me, 
John  VVhitclocke,  Ljcutenant-Colonel 
of  his  Majcfty's  i  jth  regiment  of  £qqu 
to  Command  the  forcea  feat  to  take pol. 
fcfBon  of  a  part  of  the  Colony  of  St. 
Domingo,  I  have  received  his  Excel- 
lency's orders  to  publifh  the  foiiowii^ 
^Proclamation : 

TO     TBS    IKKABITAVTS  OF 
DOMIMOO. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain  has,  for 
a  long  lime,  deplored  rhr  hnrrid  dif- 
trcffcs  which  you  have  iutfered ;  his 
pforcthon,  repeatedly  I'olicited  by  a 
aamber  of  yau,  would  aot  hava  heen 
felidted  ia  vain,  if  Kings  could  at  all 
times  give  way  to  'hfir  icnfibility.  At 
lehgth  the  time  is  ariivcd,  when  he  can 
follow  the  emotions  of  his  own  heart, 
ia  receiving  you  among  the  aamber  of 
his  fub^e^s,  and  in  adopting  yoa  aa  a 
part  of  his  larj^'e  t muly. 

His  Britannic  iViajefty  having,  with 
hit  ttfoal  goodnefs,  granted  the  prayert 
of  a  great  part  of  yoor  countrymen,  on 
thcir'Petition  prcrt-Tited  to  him  the  s  5th 
of  ialc  February ,  has  lent  orders  to  Ma« 
jor-Gencral  Adam  Wilhamfon,  his

what  belongs  to  Sovereignty.

Having 
received  only  evafive  anfwers,  but  the 
negociation  not  I  ;i\it:L;  been  formally 
broken  off,  Mr.  ]Jiak  t  ftt  off  en  the 
loth  of  Novcujbcr,  arter  having;  deli- 
vered on  the  preceding  day  a  Note,  in 
which  he  ftated^"  that  though  it  had 
been  inferred  from  his  preceding  Notca 
th  it  \iC  iuc;im  to  force  the  Republic  t» 
accede  to  the  coaJition,  that  fuch  was 
not  the  intention  of  the  King  his  Mafter ; 
but  that  in  faft  nothing  more  had  been 
intended  than  to  n  ijn  rc  fatisfaftioa 
fjrtheinfult  off-- red  bv  French  ntari- 
ners  to  au  Englifli  velfcj  in  the  harbour 
of  Genoa ;  which  fatisfaaion  could  be 
gra:u;^^d  by  no  other  means  than  by 
lending  away  the  French  MiniAer.** 

The  Genoefe  Govemmem  anfwereA 
immediately  in  fubftance  as  follows :

AGKEEABLY  to  your  Lordflnp'a 
order,  I  proceeded  with  the  Swallow  Ten* 
der,  three  Engliih  and  uuee  Spanilh  gun* 
buata,  to  the  Arfenal,  and  imnediatelf 
began  makir.g  the  neceffary  prcparatioat 
for  burning  the  French  (hips  and  Aorei 
therein.

Eived  of  the  fnrther  leryices  ot  Captain 
are  :  He  had  performed  that  of  placing 
his  Firefllip  to  admiration,  but  was  blown 
iato  the  water,  and  much  fcorched,  by  the 
exploficm  of  her  priming,  when  in  the  a^ 
of  patting  rhe  match  to  it.  Lieuteoanc 
Goie  was  alio  much  h  imr,  d  I  wa* 
confequently  deprived  of  him  alfo,  whicii 
I  le^retted  the  more,  from  tlie  recoik^^  ion 
of  hit  bravery  and  a£livi^  in  die  warm 
Icrvice  d  Fort  Mulgrave.

drawn  into  L  i  Mal^^ue,  the  poilof  S  jblcttrs 
was  alio  retinal,  and  the  men  were  put 
On  board.  M-'^fures  were  arranged  for 
the  fim!  cm'  ukation,  during  the  night, 
of  tSi;  Brit! ill,  PicJmontefe,  and  ?pinu4rds, 
who  occupied  tne  Tuwa,  and  oi  inc  troops 
af  the  fiime  Nations  who  wcoe  now  at  La 
Malgue,  amounting  io  ail  to  about  7000 
men  j  ior  t])e  NcapoUtani  bad»  by  mid* 
day,  embarktJ.

The  Avlcnil  and  Dock*yard 
were  Ihfflly  gnarckd,  Tlie  troops  were 
ranged  accordmgly  on  the  Himp^rts,  and 
the  tranquillity  of  the  Town  wis  much 
enfiire  !  from  the  time  the  enemy  began  to 
thiow  Hi'jlls  and  fTici  i'la  it;  which  rhry 
did  from  our  ia'jc  J^ttxji^s  at  Micjdcy  aiv4 
Malboufquet.

The  embarkation  began  about  deven 

o'cltck,  and  by  day-break  on  the  19th 
the  whule,  without  Interruption,  or  ihff 
lois  of  a  man,  were  on  Iwaid  (hip. 
The  great  fire  in  the  Arfenal,  tne  blowr* 

inp  up  of  the  powtler  (hipy,  and  other  fi-' 
mt^ar  events  which  took  place  in  the  nighf, 
certainly  tended  to  keep  the  enemy  maiUtc 
of  fuf|wnfe  and  uncertainty. 

As  the  fecurlty  of  this  operation  de- 
pended nnich  on  the  protcf^ion  afforded 
Horn  tuc  najppy  fiuiauon  of  Fort  JuaMal^* 
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trt&di  So  effeflually  comiMuidy  tiie  neck 
•f  thePdunfuia,  and  the  jodicicus  ufc  that 

/hotjld  be  nnds  of  its  artillen',  this  impor- 
tant icnrice  was  allotted  to  Major  Koebier* 
«kh  loo  men,  who,  after  fixing  the  laft 
aaan  otf  the  thore,  and  fpiking  all  the 
guns,  eftr^ed,  from  his  acilvjty  and  in- 
tdiigencr,  his  own  retreat  without  iois. 

Captains  Elphinftone,  Hallowell  and 
Mathews  fupertntended  the  embarkation, 
and  to  their  indefatigable  attention  and  good 
dil'poiitjuns  we  are  indebted  tor  the  happy 
Ibcotiii  of  fo  tmpmtant  an  opentum* 
Captain  Elphinftone,  as  Governor  of  Fort 
La  Milgue,  has  ably  afibrded  me  the 
nioil  e&nual  afliftance,  in  his  command 
.md  arrangement  of  the  (eveml  important 
poAa  inchxltd  in  that  diftrift. 

It  is  impoHible  for  me  to  exprrfs  but 
in  general  tcnns,  the  approbation  that  is 
due  to  the  conduct  and  merits  of  the  fe ve- 
nd Commanding  (MBccrt*  and  indeed  of 
e^try  OlEccr  in  *very  rank  nnd  fjtua- 
tion.  Troops  have  icldom  experienced  for 
io  long  a  time  a  fervice  more  harralfing, 
dttmfing  and  fevere ;  and  the  otf^cer^  and 
men  of  the  regiments  and  marines  h^ve 
gone  through  it  with  that  cxeitiun,  fpirit 
and  eood- will, which  peculiarly  diliuiguilh 
die  Brkifti  foldier.  At  Fort  Mul^iave, 
L:curen3r;t  Duncan  of  the  Roy!il  Ai  ti!lt:y, 
was  fo  elSentiaiiy  uidul,  that  to  lus  ex- 
ertions and  abilities  that  pod  was  much 
JiiJdbied  lor  in  pceftrvadoA  for  lb  long  a

on  with  ihe  moft  perfeft  harmony  and  xeal 
^ai  the  navy  and  army.   From  oar  de- 

ficitr.cy  i*.  aiT:!lety-mcrt,  ir.any  of  our 
biHerici  were  worked  by  teamen  ;  They, 
in  part,  guarded  fome  vt  our  pofts,  and 
tfaetr  aid  was  particularly  ufef^il  in  duties 
of  fatigue  ai.d  labour.  In  all  tbcfe  we 
found  mc  influence  of  the  fupcrior  atUviiy 
aud  exertrons  ot  ihe  firitifii  failors.

JOSHUA  REYNOLDS  was  born  at 
Plympton,  a  imall  tow  n  in  Dcvon- 
Ihlrc,  July  i6,  i7»3'  Hi» father  kept 
a  grammar-lchool  there,  and  was  bc- 
hvci]  and  refpcQcd  for  hh  IcarninL^,  va- 
riety of  knowledge,  and  philantli  o^y.

Jn  1764,  ^'Ir.  Reynolds  bad  the  mcrtr 
of  being  the  lirft  promoter  of  th«it  ciuu 
which  long  exiftcd  without  a  name,  but 
wl'.irh,  ,it  Mr.  Garrick\  futural.  :>, - 
came  diitinguiflicd  by  the  name  of  the 
Literary  Club.  - 

In  >769»  the  King  founded  an  Aca* 
demy  of  rainring,  Sculpture,  and  Ar- 
chitecture, uudLr  the  mincofthc  Royal 
Academy  of  Aiis,  and  appointed  Air, 
Reynolds  (in  coniidcrttion  of  his  pro* 
f;  ilioiul  c  ;ci  Ilci  ce)  the  Prcridcnr,  and 
to  add  dignity  to  the  Academy,  confer- 
red the  honour  of  knigiiihood  on  him.

Katli  futcccding  year,  ou  the  dillri- 
btttion  of  the  jptrtzcs,  Sir  Jolhua  dt-li-

In  the  autumn  of  i75>5.  Sir  Jolhua 
made  a  very  plcafmg  cxcuiTion  to  the 
Netherlands,  and  (as  did  numbers  of 
Knglifh  gentlemen,  remarkable  for 
tlicir  i:ifti  in  the  f!n<;  r.rt.s)  attended 
the  grand  lale  of  pictures  at  Brulfcls.

In  178S,  he  g;iyc  one  fitting  to  his 
diftin;;uiihLJ  ris  il  G  .inlborough  ;  but 
the  uncxiK*.*t<l  dcaili  ot  the  latter  pre- 
vented all  further  progrefs.  The  ad- 
•  mircrs  of  the  art  have  to  rcgrcr,  that 
the  cngigcmcnt  between  thcfc  two 
artir^>  fur  the  painting  of  cjich  othcr'i 
portrait  was  not  carried  into  execution, 
the  can\  us  being  H  retched  for  Iftth.

Mr.  Garrick  never  had  a  vvarrocr ad- 
vocate than  Sir  JoAua  Keyn(  ld». 

The  circle  of  his  -acquaiiiunce«  owing 
to  the  celebrity  ot  hu  name,  u  as  very 
cKCendcd.  Many  Ulultriouk  fureigner» 
were  perfofiaUy  intimate  with  Sir 
Jofliua  Kc)  n«>lds.  He  u  as  rcfortcd  to 
by  prrfons  of  the  high  eft  cju;ility,  who 
rcVkTcd  his  genius  as  much  »sthcy  rc- 
fpeAed  cxcelltMe  of  hit  private 
cnaratter.  His  houfc  was  tht  rc- 
foTt  of  cxccllcRCc  of  cvcfy  kind  ;  the 
Icarnciiy  the  elegant,  the  poUtc,  all 
that  were  eminent  for  their  wgrth,  nr 
diftingniflicd  by  their  genius.  From 
fuch  tonnc^>inn'5,  i|i<«  mini},  rich  in  irs 
own  liorct  received  an  accctlion  of  tnoi\ 
cxtentilre  knowledge,  and  an  inexhauf- 
tiblc  trcal'iirc  for  converfation.

They 
contrived  to  hide  this  deformity  from 
the  eyes  of  ftrangers  by  the  Invention 
()f  lart;c  ru!f%  which  covercJ  not  cr'v 
the  whole  Icnirth  of  the  neck ,  but  tlic 
cark  alfo,  and  the  lower  part  of  ihtf 
chin.  $patn  pufleiTed  at  that  time 
what  France  cnjuycd  afterwards,  the 
empire  of  f.ilKjon,  and  the  rtrt  of  Ku- 
ro|K  adopted  eagerly  a  fpccas  of  grna.- 
menti  rioicutout  in  appearance,  and  in* 
vented  only  tf>  conceal  a  blemifti.*'

Fortune, hy  making  her  now 
the  rcpotitory  of'  the  monuments  of 
elegant  anti({uity,  makev  her  likewifr 
the  feat  of  tattc  and  the  fine  nu  ;  and 
iinirarion  !i  u  rxttndrd  her  ^cniiu  in 
thu  particular  over  the  bordcriug  pro* 
vtneet,  which  Hand  no  longer  in  ewe  ef 
her  power.

"*  fcription  of  the  proccfi  ubfcncd  in 
the  culture  and  manuf.icturc  of  indi^jo 
in  this  part  of  India.  The  Am- 
borc  diftri£t  iscomprifcd  within  a  range 
of  furrounding  hillc  of  a  :no'!cri:c 
height :  the  river  Pallar,  declining  from 
its  apparent  fouthcrly  dirc6tion,  enters 
this  dtftrt£t  about  three  miles  from  the 
esftward,  waihes  the  Amborc  Pcttnh, 
a  fma"!  neat  village,  diftant  three  miles 
10  ;iic  ibuthward  of  the  fort  of  that 
aame,  fituated  in  a  beautiful  valky; 
thv  fVirts  of  the  hills  covered  witii  the 
Palmcira  and  l)ate  trce>,  from  the  pro 
duce  of  whi^h  a  confiucrablc  quautii^ 
of  coarfe  Sngar  is  made.  This  traft  is 
fertilized  by  numerous  rills  of  xvater 
conduilcd  from  the  river  alont^  the 
inar^in  of  the  heights  and  througiioi^t 
the  inteimediate  extent ;  this  clement 
being  conveyed  in  thcfe  artificial  canals 
(three  feet  deep),  affording  a  pure  and 
cryftal  current  of  cx^elleut  water  for

Firft  the 
plant  is  boiled  ia  einhen  pots  of  atxjut 
eighteen  inches  diameter,  difpofcd  on 
the  ground  in  excavated  ranges  from 
twenty  to  thiny  feet  long,  and  one 
Woad,  according  to  the  number  ufcd. 
When  the  boiling  proccf?  ha-^  «  x traced 
lU  the  cgluinog  maucr  aiwcrtainable 


by  the  colour  exhibited,  the  extrafb  is 

immediately  poured  into  an  adjoininjj 
fmall  jar  lixcd  in  the  gr-jund  for  its  rc» 
ception,  and  is  thence  laded  in  fmall 
pots  into  larger  jars  difpofcd  on  adjoin- 
ing; hi.'hcr  eround,  bcin^  tirft  tiitcrcd 
through  a  cloth  j  the  jar  wlicn  three 
fourths  full  is  agitated  with  a  fplit  bam* 
boo  extended  into  A  circje,  of  a  diameter 
from  tiiirtcen  to  twenty  inches,  the 
hoop  twilled  with  a  fort  of  coarfe  ftraw, 
wita  which  the  manufaclurer  proceeds 
to  beat  or  agit^itc  the  extract,  until  a 
granulation  of  the  fecula  takes  place, 
the  operation  continuing  nearly  fcr  the 
fpace  of  thr«e  fourths  of  an  huur ;  a  pre- 
cipitant coropofed  of  red  earth  and 
uater,  in  the  quantity  of  four  quart 
bottles,  is  poured  into  the  jar,  wiiich 
after  mixture  is  allowed  to  ftand 
the  whole  night,  and  in  the  morning 
the  fuperincumhcnt  fluid  is  drawn  on 
through  three  or  four  ajicrturts  prac- 
tiicd  m  the  hdc  of  the  jar  in  a  vertical 
direAion,  the  loweft  reaching  to  within 
five  inches  of  the  bottom,  fuffieient  to 
retain  the  fecula  which  is  carried  to  the 
houies  aud  dried  in  bags. 

This  is  the  whole  m  the  procefs  re- 
curred to  in  this  part,  which,  I  think, 
if  adopted  in  Bengal,  might  in  no 
fmaU  degree  fuperfcdc  the  nccclhty  of 
railing  great  and  expeafive  buildings;  in 
A  word,  fnvc  the  expenditure  of  fo 
much  money  in  dead  ftock,  before  they 
can  make  any  indigo  in  the  Europcaa 
method ;  to  which  I  have  to  add,  that 
Indigo  thus  obtained  poflefles  a  Terjr 
hne  qiuiiry. 

As  I  tnink  ihcfeobfcrvations  may  be 
ttfeful  to  the  manu^Anres  in  Bengal^  I 
could  wifti  to  fee  them  printed  in  the 
Trar.r.Ktiioni  of  the  Ahatic  Society.

Tlie  furface  of  this  fatty  niatierlbae* 

times  prcfented  a  brilliant  metallic  appear- 
ance^  refetnbling  gold  or  (jlver,  which 
gave  !tan  appearance  aa  if  a  flijght  laver  of 
mica  had  Maahiid  over  its  furface.  Bright 
(pots  of  a  red,  yellow,  and  piuk  colour 
were  alfo  not  uncommon ;  thele  appear- 
iiicea  were  moft  uAial  in  the  netghlraur* 
hood  of  the  bonea>  which  fomctimca  efes 
feemcd  to  be  penetrated  by  them  From 
the  grave-diggjcrs  we  learned,  that  a  body 
was  not  converted  into  fat  in  a  lefs  period 
than  thret;  years.  We  were  defirous  of 
Jcnowing  the  various  changes  thatpreceded 
this  ftate,  and  the  following  is  the  refttlt 
«f  our  inquiries. 

Xhe  c«)]uur  of  the  body  undergoes  09 
fenfibic  aitcratiou  tifl  the  eml  of  feven  or 
eight  days,  and  it  is  the  lower  belly  which 
firll  changes.   The  belly  fArells,  and  ap* 
peara  difleiukd  iti  conlequence  of  the  ex« 
tricjtion  of  air  which  takes  place  in  its 
cavity.    Tiiis  fwelling  occurs  io  a  longer 
or  Ihoiter  fpace  of  time  in  proportion  aa 
the  bod  v  isdillended  with  fluid,  the  depth 
at  whicli  it  i>  inttrrcJ,  and  the  tempera- 
ture  of  the  air.    When  there  is  an  union 
of  al)  the  circumftances  moll  favourable  to 
this  firft  degree  of  putridity,  fuch  aa 
much  moifturc   in  tlic  body,  and  being 
buried  at  a  Ihght  diltancc  hum  the  lui- 
face,  dtu'ing  a  warm  l(;<ilun,  ihjs>  iweiliug 
of  the  lower  belly  may  take  place  at  th« 
end  of  three  or  fo     In- s ;  whiUl  one  that 
is  meagre,  buried  at  confuleiahli;  depth  ia 
cold  Weather,  will  remain  uuchaugcJ  dur- 
ing feverai  wcekt.  The  nwre-diggera 
prctf  ltd  to  hnve  remarked,  that  teaipcftu- 
ous  weather  h:.i  confidrrablc  iniiuence  on 
this  fwelling  of  the  body.    According  to 
their  ideas  and  phrale,  the  belly  bulges  on 
the  .([iproach  of  a  ftorm  ;  this  diftenfion 
j^'tes  oil  to  if.cmfe  till  the-  ligaments, 
ddoigaiiistd   by  putridity,  yield  to  the 
internal  force,  and  burft  with  a  kind  of 
expiofion.

vaulttythift  noxious  vapour,  h.iving  nuo^ 
poitiinity  ot'ercape,  mutt  accumulate,  «nd 
prove  liighly  tlcftruaiw  to  fvich  as  inipra* 
dcntly  entri  them. 

We  were  very  ^efiroas  of  difcotering, 
by  experiment,  lit-  i.ature  of  this  tleadly

The 
cxecmble  odour  and  pcifonotis  activity  of 
this  vapour,  ihews  evidt-ut'y  that  it  mu(i 
Confifl  of  a  mixture  of  hydio^cne  and 
azotic  airs,  with  Ibniefulphur  or  phufvbo* 
rus  din"oIvcd  in  it.    It  may  alfo  pt  ih.ips 
contain  fome  oihcr  deleterious  matter  hi- 
therto unknown,  but  whofe  tenible  effrfis 
are  but  too  certain.

luiurc  reparation.

The  Doctor 
parried  this  Tor  fome  time,  hut  us  Lucas's 
reputation  carried  all  before  it,  and  as 
tie  was  univerfalty  cftccmed  a  man  of 
good  intentions,  Hiffcrnan  fuffercd  ad- 
ditional! v  by  comp  rifon  ;  fo  that  being 
chafed  out  of  all  public  jpiaces,  and,  as 
he  ttfed  to  tell  himfclf,  in  (bme  danger 
of  his  life,"  he,  by  the  advice  of  his 
friends,  dire?>«d  his  courfc  to  London, 
there  to  try  his  fato  as  an  Author  in 
this  seneral  hopie  of  the  neceffitoua." 
IteWoit  year  he  came  to  London  we 
eannot  cxnftly  afccrtain,  but  it  muft, 

*  from  fomc  circuinflancvs,beb€cwcen  the 
years  1753  and  1754*  In  that  and  the 
next  year  he  publilhcd  Bvc  numbcr<i  of 
t  n^iiphlcT  which  he  called  '*  The 
Tuntr,"  in  which,  with  luoie  humour 
than  he  ever  ihewed  afterwardt,  he  ri- 
diculed the  then  new  pbvs  of  **  Phi- 
locl.a,"  "  BoadiccH,"  *'  Conftantipc," 
**  Virginia,"  &c.  His  ^rft  employment 
was  in  tranHationt  from  the  French  and 
Latin  Authors;  but  though  a  good 
fcholar  in  both  lanj:iiji;cs,  he  v  -ntcd 
that  familiarity  in  hii  own,  which  ren- 
dered hi&  ftyle  fiiflT  and  pedantic.  He 
was  not  always  pun^ual  too  in  his  cii- 
gagcmcnts,  fo  that  after  repeated  trials 
hi-  was  found  not  toanfwcr  ihcrcpuia- 
iK,.\  uc  brought  with  him  from  Jrcland, 
atul  ht  wak through  neccflity  (^biigcd  to 
ftrikt  i'ui  a  new  line  of  Auihonnip. 
H'hiifl  he  w.i'i  purfuing  hi&  fti;dic&  at 
Paris  and  Mbtupclli^r,  as  wtU  as  wluill 
he  was  in  Irclan  !,  he  amufed  himfelf 
•whh  writing fcvtr  '  t^;^.^'3  on  occafion- 
al  fuhjcds  fur  the  entertainment  of  his 
fricnus.,  and  partly,  perhaps,  with  a 
view  to  keep  up  xUax  pafTport  to  their 
tables  in  which  he  !*'  much  1".^  tL«!. 
Thefc,  with  fomc  other-,  on  niorc 
general  fuhjc^ls,  he  rcfolvtd  10  pubiifh, 
and  aeeordi ugly,  early  in  the  year  175^, 
he  gave  there  to  thc  wt  rtJ  under  inc 
title  of  "  Mifcdhr.irj  in  Pi  c>!c  and 
Vcric,  by  Taut  Hiiicrnan,  M.  D.''

The  line  of  Authorfliip  he  took  up 
after  die  publication  of  tbefe  Mifcel- 
linies  was,  any  mode  which  prc- 
fcrtcd  itfelf  to  gain  a  icmj)orary  ex- 
igence ;  furactimcs  bv  writing  a  pam- 
phleCy  and  privately  fubfcribiog  it 
imongft  his  friends  and  actju  iiiitances, 
aod  I'omctimcs  by  becoming  the  patron  or 
defender  of  fome  Novice  lor  the  Stage ; 
or  ibllie  Artift  vrho  .fitted  to  nr^kc 
hi*  way  to  public  notice  by  puifing,  or 
other  indirect  means.  It  is  lahl  he  had 
fereral  players  and  painters  under  contri* 
button  for  this  purpofe  ;  and  as  he  was 
a  mac  of  fome  plauHbility,  And  had  a 
known  intimacy  with  Garrick,  Foote, 
and  many  of  the  literati,  it  is  no  won- 
der that  be  fonetiaet  gained  profe* 
Ijtrs. 

His  £;rand  pbcc  of  rendezvous  was 
ihc  Cider  Ccliar,  M^idcn-lanc  ^  a 
place  he  ufually  reforted  to  on  thofe 

i  .  -nings  when,  to  ufe  his  own  cxprcf- 
fion,  "  he  was  not  houfcHox  the  night." 
litre  it  w  as  he  played  the  part  of  patron 
or  preceptor  with  fomc  dexterity.  If 
any  painter  found  his  favourite  work 
excluded  a  place  in  the  Exhibition,  or 
wanted  his  piece  puffed  through 
the  Papers,  HilFeman  was  **  the 
Lrd  of  infamy  or  pnifc."  If  any 
piavcr  took  (iudgcon  at  iiis  Manager  or 
rival  brother,  our  Author's  pea  was 
.  ready  to  defend  himj  and  if  any  per- 
fen,  as  a  c  inc!iJate  for  tlic  Stage,  \\  untiisi 
»firu6\ion  or  recojamendatio0»  io

fit  as  Hidernan,  the  grave  fcholar  and 
travelled  man,  the  writer  of  plays 
bimfeUv  the  intimate  friend*  and  0^- 

cafionul  fcnurge.  f  f  bcti\  managers  and 
adors,  to  inltrutt  them  in  the  clcineaU 
of  their  intended  profeffion  } 

Hn  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  laft 
inftancc  wc  were  informeu  of  by  a  Lite 
eminent  pci former  of  Covent  Garden 
Theatre,  who  partly  from  eariofity* 
and,  perhaps,  partly  from  being  deceiv- 
ed by  fome  friend  rcfpeftint^  Hilfcrnan's 
abilities  and  patronage,  went  through 
the  proctft  himfelf,  and  who  told  it  with 
tbet  whim  and  humour  which  he  was  fo 
much  m:'.ftcr  nf.nnor  offthc  St  j-  c.  From 
him*  we  arc  enabled  to  give  lumcwhat 
<^  t  general  defcripdon. 

When  a  candidate  for  the  Stage  was 
firft  announced  by  the  waiter  to  Dr. 
Hitl'crnan,  the  Dw6tor  never  rofi:  from 
his  feat,  but  drawing  the  pipe  which  he 
fmoakcd  from  his  moutii,  t;ave  a  llight 
inclinatiiiri  f  the  head,  anddcfired  him 
to  fit  down.  He  then  liftcncd  very  atten- 
tively to  the  Novice**  account  of  him- 
felf,  his  ftudies,  and  line  of  pretenfions* 
but  then  gave  no  opinion  ;  lie  rcfci  vcd 
himfelf  tot  a  private  meeting  the  next 
night  at  the  Black  Lion,  Ru(u:ll-ftrcct, 
or  fomc  other  favourite  aie-houfc  }  and 
if  ilic  cantIiJa,tc,  wifliing  to  do  a  civil 
thing  by  his  preceptor,  ottered  to  pay 
the  reckoning,  the  Doctor  was  not  in 
the  leaft  offended,  but,  on  the  contrary^ 
corif  dcrcd  it  as  the  per^ttifite  of  Kis 
own  fuperiority. 

Wh«n  they  met  on  the  next  night, 
the  preliminaries  of  bufinefs  were 
opened,  whrcli  t1rll  began  by  ^hc  Doc- 
tor's explaining  his  terms,  which  were 
a  gmnea  cAtranccy  another  guinea  for 
inftruftioot  and  two  guineas  more  to  bo  , 
paid  on  his  getting  an  engagcmcnr  at 
cither  of  the  L^nJon  Thc^trc^..  AH  this 
being  icttied,  and  the  Doctor  luvjng 
pocketed  hit  firft  guinea,  he  began  by 
attentively  eyeing  th'.  ht  ight  and  fi^-urc 
of  the  perf  jriTiCr  :  ;ind  in  orc't-r  f'j  af- 
ccrtain  this  \vith  maihematicaiprecihon, 
he  pulled  out  a  fix-inch  rule*  which  ho 
carried  aVmur  liini  t  n  tl.tfe  occafions, 
andmeafuroi  liim  ^I'  -fnlt  the  wainfcot,  j 
If  the  candidate  happened  to  be  very 
tali,  to  be  fure  that  was  not  fo  well ; 
but  then,  Barry  was  as  tall,  and  nobody 
objcf^cd  to  his  thcatrica!  abilities. If 
he  was  Ihort,  "  that  was  agaiuft  his 
being  much  of  a  hero  1  but  theB»  there 
was  Garrick,  whom  all  the  world  ad- 
mired."

the  world,  AWil  rtTpt^tablc  to  hlrordf. 
He  never,  hmvcvrr,  wholly  gave  up  tt\c 
ij^eoi  io'jJi:-miiii/:^tC\Lty  now  uiMiihcu 
flroduchig  fame  original  matter  or  iraa* 
tUtion  from  the  French.  I  w  tliis  latter 
walk  \\  c  find  him  employed  in  the  year 
1 764, and  ai>thc  circumftanccs  aitending 
this  cafe  go  in  a  great  degree  to  deve- 
loj>c  the  eccentric  cli;ira£tcr  of  the  mau, 
we  fH  ill  .irtrJl  Uictn  utfull  length.

And  hwiL  u  may  nut  be  improper  to 
remark  on  the  very  material  di^er* 
euce  there  ap|uar>  '  >  be  m  the  l^.ivo  ir 
and  ArengtU  of  pciluical  writing  tlieu 
and  tt  this  pre  lent  time.  **  The 
Origin  of  Defpetifm'*  was  written,  a« 
xlic  Author  declares  in  hii  laft  le^ti<  n, 
as  a  kind  oi"  jnrrocludtion  to  Montei- 
uuicu'k  Spirit  of  Laws*"  and  the  de> 
ugn  of  the  book  it  as  follows  :

—•Magnificent  hut  fatal  projeiit  1  which 
has  plunt^ed  uli  tiic  nitions  into  idola- 
try and  thraldom,  bccaulc  a  multitude 
of^ fuppofirions  that  were  then  expedient 
to  !^e  nmdc*  have  been  fincc  adopt  id  av 
cci'tLtin  principles,  siTtJ  that  mankind 
rhen  lofing  light  of  wiiat  ought  to  have 
been  the  true  principles  of  their  con* 
J II ft  here  below,  \\ mt  in  <jucft  of  fupcr-

In  fliort,  the  whole  of  thi>  bnnk  ap- 
pears to  us  to  be  a  nie  re  metaphyiical  cn- 
i|uiry,  too  refined  to  be  taken  up  on 
any  aftive  principle*  and  too  general 
to ealuniniate  or  difturb  any  particular 
Go^runicnc;  nnd  yet  this  bonk  in  the 
year  i764wasf  upon  a  confuliatton  U[f 
fome  avowed  eminent  poUiictansof  that 
dnv,  th«»ught  too  dangerous  to  puhlifli  ; 
and  notwithftan<^In;i:  rhe  Mr!L-pn:;c  veas 
cautioufly  worked  od\  as  it  it  itad  becu 
printed  at  Amflerdam,  it  was  agreed 
'  -  ihe  publicadon  Ihouid  be  Uid 
audi-. 

C«njparing  thii  with  many  i*f  tiie 
polirrcal  writings  of  the  prefcn:  day, 
v  c  lhall  make  no  comment*  The  real 
frienJs  of  the  liberty  of  the  prcfft  kouw 
and  leei  the  difference. 

But  torcturnithe  delay  of  pubtication 
was  for  feme  time  unknown  toHilfernan, 
when  accidentally  pafTtng  the  book  fel- 
ler's thop,  he  enquired  the  caufe.  The 
hookfetler  informed  htm*  and  in  tha 
courfe-  t»f  convcrfation  on  that  fubjeft

The  IVctch  which 
bit  been  tranftp.tfd  fmm  the  Alin  .n  ..  h 
Utttofii^uc  of  Mr.  Ribaoc  i»  lo  ix- 
treindy  brief  that  ic  doe*  not  even  nar* 
latf  lilt  p r i  n ci ju  I  fa»fts;  and  f rnm  t he  fi t  u- 
ationof  the  AutiAor  it  cjnnot  be  fttppofcd 
to  b«»  in  aoy  tolerable  dcj^rtc,  iinpai  tial. 
ThtHiftory  of  Barnn  Difton  proceadi  no 
fiirthcr  than  the  taking  of  the  Baftille; 
and  1  worV  publiflicd  in  the  year  1792, 
under  the  title  of  an  Hiitorical  Sketch 
the  Freneh  Revolution,  cad>  with 
Acdiffblutton  of  the  firft  AlTcmbly.  A 
confidcrabie  portion  of  tlu.  work  Wforc 
tt^  the  Authors  (_(or  it  I'ceim  there  are 
morethaa  me]  eaouidly  inform  us,  hat 
alrc:i(!y  appeared  in  the  New  Annual 
Rcgiftcr.

The  caufes  of  the  Re- 
volution are  alfo  developed  in  an  intro- 
ductory chapter  i  and  the  narrative  it 
eontinaed  to  the  prefent  time,  a*  well 
as  the  fcattcred  and  imperfect  mate- 
rials which  have  hrcly  reached  this 
ceaotry,  would  permit. 

The  Autbora  affign  the  reafon  whf 
th  y  have  prefumed  to  affix  to  their 
title  the  epithet  bnptutia!.  They  car," 
ant,  ihcy  declare^  charge  thcrolcives 
with  feeling  the  fmalleir  bias  to  any 
party  but  that  of  truth  and  liberty ; 
and  they  flatter  themfclvc*  that  tht^ 
readers  will  hnd  mn  only  erery  circum:- 
fiance  fairly  rcnrcfcntcd,  but  every  cen* 
Airablik  tranfitoion,  whoever  were  the 
authors  or  a«'>or?,  mi^rkcd  in  its  proper 
colours,  it  It  were  nccciTary  to  make 
a  deelaration  of  their  own  pfmciples, 
ihty  would  fay  they  arc  neither  Tort 
yo'u  Repi'DI-ICA!*.  They  love  Li- 
berty as  EM^ltfiy  ffbigSf  and  execrate 
eveiy  crimiiuU  ad  bv  which  fb  noble  n 
caufc  is  endangered  or  difgniced.^ 
Though  criiulid  andfincere,  they  doncK 
pretend  to  infailibiUtyjL  tliev  thcrefort 
earned ly  entreat  that  uoold  thefe  vo* 
lumcs  fall  into  the  hands  of  any  per* 
fons  who  arc  capable  fl  corre^ing  any 
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pv*  ^  the  narrative,  or  of  impaning 
idiir  infwniiation  of  importance,  they 

will  communicate  jt  to  the  pu  ,ii(hcr, 
and  they  may  depend  upoa  it  that 
the  earheft  opportunity  will  be  taken 
t«  (vint  the  corre^h>aft»  and  brinj^  them 
f'orward  in  the  fluoft  coaveoient  form  to 
the  public  !" 

In  a  work  compiled  from  fo  many 
4tffeffnt  fcnirccs,  it  was  found  impof- 
iiblc  rt  quote  diftinftty  the  aurhr.ntics 
at  the  bottom  of  the  page  :  to  fuppiv,  ja 
fome  mcafurc,  that  deica,  a  lili  of  au- 
thorities is  fubiointd}  bcfides  a  comi- 
derablc  mafs  of  authentic  original  in- 
formation, and  the  oral  teftimony  of  c/p- 
wttncires. 

The  following  dcduftion  of  the  prin- 
cipal circumliariccs  that  IcJ  to  the 
French  Revnluiion  wiil  lervc  as  a  Ipcci- 
men  of  thole  abihtics,  and  that  turn  of 
thinking  and  obfcrvaiion  th.it  prcdo- 
^ninatein  the  rcfpcftablc  and  re  ifonable 
publication  of  which  wc  have  jult given 
lomc  profpe^lus. 

It  would  be  a  fourcc  ef  confoUtton 
to  mankind,  if  wc  could  lay  it  down  aj 
a  maxim,  that  the  extreme  of  tyranny 
is  always  productive  of  liberty  ;  but 
the  long  dtprelfion  of  enflaved  Rome  j 
as  well  ab  more  modern  cxrrnp'u  ,  f  >r. 
"bid  Ui.  to  indulge  the  flattering  ipcciilu- 
tion.  it  IS  however  fome  dilcourai^c- 
roent  to  defpotifm,  that,  in  certain  cir- 
Cttinitaiiccs,  a  revolution  ii  commonly 
the  confequcnce  of  great  oppreliion ; 
and  that  it  is  difficult,  if  i\ox  impoHib.'c, 
for  » monarch  toguardt  by  any  artifi- 
cial arrangements,  the  fanftuAries  o£ 
arbitrary  power. 

**  Hiftory  ancient  or  modern  affords  no 
inftaneeof  a  country,  in  which  defpotifm 
was  reduced  to  fo  complete  a  fyftem  rf. 
in  France.  The  King  levied  taxes,  !  v 
folc  authority,  to  a  greater  annual 
am'>unt  than  are  raifed  by  the  whole  of 
th-^lc  immenfe  territories  which comprfc 
the  Germanic  body.  The  pvopic  were 
fuidiouflv  deprcflfcd  by  poverty,  igno- 
r^uct ,  and  extortion.  Theyhad  no  fights, 
pr  were  carefully  inftrudcd  never  to 
claim  t'  .  Every  private  citizen 
liable  to  Ui  forced  by  the  officers  of  go- 
vernment from  his  flarving  family  to 
work  in  fome  corvee  of  public  concern,  or 
cfubiurai[i..^.)iriccncf— ITc  wa^;  t^v.^  f^j 

more  than  lull  the  amount  of  his  mcomv; 
andainong  ihefconeof  themoft  opprtrfli  ve 
was  ihegabcUe  or  falt-tax,  by  which 

he  was  forced  to  pay  at  an  evnrhit  .nt 
r  i't  f.  r  thai  neccffiry  commodity,  while 
Y>^i  pciihcr  alipwcd  to  purchafc 
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when  he  pleafed,  nor  to  afccrtaitt  th^ 
quantity,  but  both  were  left  at  the  diC* 
cretion  of  the  farmers  of  the  revenue. 

"  Tyranny  exercifed  upon  the  proper- 
ty of  a  nation  muft  ever  be  accompanied 
w  ith  a  tyranny  againft  their  pcrfons* 
The  king  and  his  miniflcrs  poffeffcd  an 
unlimited  power  of  imprifonment.T-- 
Under  the  pretence  of  prcfcrving  the 
^niblic  rranquillity  againd  traitors  and 
lafurgcr.t^,  the  dctcltablc  invention  of 
icttres  dc  cachet  was  contri^'cd  :  an4 
this  practice  was  carried  toiuch  a  dread* 
ful  excefs,  that  they  were  notorioufly 
fold  by  the  miftrciTcs  and  favourites  of 
the  monarch,  and  even  by  their  fubiir- 
dinatc  agents;  by  which  any  pcrioij  of 
the  higher  claffes,  for  a  pecuniary  con* 
fidcration,  might  gratify,  to  the  full  cx» 
tent,  hi8cnvv,hii  caprice, or  his  revenge. 

•*  The  chain  of  dd'poiilm  dtLleendcd. 
The  privileged  orders^  as  they  were 
called,  t!ic  noh:Iiry  and  clergy,  partici« 
pared  in  the  ranine  and  irjullice  of  the 
court.  The  nobility  were  Oriocu  to  the 
fupport  of  this  immenfe  fabric  of  cor- 
ruption and  mifery,  by  a  cumplete  ex- 
emption from  all  public  contr  outions  ; 
and  their  palUou*  were  gratihcd  wit^ 
the  privilege  of  procuring  lettres  do 
c;;chct,  upon  moft  cccafions,  againft 
thole  w  ho  offcndLf!  nr  difplcafcd  them.

**  The  aiiminiltration  oJ  julHcc  wa$ 
well  calculated  to  afTimilaie  with  the 
reft  of  the  fyfttm.  The  criminal  trial* 
were  generally  fccrct,  the  ilatc  trials 
always  fo — But  the  moft  complete  ab- 
furdity  was,  that  men  were  not  elevated 
to  tlic  bench  of  julticc  for  their  talenr^ 
or  their  integiity,  but  the  feats  on  thpfc 
vencrai>lc  tribunals  were  publickly  and 
notorioufly  fold  to  the  htgheft  bidder;

Chij^ny,  on  whofc  death  M.  Taborcau 
dcs  Kcaux  was  appoinud  to  the  vacant 
pna  i  and  in  a  (borttime  aftcr,the  ktnj:» 
who(c  Attention  appears  to  h^vc  '>een 
particul.irly  dirc^^:cd  to  thii  ohj-,''!,  nlTo- 
ciatcd  With  him  M.  Neckar,  by  birth  «. 
Swifs,  and  the  6rft  proteftaat,  who^ 
from  the  time  of  the  rcvdcation  of  the 
ciVi(\  of  Nanrz,  had  ever  been  elevated 
to  an  official  (Itiutlou  of  any  confc- 
oucncein  France.  M.  Neckar  hadren* 
acted  hitnfcif  confnicuous  by  Icvcral 
rommcrcial  plans,  which  he  bad  fuccefi- 
fyily  recommended  i9  the  mercantile 
P  irt  of  the  nation,  and  particuUrlv  by 
the  adjuftmcnt  of  Come  dittere  icrs  which 
!i  (!  taken  place^  between  the  indiacom* 
pany  and  the  crowa. 

**  In  the  mean  time  a  circumftance  oc- 
curred, which,  toacountr}'  burdened 
with  debts  and  taxes,  could  only  be 
produftjvc  of  total  ruin.  The  year 
17-4  will  be'memorablc  for  the  uofor* 
tunafc  war  which  the  v.cakncfs  and 
Avicki  <in  of  a  depraved  :?n'^  incr^y  ibie 
minilirv  wa 'tonly  kindled  between 
Great  l^rit:iin  and  her  North  American 
colonio*— a  war  excited  for  tlie  enfor- 
cing of  a  rax  which  v  '^'M  not  havcpaid 
for  ct)Ilt^ting  it;  and  levied  under  the 
abfurd  and  fantafiical  plea,  that  the  co» 
Ionics  were  virtually  rcrri  fluted  iji  the 
Britifli  Parliament.  z%  by  tlie  ancient 
grants  and  cliarwrs  they  were  confti- 
tutcd  a  portion  of  the  manor  of  Eaft 
.Greenwich  in  Kent  !  If  anv  thing 
could  exceed  the  folly  of  the  linglifh 
miniftry  in  commencing  the  war,  it  was 
that  of  France  in  engaging  in  it — Sucfc,

"  The  earlier  promotion  of  Dr. 
ITornc  to  the  Mitre,  would  not  have 
been  more  grateful  to  the  world  than 
it  was  due  to  his  merit.  However,  on 
the  tranflation  of  Dr.  Bagot,  Bifhop  of 
Norwich,  in  1791,  to  tiu  fif  of  St. 
Afaph,  he  was  nominated  to  the  former 
Bifiiopric,  and  was  confecrated  at  Lam* 
beth  Chapel  on  the  7th  of  June;  hrs 
confocration  fLrmon  bcint^  preached  by 
hisoid  and  particular  friend  Dr.  Bcrkc- 
Icf,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury.  He 
foon  afterward  rcftgned  the  Headlkip 
of  Mai^dalcn  Collei^c,  in  which  he  was 
fuccccdcd  by  the  learned  Dr.  Routh. 

*•  Hu  health,  on  this  advancement* 
was  but  in  a  precarious  ftate  ;  and  his 
friends  had  the  forrow  to  perceive  ir 
decay  rather  than  improve.  He  re- 
paired, however,  to  his  palace  at  Nor* 
wich,  where  hb  ftay'  was  but  (hort, 
yet  lafficicnt  to  convince  his  Clergy, 
and  ail  who  had  obtained  his  acquaint- 
ance, of  bow  much  plcafure  and  advan* 
tage  they  were  deprived  in  his  \oi\. 
He  was  rcctmimcndi  d  to  trv  the  bcntfit 
of  B  iih ;  wliiihcr  he  went.  But  a 
paralytic  ftrnkc»  fome  vrccks  before  hi* 
death,  fruftratcd  all  hopes  of  his  reco> 
very.  On  the  17th  of^ January  1792, 
death  put  an  end  to  hi!»  Icvcrc  infirmi- 
ties, and  to  his  exemplary  patience. 
The  faculties  of  his  mind  continued  to 
the  very  laft :  he  was  not  only  compofcd , 
but  even  chcarful.  His  Ipecch,  indeed, 
was  in  fome  decree  afie«cd,  as  he  had 
not  been  able,  (or  a  few  days  previous 
to  his  death.  10  cxprth  huiifVlf  c!c  irlv. 
Not  long  before  he  expired,  he  received 
the  Sacrament,  after  which  he  exclaim- 
ed, with  all  the  firnmcf^  of  a  Chriftian, 
'*  N  nv  I  am  bleffe-d  indee  d  !"  In  his 
lalt  moments  he  feemcd  to  fulfer  iiitlc 
pain,  ah  he  expired  without  a  groan.

To 
r  Tie  (,i  hii figurative  alluiiontobjeftions 
hare,  indeed,  been  mnt!e  ;  ohjcrtiDn<:, 
howcvcrt  which  weigh  but  a»  *'  the 
fiiiall  duft  of  the  balance"  againft  the 
mlriplidtf  of  his  attainments.  That 
he  vr-{^  one  of  the  ablcft  defenders  of 
Chriftiaixity  by  the  efHcacy  both  of  his 
mntplc,  and  of  his  writings,  no  one 
will  dcnf*  He  had  powers  equal  to  the 
fcstftft  contcHs  of  ContrDvcrfy  ;  and 
when  ihoi'e  powers  were  exerted,  they 
were  neither  difgraced  by  acrimony, 
nor  weakened  by  abufc.  He  prattifcd 
vih^it  he  rccommcndt  (1.  Wit,  which  he 
wcii  knew  how  to  excrcifc — *•  Wit,'* 
favs  he,  **  if  it  be  ufed  at  all,  (hoiild  be 
tempered  with  good-humour,  fo  as  not 
I'  nafi)crate  the  iierfoii  who  is  the  ob- 
ject ot  It ;  and  th«n  wc  arc  fare  there 

00  milchief  done.  The  dilputant 
tAfhcto  be  at  once  firm  and  calm  ;  hit 
bead  coal,  an  J  hl-i  l\c-irt  warm."  Sullen 
aniagunift  I  whoever  thou  art,  learn 
from  Uilbop  Hornu  to  increafe  the  weii;ht 
of  thy  arguments  by  the  courteoufncft 
of  j'!drc&,  nod  by  the  i'weetncfi  of  good* 
nature. 

•*  His  conduct  through  life  was  mark- 
ed with  that  liberality  which  confers 

<Ji:;nitv  upon  cvcrv  rrrt;if»n,  .itid  without 
wtiich  ttic  htghell  cannot  command  it. 
The  grxtdncfk  and  (implicity  of  his  heart 
were  nnalieAcd  :  his  endeavour  was  to 
promote  unn  crfal  Benevolence,  and  to 
pradiic-  univcrfal  Gcnerofity.  To  his 
countenance  and  kindncfs  the  author  of 
this  humblem^OKMr  hath  been  repeatedly 
indebted,  even  from  hii  chilJliood  ;  and 
while  his  lofs  hath  been  iiy  few  more 
fiocercly  regretted,  by  none  will  his 
favours  be  more  gntcfully  remembered. 

"  To  moft  jf  rhofe  Public  Charities 
ffliicU  immuftiUic  the  gcncrolity  oi  this 


nation,  he  was  rm  earlv  and  liberal  fub- 
Icriber.  He  wn«i  onr  ».f  rive  firfr  friond* 
to  the  cxcelleni  Int'iiution  of  Sunday 
Schoob  $  and  warmly  promoted  by  hU 
purfc,  his  int  ff  ft,  and  his  abilities, 
their  happy  tll.ibiithmcnt.  His  private 
charities  alio  wt  i  c  large  and  txttnljvc  j 
and  in  the  exerci'l  of  them  he  fliunned 
an  oftcntatious  difplay. 

He  was  the  iiioft  li^rrecThle  as  well  at 
tlie  mort  inltructivt,  companion*  He 
abounde<f  with  pleafant  anecdoiei 
and  valuable  information.  His  man- 
ner alfo  gave  additions!  mitv  to  what- 
ever was  ferious,  and  uduiiioual  humour 
to  whatever  was  facetiont.  They  who 
knew  hi  ll  1:1,  V.  il!  ofrcn  refleft  oq 
thofe  happy  hours  m  which  tluv  en- 
ioyed  his  company,  and  vmU  ackuow- 
leil^  how  very  pleafant !v  they  pulLd, 
and  m^VLd  fmoorhly  inJ  fwiftlv  alon'^ :

Theinilruaiont 
gircn  to  the  Conanuffioiwrs  evince  a  njode- 
ration  and  cq.iity,  praccedit  g  Irom  a  fm- 
ccre  love  ot  peace,  and  a  hiwdity  baviiig 
no  reflridion  but  theelTcntial  tntcreft  and 
dignity  of  the  United  Statei.  The  attempt, 
howfV;.!,  of  an  t^micable  negoci.uion  having 
i  ccn  fruUrated,  the  troops  haye  marched 
to  act  ofFeiiWVcly.  Ahhoogh  the  propofed 
Irtaty  did  not  arrcl^  the  progiels  ut  military 
preparatior,  ir  i--^  <!uubtt'il  tio'.v  t.irthe  ad- 
vance of  th«  i«aibn,  before  good  faith  juf- 
tiAed  adive  movements,  may  retard  them 
daring  tbe  remainder  of  the  year.

After  they  Hiall  Invc  wovided  for  tbt 
pi  cient  entergency,  it  will  merit  th^  moll 
lerions  labotiis  to  render  tranquillity  ^vith 
the  fivages  p-rmment,  hy  c  eating  ti^-s  of 
intaeft.  Next  to  a  vigorous  execution  of 
jttftiee  on  the  violators  of  peace,  the  ef. 
tabliAiment  of  cummercc  with  the  Indian 
naitoii*  in  bth'.lf  of  the  United  Sntes,  is 
molt  hkely  to  coucilt.tte  their  attachment. 
But  it  ou^  to  be  condu£bNl  without  fraod, 
without  extortion  $  with  cooftant  and  pien- 
tiful  fupplics  ;  with  a  ready  market  for  the 
coromodiiies  of  the  iiulians,  and  a  (tared 
price  for  whatever  ihty  ^ivc  in  payment, 
and  receive  in  exchange.

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Ko  pminfory  coniUleratioii  »  more  ur- 
gent than  the  redemption  and  difcharge

inorevuiuible.

Garrick  on  the  iuDjc't  ot  the  ft  it;c  } 
And  yet,  though  thele  extrtiosu  mi^ht 
have  done  credit  to  the  fricndfliip  of 
our  Engiilh  1* oici  is,  they  did  jaot  krve 
hi«  delicacy  very  much,  as  the  praifcs 
fo  lavilhly  ocftowcd  on  hira  Ihouid  have 
in  i'omc  rcfpc^t  withheld  hisperfonal  in« 
tcrfcrcncc  :  liLildcs,  thty  w  too  ful- 
i'ouie  in  themlcivc»  to  add  any  decree  of 
credit  to  fuch  cftablifhed  abihtirs. 

The  amount  of  tiulc  lubfcriptiona 
wc  do  not  exactly  know,  but  I'lou.d  fjp- 
potti  tube  froiuunc  hundred  aad  tvcoty 
to  one  hundred  and  titty  pj>:ndk  n 
temporary  mine  to  fuc/  a  man  as  Hiffer- 
nnn,  who  lived  I'o  much  with  he  pub- 
lic— and  Willi  m  his  int  rio?  'ife,  there 
is  every  reafon  to  »u  'p  -  t>rieHied  a 
lifj  d  aconrmy.  W  uh  ttii-.  money  he 
emerged  a  litile  more  into  hfc,  tjuiiici 
the  old  Kn^iiih  drel's  (as  he  ufed  to  call 
hii  fccdy  clothes)  for  a  new  fuit  of  black, 
and  knocked  at  the  doors  of  his  friend* 
with  all  the  confidence  of  a  iuccefsful 
author. 

In  this  progrefs,  our  author  fome- 
times  fch  rrmhairmdH  r.^  jrjff,  in  a 
manner  that  \va%  JaugUili  c  enrugh. 
Dining  one  day  at  a  friend's  l  o'uc,  and 
feeling  the  confeqoence  and  nivclty  of 
a  full  pocket,  be  n-:Tned  the  chtn^-.c  of 
a  twenty-pound  bank  note  >  tuc  gentle* 
man  faid  ht  had  not  ^uite  fo  much monef 
A  t  s  ' 
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in  the  hooft,  but  tt  hit  fervtat  wat 

going  on  a  nveflage  to  Fleet-llrcct 
tft^r  dinner,  he  ^hv^uld  rake  it  to  Mr. 
Hpare  his  Banker,  and  bnug  him  the 
change  — Tbit  did  very  well,  and  Iboii 
Vter  Hiffitrnan  gave  the  note  to  the 
man  for  the  above  purfnfc. 

So  far  the  objef^  <*f  Icit-conlcquencc 
-ahd  Tanky  were  fot?icicntly  difplayed, 
and  our  author  joi:  .  1  in  pufliuig  ah'  -^t 
the  bottle  with  great  fpirit  andconvi- 
%'iaUty.  After  an  hour  or  two  fpcnt  in 
llih  manner,  HUfenian  enquirca  after 
the  man»-«he  bell  was  rung — btit  no 
man  wa>  as  yet  returned ;  »he  dropped  hii 
jkw  a  little  upon  thi»— rbut  hfd  nothing.** 
in  about  an  hour  afterwards  he  en« 
quired  again— but  no  man. — Here  o':r 
author  begau  to  lofc  a  little  oaticncc, 
and  turning  mund  to  the  gentleman  of 
tht  houfe,  very  gvavcly  exclaimed,  "  By 

the  living  G  ,  I'n,  afnid  your  man 

has  run  off  with  the  money.'' — **  Upon 
toy  woril|Do6tor»faysthe  ether  (fmoking 
him^f  I  mull  contcl's  it  has  an  odd  ap- 
pearance but  if  the  fellow  ihould  have 
gone  off— it  i*  with  jour  mo«ry — ^not 
mine."—**  My  inone>  I**  exclaimed  Hif- 
fernan,  darting  tVi  in  hi!>  chair,  and  raif- 
in|;  his  voice — "  Sir,  I  woulH  fmve  you  to 
know,  that  I  know  luw^^  wcil  a*  you  in 
this  particuiar»and  1  know  that  if  J  gave 
riy  inoncy  to  your  Icrvant  by  yriir  cfj- 
rcCtion,  tile  atto^  the  Icrvaot  is>thc  adt 
of  the  maftcr,***— Here  an  altercation 
on  the  ppint  of  law  for  ibme  time  took 
plarr ,  when  the  Doftor  was  nioft  hap- 
pily e>tntated  out  of  all  his  tears  by 
the  arrival  of  the  ferrant  with  the  mo* 
ntjf  and  who  was  only  prevented  from 
^  returning  in  time,  by  a  number  of  other 
meffhgcs  which  he  had  to  deljver  frou) 
hii  miftrclt. 

The  next  produ£^ion  of  the  Dealer's 
was  a  thing  v/hich  iic  called  **The  Phi- 
lojop|)ip  VV  him,'  and  which  he  ironically 
dedicated  to  the  Uniyerfitiet  pf  Oxford 
and  Cambridge. 

This  i>  I  nch  a  jumble  of  nonfcnfc, 
that  t'pere  is  no. reading  or  defining  it  }— 
if  it  aims  ^t  any  thing*  it  appears  to  be 
a  i^ugh  agninft  fume  branches  of  nioderi^ 
phihtophy — but  fn  mircr.ibSv  executed, 
a$  to  wariaiit  h  iuppofition,  that  the 
man  mud  h^  mad,  or  drunk,  who 
wrote  it.  Ti'iC  puMx  .^'.un  howc\er  r.n- 
fwcrcd  hii  purppfe,  for  a  he  wa^  v».ry 
hcedkfs  of  hik  literary  rcputatitn — or 
perhaps  c'id  not  always,  know  when  he 
was  degrading 't — l.c  as  ufual  lubfcrihcd 
it  tmongft  his  friendf—and  generally 
wherever  he  went  to  dine,  taxed  his 

hoft  from  JiAif-ft-cro^tt  to  i  |;ttiae« 


(Jlift  ai  be  could  get  it)  for  this  pamphlet. 
Hugh  Kelly,  wiio  had  previuiiliy  feea 
it  at  a  friend's  houle,  geueroufly  lent 
him  a  guinea  for  a  co^y— -but  conloled 
himfelr  at  the  fame  time,  that  be  wa* 
Und^r  nn  oblT.;;ation  to  read  it. 

Talking  ot  tins  ftrange  publication  at  \ 
that  tunc,  gave  rife  to  one  ot  the  iali 
fiafncsof  poor  Goldfmith.w  How  doea 
this  ptx>r  devi!  of  an  author,  f i ys  a 
friend,  contrive  to  getcr-dit  even  with 
his  b'Kikfellcr  for  pipt  r,  punt,  aud  ad- 
vert ;fi:ig  •»  Oh!  my  dear  fir,  lays 
G  lufn.i  h,  very  eafily— J^eals  tie 
brooms  rea-Jj  made.** 

The  next  year,  1775,  Dodor  Hiffer* 
nan  appeared  as  a  Dramatic  author,  by 
the  infrodudtion  of  a  tr^i^rdy  at  Drnry 
Lane  Theatre,  under  the  tit  le  of  The 
Heroine  of  the  Cave/'— The  hiftory 
of  tikis  piece  is  ai  follows  : — -Afur  the 
death  of  Henry  Jones,  the  author  of  tljc 
tragedy  of  the  Earl  of  ElTcx  (a  man  fu- 
perior  toHiffernan  in  point  of  genius, 
but  very  like  him  in  his  want  of  pru- 
dence and  dilcretirn),  thi'>  piece  was 
found  amongil  his  ioule  p  vpcrs  by  the 
late  Mr.  Readtih,of  Drury  Laoel  hca- 
tre,  wli  .1  form  r.fttr  brought  it  our  fcr 
his  bcncht.— I^ilKcr  nan  and  Keddtih 
living  in  dole  habiti  of  intimacy,  tlic 
latter,  after  his  benefit,  gave  it  to  the 
Dof^or,  and  fuegcftcJ  to  him  tli  .t  he 
migni  make  fomcthing  o\  it  bv  cxtc  nti- 
ing  the  plot, aud  adJing  fpme  jiuw  cha- 
racters. 

Hiffeman  underrr(  k  it,  nnJ  'iroiight 
it  out  the  next  year  for  the  benetir  of 
Mifs  Youngc  (now  Mrs.  Vope),  with 
a  new  prologue,  epilogue,  Siz.  &c.^ 
and  by  the  very  excellent  at^d  impaf- 
lioncd  pcrtorniancc  of  that  capital  a«.* 
treis,  who  played  the  Heroine,  it  went 
off  with  confidcrable  applaufc*  The  title 
Tones  ^avc  to  'Iv-  jjft-rc  w:".,  "The  ^ 
C^ve  of  Idra.  — i  he  plot  is  taken  from 
8  narrative  in  the  Annual  Regi^er,  and 
had  the  original  author  had  imie  andcooU 
nets  to  finiih  it,  it  proV  .blc  iic  n-ould 
have  fuccct-ded  in  maicmg  it  a  relpetla- 
ble tragedy. -—Even  inHiff<rnan*s  hand* 
tile  plot  and  incidents  buoyed  him  up 
ai»ovc  his  ordmarv  think  in  r—md  if  he 
gave  no  graces,  ht  avoided  auy  grcitt 
'blemiflies. 

T^ic  Doftor  lived  upon  the  pri^fjts  of 
liv.  'va;;cdy  f<>r  finie  rime  — but,  aj 
ufual,  nevci  made  acalcuUtion  what  he 
•was  to  do  next,  till  [>overty  prrHed  hiln 
to  u,j  fr.mcihing.  After  caftin^;  about  for 
foroe  time  (and  Accafionally  damning 
the  bookfcllcrs  for  their  want  of  laftc  ia 
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formers  of  both  TheMCit  for  a  de&rtb 
of  abtiitits  that  difcouragtd  any  au-« 
tbor  of  eminence  from  wricioj^  for  tiicm) 
lie  undertook  to  give  a  coori'e  of  Mares 
on  the  unatt^my  ot  the  human  body." 

He  Inltaally  publilhcd  rrornfih, 
which  was  a  i^uiutA  lor  the  couiiw,  to 
condfk  of  thr«e  lc£lurc«»  and  tbe  lub>  * 
fcribcrs  nut  to  cx.ced  twenty,  in  order 
to  be  the  better  accorr.rn*  d*itd  in  a  pri- 
vate: room.  1  iublctiption  (wiuch 
was  evidently  given  under  the  imprellion 
of  charitv)  was  foon  ti!lcd  bv  the  cxlt- 
tions  of  his  triend« — and  the  hrlt  J.iy 
was  atuiounced  by  the  Doctor's  going 
j^ound  to  the  fubfcribcrs  himfclf  to  in- 
form them  of  it — "  This  method,  faid 
he.  I  look  upon  the  be!\,  as  it  prevents 
any  inaputation  of  ^MtJttnj^,  by  a  public 
advenifcmest." 

The  room  fixed  on  for  this  exhibition 
was  at  the  Percy  Colfcc-houlc-^he. 
Iiuur  one  o'cluck  in  the  forenoon. '  At 
thi>  hour  the  following  gent'cmca  af. 
femoitiiJ — Dr.  K- nncdy,  phylician  to 
the  Prince  of  Waiuk.  and  the  pu'fent 
lnfpe£lor  JGeneral  to  the  holpitali*  under 
the  Duicc  uf  York — iV*r.  George  Gar- 
rick  — Mr.  Bfckct  of  Pall-Mail — .vid 
another  gentiemnn.  Tlicy  waited  till 
■-  twu  for  more  company — but  no  more 
coming,  the  Doi'lor  made  his  appear- 
ance, from  an  riufct,  drcHed  out 
in  a  full  luit  of  buck — and  piacin^  mm- 
felf  before  a  little  round  table,  made  a 
very  formal  obeifftoce  to  hj«  fmalt 
^dirory. 

1  ae  company  could  not  help  but 
finiie  at  this  mode  of  beginning— but . 
the  Dollar  proceeding  with  great  gra- 
vity, puiied  out  of  his  pocket  a  imall 
.print  of  a  human  Ikcleton,  evidently  cut 
out  of  Come  anatomicil  magnsiuc^  and 
^yiag  it  on  the  tibk  thu<  proceeded  :

Having  thus  given  the  general 
opinion  of  lUicc  ^tc^t  men  ou  tlui 

fubjca,  1  Ikall  MnuncftCff  with  de» 
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fcr.btng  the  hr^i/  of  this  pArm^i  of 
anim^ti*."— Here  the  Doctor  entered 
into  a  comuion-pii.cc  dtlcripiioo  of  mc 
Ikiill-^the  brains,  &c.— wnich  Ultcd 
about  half  hour,  when  taking  up 
the  print,  and  rcAuring  the  heii  of 
the  ikclctou  ^whicii  he  lud  pn  vioully 
doubled  down)  to  as  former  pofition— 
he  uc^t  undertook  a  dellcription  of  the 
breait. 

♦*  Here  gentlemen,  fays  he,  is  the 
neat  part  e>f  this  very  extraordinary 

aniaiai,  which  may  be  very  properly

The  found  of  a  gratuitous  good  din- 
ner aiw  ays  lell  Very  ;/.  '/vvf///  on  Hif- 
fernan's  ear,  and  in  lac  ptclcnt  io- 
Itancc  peculiarly  lo,  &»  it  not  only 
plentifully  providcU  for  tlic  wants  of 
QU€  day — but  rcleafed  hini  from  the 
trOttble  of  /we  iiayi  mere  attendance,

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COME  prr.£tical  inferences  may  be 
added  to  the  ffrtgoing  oblervation* : 
Since  imiacion  has  fo  powerful  an  in- 
fuence  on  lioiiian  condua^it  ii  evident, 
t^nt  wc  mtift  panicularly  attend  to  it  ia 
the  mana^mcoc  of  pcrfons  in  the  early 
part  fd  life.  The  young,  whofc  pal- 
uou  arc  lively,  and  their  jadj^entt 
HOC  maiurtt!,  imitate  ill  that  i?  prc- 
fentcd  to  ihcm  warrrily  and  indil'- 
creetly;  and  will  eopT  inferior  models, 
if  they  fhould  net  oe  directed  to  the 
beft.  The  bcft  then  mud  be  pre- 
femed  10  their  Tiew,  and  rendered  at- 
tradtve,  that  their  palBont  majr  allure 
cbefB  to  the  path  in  which  tlicir  rea« 
fon  is  to  cooau£t  thtm.  Bnt  \%  not 
thi»  the  «rajr,  u  may  be  UiJ,  to  fiii 
the  mind  with  prej;i'<Uccs  ?  to  multi- 
ply  pernicious  habits  ?  For  where  is 
rhc  taultlcf'^  mode!*  And  if  there  be 
fione,  liuvv  ihiU  young  per  Ion*  be  able 
to  dtftingntlh  between  the  excellencies 
and  defeat  of  thni  which  is  propofcd 
to  them  '  All  thtv  on  do»  is  to  linglc 
oat  examples  tor  imitation  which  are 
theieaft  unpcrfe£l.  It  is  vain  to  ex- 
pcdl  entire  freedom  from  miftake  in  per- 
sons at  the  beginning  of  life,  the  pecu- 
liar feafoii  for  prejudice*  and  errors« 
We  may  be  fati&ned  if  they  employ  ma- 
ttirer  age  in  loofcning  their  attachment 
to  thole  prejudices,  and  in  Icflcaiog 
their  number.  For  this  purpofc  they 
Aould  early  learn  a  propier  confidenca 
in  themftlvcs,  and  a  prrpcr  relianc* 
upon  others.  They  ^ould  iruft,  in 
every  thing  that  relates  to  their  moral 
coniUld,  to  their  o'.vn  feelings,  rather 
than  to  example ;  r  tliLlc.  the  genuine 
impulfesof  nature,  arc  iurcr  guides  than 
reafon  itfelf  wheo  blinded  by  the  fo- 
phiftrieaof  a  vicious  inclination.  ArA 
that  they  may  encourage  fcntiments  of 
humility,  to  n'cccflfary  to  improvement, 
let  diem  Kfted  on  the  narrow nef;.  of 
their  knowledge,  and  that  its  futui-e 
increafc  wil"  Ht  pend  on  the  afllftance  of 
the  aged  and  experienced.  By  thcfe 
mraM  they  may  hope  to  entertain  a  dif- 
pofnion  to  copy  from  their  Tupcriors, 
free  from  blind  awe  aad  flavifli  ad- 
miration. 

There  ia  an  error  into  which  pcrfor? 
of  all  frcqucntiv  fall,  that  they 
imitate  in  ever?  particular,  indifcrimi* 
iiately,  a  charaaer  which  intereftt  tnd 
plcafes  them.  CerutD  peculiarities  are 
often  found  in  the  OUttiiefB  of  cftimable 


perfons,  which  being  aPToCiated  with 
great  and  amiable  qualities,  ac(|uire 
rmm  that  union  importance  and  even 
grace;  and  being  more  ftrikin^  that) 
other  parts  of  their  behaviour,  will  of 
courfe  be  more  imitated  by  undidie- 
gui(hing  obferrert.  Such  peculiarities, 
when  they  affe£t  the  moral  charaAer» 
are  evidently  indefenfiblc;  and  in  every 
other  cafe,  though  they  may  meet  with 
pardon,  they  can  have  no  ciiim  either 
to  praife  or  imitatblU  Sbigalaritiei 
hardly  can  arife  from  good  caufes  :  t 
vain  defire  of  being  |-emarkalle,  anei> 
ligence  in  fome  parts  of  our  coodua, 
too  high  an  opinion  of  particular  acqui- 
fitions,  nn  ignuranccof  general  manners, 
commonly  .ite  the  frailties  that  give 
them  birth.    If  their  origin  he  Uiut 

dlfcrcditable,  much  good  cannot  be 
cxpetted  from  their  influence,  of  which 
it  may  in  general  be  obfervcd,  that  the 
benenta  arifing  both  to  ouifelvcs  end 
others  from  the  cbfcrvance  of  general 
rules,  are  loil  m  every  indance  in  which 
our  ad^ions  arc  detcrmiaed  by  unez- 
pe£led  and  fingufar  notions. 

To  nvoid  as  far  as  pofliblc  the  erron 
of  another,  we  ought  not  to  conhne  our* 
felvcB  to  a  Angle  chancer  ae  n  model 
for  imitation,  but  Ihould  eitend  out 
oblVrvnti'^r!';,  if  wt  can,  to  every  other 
wiuch  can  iupply  us  with  inftancet  of 
excellence.  Irie  contraft  md  oppoiitliHi 
arifing  from  this  will  abate  that  indif- 
erect  cnthufiafm,  frequently  apt  to 
fcize  us  in  the  contemplation  of  an 
admirable  obged,  whicb  coBCCali  ici 
blcmiihes  from  ui,  or  traniforma  them 
inf^  perfcfVions. 

But  the  fagacivjus  imitator  is  not  con- 
tented with  viewing  the  perfeOions  of 
his  mrdcl:  he  fcrutiri/'. 's  utcntivrlv" 
the  caufes  from  which  they  Ipritie,  and 
the  materials  by  which  they  arc  ene6led. 
This  he  confiden  as  indifpeniably  neeef- 
firy  in  order  to  convert  with  the  utftioft 
advantage  the  expericDCC  of  others  to 
his  o\v  11  piirpolcs. 

What  has  been  juft  obfcrved  of  the 
Angularities  of  individuals  mav  be  rx- 
tcnded  to  the  Ongularities  of  nitiuoi. 
Rverv  diHinft  marh  in  a  community 
w hie n  is  not  (lamped  by  nature  and  rea- 
fon, is  ufuallv  prr  ^  rrd  Slid  prcfcrved 
by  ignoriincc  anJ  prejudice  j  k  weakens 
the  fentiment  of  f^encral  philanthropy, 
and  cccaftons  bifoted  and  partial  at. 
tachment).    Jt  induces  os  to  lovf  t.'ic 
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foeiety  of  \\  \uch  we  are  membentoo 

u  cll ;  ro  :idlicrc  to  its  cuftoiTi'?  when 
tlicy  arc  aMunl  or  pernicious;  to  em- 
ploy luijullifuibic  means  in  incrcafing 
iti  wealtht  tft  advancing  its  reputation. 

The  vul^ir  atvl   iuconfidcr.rc  fre- 
quently fall  into  iliii  error,  but  the  evil 
in  this  cafe  corrc/i^s  itfclf ;  the  igno< 
nnce  which  occaHons  fo  extravagant  an 
afftfd'tOD  prevents  the  i!ar.:'erous  tKtr- 
rion  of  it.    Jt  is  an  error  Icarccly  to  be 
{bund  in  pcrfonsof  penetration  and  vir* 
tuc.    Such  will  love  their  country  as  » 
fricnH  of  wh.olc  i!cfc6ts  they  nrc  not  in- 
fcnfible.    Thty  rcceiN  e  with  chcarfuU 
nef$  Its  gof  d,  an'l  its  evi!  with  patience ; 
avoiding  eqwallv  the  two  extremes,  of 
prcmctini;  tor  it^  Tike  what  is  cviJcntly 
wron^,  and  of  reUn^uiniing  an  attach- 
ment which  hab't  has  rendered  precioui. 

As  ti;c  mutiial  iiucrcourfc  of  man- 
kind iiicrcafcs,  their  knowledge  aui;- 
n:tnti  in  the  fauu  proportion,  ind  caule- 
tcfs  diftindions  dif.ippcar.  China  hat 
fuffcred  frrm  un  oppofitt  policy;  and, 
in  confLtjuenve  of  il:»  jealous  eftrangt- 
ment  fioin  the  other  nations  ul  the 
globe,  is  reported  to  be  confiiKd  in  it» 
views,  and  partial  in  its  afftflions.  The 
time  may  be  nut  far  Uiftant,  when  the 
re;*l  chdraAcr  of  that  miehty  empire 
V  ill  be  known  to  the  philofophers  of 
Euro  pe  ;  w  hen  it)vtutious  in  .igriculturc 
and  p«)litics  fliall  [k  wafted  to  us  from 
the  fliores of  the  Indian  ocean;  which 
in  return  lhall  be  deUghted  by  the  won- 
ders of  our  rcrcnccs.and  enrkhaU  by  the 
trcai'urcs  of  our  coutmerce.  ' 

After  all,  it  is  not  to  be  wiflied  or  ex* 
ported,  rliat  we  Ihould  relinquiA  our 
ftronfi;cr  aTiaclui^cnts  to  our  <'wn  coun. 
try  or  prufeliion: — there  wiil  be  always 
many  rcafonable  caufcs  to  uiaiouiu 
ihcfc  aitachmcnts ;  and  thefc  attach-, 
mcnts  arc  nccelfarv  :  '  nuke  U4  perform 
our  duty  towards  it  with  \  igour  jnd  acti- 
vity. But  as  often  as  we  endeavour  to 
propjn<ite  u  irliiii  our  own  circle  abfurd 
and  narrow  pcev 'rarities,  v.c  pcr\*crt 
the  ct?c6l«>ot  iL.,  i.ikpurt^ul  p;;:u;pl^ 
imiratii  n. 

T;  c  innn  \\h'>  'niitJtc«i>n  the  moft 
uicfui  and  liberal  plan,  confines  himlelf 
*o  no  profelFicn,  no  a^c,  or  climate  ;  but 
ConeC'.nt:  cartfuily  Irom  univcrl;il  na- 
ture iho  belt  and  faircft  of  her  works, 
ioiw.i  by  the  Hliiliaucc.of  cad)^  thitpcr- 
lc£t  model,  which  he  experts  not  to  find 
in  any  li:v!:'c  ohlcGt.  The  ancient 
painters  ot  Gi  v-ecc  never  conrui-jt  cd  rljat 
tiitv  had  fini/bcci  thci/  works:  accord- 
'^^ih  .t^cjr  infcribed^on  .their  Ubours, 
dfeJles  facitifa^t  not  ftdi^  Apellta 
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hat  undemken  this }  not,  that  be  hat 

completed  it;  implying  that  they  were 
flill  hbouring  for  perfection.  Though 
a  model  thusilowly  advaaciug  to  excel- 
lence, and  compofcd  of  la  many  and  va- 
rious p-irticulars,  be  the  creature  in  faft 
of  the  imitator's  mind,  yet  It  is  formed 
from  real,  from  accurate  obfervation  % 
it  is  therefore  a  certain  guide,  fron. 
w'liicii  he  equai'v  Jcrivei  the  advantages 
of  imitation,  and  the  merit  of  origi* 
nality.    There  it  no  danger,  bccaufe 
others  have  been  before  niu,  ihit  hft 
will  tind  ail  the  poOi  of  t  xcellence  pre- 
occupied i  this  very  circumltancc,  oa 
'  the  contrarv,  enablct  him  to  execute  « 
completer  plan,by  affbrdiaghtm  a  richer 
fund  of  mnrcriais. 

True  It  is»,thatto  difcover  excellencies 
wherever  difpcrfcd,  to  perceive  ble- 
miihcs  however  artfully  cmbcllifhcd, 
to  i^ivu  rlicir  due  praifc  to  the  virtues  of 
a  aaiiun  or  profc^ioi^  oppofue  to  tl.cir 
own,  and  to  acknowledge  errors  in^ 
v.Kuh  thcv  have  been  led  by  rcfpc6ta« 
b!c  a.ahorltT  and  early  prejudice,  it 
a  talk  too  diutculi  to  be  cxpcttcd  fr^m 
the  generality  of  roan  kind.  We  can* 
n  t  hope  ro  perform  ir  without  an  op- 
portunity and  a  difpofition  to  improve 
continuiAly  in  liberal  knowledge:  it 
mud  be  the  combined  effe^  of  a 
\v  el  I  -  d  ^rpofed  heart  and  of  a  cultivated 
under  Ilandiug.

fcr^bcd  by  the  poet,  s;j  going  to  each 
chief  in  their  order,  tot;now If  the  lot 
belonged  to  him.    All  f^c  other  heroes 
were  nn:.r']uainted  \virh  it ;  Ajax  ill  >nc 
knew  ttte  crn^a.  or  mark.    If  the  an  of 
writing  had  been  known,   it  would 
fltrely  have  b.appene^  that  each  would 
hiive  written  tiis  r.amc,  which  w  tt!  1 
h&vt:  prevented  all  uticcrtaiaty  and  ev.i. 
fivii }  at  Icaft  the  pocc  would  have  fo

Tlic  Fr.uiks,  he 
us,  who  firft  pt  :iLir\iud  uuo  Gau],  uad, 
among  other  emblems,  the  figures  of 
bcciSy  w:ty  of  nV  vict  atchicv  cintnt  j 
it  being  cninmon  for  barbarous  aaiions 
to  .1iftini;uilh  their  different  tribes  from 
one  an  rSicr  by  the  rcprcfcntations  of 
animals.  3s  the  ikill  of  the  Franks 

in  drawing  was  not  at  all  fuperior  to 
that  of  the  natives  of  America,  the 
Gauls  conceived  that  the  bees  of  th^ 
Franks  were  intended  for  mads,  and 
conftdiring  that  as  a  diijgufting  lort  of 
crobfeni,  cod  verted  it  into  the fieut  tie  /is, 
writhout  altering  much  however  of  the 
eriginal  form,  which  is  ftill  difcoveraiile. 
It  was  natural  for  barbarians,  iduing 
from  their  foreftsio  fwarmsf  with  a 
chief  or  king  as  their  conductor,  to 
chufe  bees  as  their  proper  device. 

VrTRUVIU3. 

Many  ciiHf  ni;>  li^ivc  been  attribured 
:o  imitation,  \vh;ch  were  m  truth  only 
inc  ciicdi  of  ruiiiiiir  cauics  operating  iu 
fitnilar  circumAances.  It  appcaisfrora 
a  pafTngc  in  Vitruvius,  th:it  ihe  ancients 
had  already  remarked  nt"  the  numerical 
progrtiliun  by  tens  adopted  by  all  rhe 
}-.olil}itd  nui:  on  uur  continent, 
that  t!'!s  coiif'^  vmity  was  a  proof,  n<jt  of 
their  unUfitiou  of  one  another,  but 
rhat  each  had  be^un  its  refpc^tive 
arithmetic  by  countingon  their  bngrrs. 
The  practice  in  China,  as  related  in 
Ltttrti  EdtfioMUs  is  CuiUufeii  Vol.  i 
H  a  confirrontion  of  the  ab6ve  remark. 
In  that  country  ihcy  divide  their  nKa» 
lure  of  a  ff>ot,  wliich  i%  nearly  ot  the 
fame  length  \^th  that  of  France,  into 
ten  divifions  or  inches,  and  their  inch 
into  ten  lines. 

The  number  twelve  would  be  j'if>  as 
ufeful  for  numerical  calculation  an  tuc 
number  ten ;  fome  pcrfons  have  thought 
it  more  convenient  for  this  purpofc. 
It  certainly  mi^ht  be  eafily  lubUitutcd 
for  the  latter  number,  by  adding  only 
two  new  charailcrt  to  the  Arabian 
arithvtfti^* 


HOMt-  R. 

It  is  a  further  proof  that  dmilituda 
of  practice  does  not  always  indicate 
imitation,  that  the  Indians  of  Ame- 
rica, as  well  as  the  ancient  Greeks, 
life  incantntlons  in  the  core  of  wounds. 
All  travellers  among  the  Indtao  tribes 
relate  tl.is  fait  with  refpc^  t»  them  ; 
and  the  lame  ipccict  of  remedy  is  re- 
corded in  the  nineteenth  book  of  the 
Odyficy,  a>  employed  by  the  f'  ns  of 
Atttolycus  to  heal  the  wound  of  Viy flits.

It  has  been  obfcrvcd  in  the  f«>rcgoing 
Elfay,  that  though  many  of  the  cyKtrT*  cr- 
itical virtues  aiiJvictb  or  diticrcLi  uatious 
may  be  attributed  to  phyHcal  oaufceft 
merely  ;  ycr.  f  .r  1  i'nlutitjh  of  the  cojifor- 
mity  ot  the  indivii'uats  of  the  lame  coun- 
try in  the  finer  and  more  delicate  qu  i licit  s 
of  the  miQd«  we  muft  have  recourfo  to 
the  imit«<tivc  nature  of  man.  Ainiotl  nl! 
other  animals  degenerate,  and  many  of 
them  perifb  by  a  cfa«nge  of  food  or  of 
climate  ;  man  alone  in  every  region  of 
tlic  cartii  furvivc^  and  exerts  his 
powers.  What  a  coahoed  fuhcre  of  ac- 
ttoD  is  that  of  the  fi(h  defcribedby  Monf, 
Soonerat  in  his  accouiH  •  t  a  voyage  to 
the  Spice  Jfl.\nd!.  '  He  relates,  that 
there  were  lomc  hat  batlu  there,  the 
water  of  which  ratfed  Reaumur's 
thcrmoivercr  to  the  height  of  or  ;o 
dtrrccs,  fo  that  they  could  nor  bear  their 
hands  in  It.  in  ihele  batns  hlh  w«re 
found  with  brown  fcalcs,  ^id  four 
inches  in  lei^h.

Liuc  'if  thels  w  iS  ' 
hrit  in  rod '.ICC  i  into  Fr-ncc  froni  tac 
Kat^,  th.c  piece  caiUd  the  ^ucan  could 
move  only  in  a  very  rcftraincd  manner^ 
and  II  vet  I  ui!d  be  more  diQant  than 
two  divii-.ui.s  from  the  king  her  mafitr.

|;amc  ot  ci.tis,  therefore,  from  beiag  aa 
inlignificant  flare,  became  almoft  oreni* 
potent,  and  now,  wherever  ihc  dirc£lt 
her  movements,  tsccnainof  cooqu^tl. 

The  cnftom  of  giving  liveries,  fo  get 

ncr.il  tf.rougfiotn  Europe,  is  derived 
from  the  piatttcc  in  the  feudal  times 
among  kin^jS  and  princes  of  delivering 
( li-vm )  ^^rmcnt^  to  tiicir  nobles  .on 
high  feftuals.   Tbtis  Sc.  Loubt  by  a 
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moot  fnud*  engaged  fefenl  of  hit  nobi- 
lity to  attend  him  in  his  crufade,  by 

gtving  them  their  liveries  in  the  dark. 
They  dilco\ertd  not  therefore  till  the 
next  morning,  chat  croflfct  were  fewed 
on  the  flioulder  of  each. 

The  bare  acceptance  of  this  prelent 
was  often  an  engagement  to  fcrve  the 
doaor  for  »  year.

7.thnTit'.vns  in  the  power 
of  the  Ceniors  to  take  away  the  horfcs,

kntifhti  who  were  grown  too  fat.

lightcncd  and  intciiigcnt  have  often 
more  or  thcfe  than  rhcy  ^re  willing  to 
fufpeA  s  many  froqn  which  barbarous 
nations  are  wholly  free.  Mofi  of  tny 
readers  will  feel  the  fame  '^^iguil, 
founded  however, it  (hoaldfeem,  in  pre- 
}udi^,  which  Adanlbn  relatc!»  as  cxpe- 
ricncfd  bv  hlinlclf  during  a  fingular  ad- 
venture that  occuvrcd  to  him  in  luiP^oy- 
Ok  SiMigal*  I  will  tranflateand 
tranforibe  it.  My  negroes,"  lays  he, 
who  were  much  incoin moiled  bv  the 
bc«t  ot  the  fun  and  of  the  land,  rubbed 
tbeir  foreheads  nyith  living  toads,  which 
tbey  found  amoB|;  the  btifhes.  This

nent  Welch  bifljop  and  Corbul<>,  the 
Ctlebraf^d  leader  of  the  armies  of  Clau- 
dius and  Nero  i  for  thus  is  the  iaiicr 
defiertbed  by  Tacltns :  '*  Omm'tm  tra 
i>:  veriebat  \  cor  pox  r  ingtr..^  verbis 
riagn'tficvt,  fupn  fXpencnttam  Japi* 
€ntm3n*iueeUamJpede  tnumum  valituu,**, 

TLUTARCH. 

There  muft  have  been  fomc  model, 
or  (latue,  or  painting  from  auihoritv, 
remaining  for  many  ages  after  his  death, 
of  the  ccfchrafcJ  tte«or of  Troy.  For 
Plutarch  iclls  us,  in  bit  Ufc  of  Aracus» 
that  fuch  ranltitudes  colleded  to  fee  a 
Lacedaemonian  youth,  on  account  of  his 
refembUace  to  that  luro,  that  the  un* 
fonuoaic  man  wa»  crouded  to  death.

Vaid  10  be  equal  2    With  rceajfd  to  the 
iicaad  queft^  il  iavolv«t,what  are  tiM

\y  of  roan  ?  waiving  all  rwKned  fpc- 
^ulaiioo  conccfaing  the  foundation  of 
Moral  oUq|atio««  lie  fiivi •  chat   to  two 
general  beads,  namefy,  tendency  to 
general   nnd   ictidcncy    \^  particular 
nanpmtfs,  w^tn  properly  limited,  it 
will  be  fonnd  that  evfry  thing  juft 
and  honourable,  and  praiftwortTiV,  in 
human  I'cntiments  and  condud*  i>  ulti- 
Diateiy  referable.

^fmer  arc  to  be  ^oofidcrcd  as  the  cri<» 


ginal  conditions  of  the  focial  c«mp«ft  ; 
the  latter  as  the  means  by  which  it  is  to 
bt  fMciitad.*'  He  crtoto  of  taeb  of 
dMft  kinds  of  ri^bBf  and  firft,  of  tb« 
original  and  inherent  rights  of  human 
nature.    1.  Evcrv  innocent  member  of 
lociety  has  a  perfcft  rigbt  t*  Kft,  aa4 
to  the  integrity  of  hit  body,   in  this 
right,    that  of   the  prelerration  of 
chaftity  when  attacked,  is  evidently  in- 
cluded*  %•  Every  man  hat  a  pcrfeA 
right  to  the  full  fruits  of  his  own  honeft 
ingenuity  and  labour.    3.  All  men  have 
an  equal  right  to  a  fair  and  boneft  cba* 
rafter,  till  it  has  been  proved  that  thtf 
have  juftly  forfeited  it.    4.  Every  man 
bat  a  right  to  liberty,  or  to  adt  in  what* 
ever  manner  he  pleafcs,  provided  be 
ofert  M  ittjurr  to  others,  aad  violatet 
no  law  enaded  by  the  public  authority 
of  the  civil  fociety  to  which  he  belongs. 
LdbeftT  wdwdet,  firft,  pcribnal  hbertv  f 
fecondly,  liberty  of  afiion;  thirdlf* 
liberty  of  eonfcieuce  ;  fourthly,  libertjf 
of  communication  of  fentimcnt.   It  la 
the  fatteret  of  governments  to  ysthrm 
inviol^irc  the  right  of  liberty  as  above 
explained.    For  •*  it  is  a  falfe  notion  to 
i'uppofe  that   £n>-ernments  are  moft 
firmly   eftablilhcd,  when  the  liberty 
of  the  fubjcd^,  or  of  the  citizen,  is  dc- 
flroyed.    Jt  will,  in  fadt,  be  found,  oa 
mature  confideration,  that  it  is  as  much 
tbe  tntcreft  of  governors  as  of  the  ^o* 
vcrncd.  that  this  grand  right  be  rcligi* 
oufly  obfervcd  in  all  its  branches.    It  it 
true,  that  no  government  can  fubfift  im 
the  midft  of  iiccntioufaeft*  Butiicen* 
tioufncfs  and  Hclpotifm  are  only  differ- 
ent names  lor  the  fame  thing.  Licen« 
tieulueA  la  a  contempt  of  law,  and  Hghc* 
and  juftice— 4t  tbe  dominion  of  piffiiim* 
and  caprice,  and  violence.    Ano,  what 
other  definition  can  be  given  of  defpo- 
tifm  ?    In  the  midft  of  that  auaiqw 
vhfch  Hccntioufncfs  introducM,  tbo(e 
>%ho  have  acquired  the  great<;il  in- 
6ucpce    over    the    multitude  lead 
them  at  their  pleafurer  and  ufurp  the 
moft  dcfpotic  power  o\'er  the  rfft  of 
the  community.  This  power  continue^ 
at  long  at  tbe  firrour  tbat  produced  tt« 
and  tKcu  gives  place  to  another  do- 
minion, equally  capricious  and  cruel. 
Sociftv  is  thus  agitated  with  upccafing 
convwifiootv  till  tt  fink  under  abfohitq 
power,  or  a  happy  combiitatiim  of  cir« 
ctimftances  cftablifh  the  equal  and  im» 
partial  government  of  law,  and  of  au« 
tboritT  franded  on  its  bafis."

the  whole  of  his  condttft^  When  the 
whole  fyiUm  of  his  government  Itad  been 
cornpletely  iiiv«liig«ted  upon  his  retura 
to  enghnd^  that  Court  approved  of  it» 
and  gave  tiiui  their  unanimous  thanks 
for  the  \v!io!c  of  it,  during  ific  titr.c  he 
was  tlieir  Governor-General^  Tliis  ap- 
probation, both  in  rfae  eye  of  law  and  rea* 
font  luid»  he  ho;x;d,  effedually  obliterated 
tl:c  crrfure.  It  w;is  thmtoie  a  fpecies  of

The  Earl  of  Moira  rofc  to  take 
BOtiee  of  fome  obfcrvations  that  had 
been  thrown  out  bjr  an  Hon.  Gentle- 
man (Major  Mattland)  ia  ancther 
Hottfe,  on  the  expedition  which  he  had 
the  honour  to  command.  His  Lordlhip 
eaiptBiacd^  at  Tome  length,  the  geoeru 


outlines  f)t  the  expcduion,  the  views  of 
his  Majedy's  Msnifters,  and  the  com- 
munications which    had  taken  place 
with  the  RoyaUds  on  the  fuojcct.  He 
had  been  fent  for,  he  laid,  by  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Miniftcrs  on  the  17th  of  O^o- 
Dcr,  and  Informed  by  them  of  the  fuc- 
couTb  with  which  a.  was  intended  tha 
Royalifts  llujuld  be  fumiibed.   He  did 
net  helUate  to  undertake  the  expcdi- 
tion  propcfcd,  nor  that  refponfibtlity 
which  he  confidered  as  attached  to  it. 
The  Royalifts  had  demanded  k  certain 
force  to  co-operate  with  thcro,  and  hia 
M.ijcf^y's  Minifters  had  appointed  a 
much  greater  force  than   ihcy  had 
refuelled.    It  only  remained  that  a 
point  of  jun£^ion  fhould  be  tixed;  ui4 
before  that  could  be   cfftClcd,  iomc 
f]gnaU  were  agreed  upon,  and  lume  fri* 
gates  fent  to  repeat  thofe  fignaU  \  buc 
tUcv  u  ere  not  aniwcrtd  by  the  R' yaUrt'-. 
On  the  loth  of  November  fume  pcrloirs 
were  font  to  concert  mcafurc^  with 
them.    The  RoyaliAs  bad  required 
artillery  anJ  artiikryTncn.  as  they  had 
fcarcc  anyone  who  undcrltuod  the  ufc 
of  cannon.   Hie  Lordfliip  had  reprc* 
fcnted  to  his  Majc fly's  MinilUrs,  who 
haU  eacnUled  biin  wiiU  a  difcr«tionary 

,  power 
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power  on  this  erpct'^i'ion,  the  ncccrtity 
of  bringing \omc  pcrioLs  iVum  Flandtr* 
who  were  acquainted  with  the  manage- 
iht-nt  of  artillery  j  and  a*  he  iioped  to 
liavc  formed  an  imnKuintc  junction 
with  the  Ruj'ali:h»  he  had  appointed 
two  French  Officers,  of  great  merit, 
hit  Aidfes-du-Camp,  and  anutiicr  as  his 
Secretary  ;  ruul  under  ail  circum- 
ftanci;^,  h>  tliujijlii  himiclf  jufiirted  in 
naking  thofc  appointmcni">. 

Hii  Lordflup  C.id,  if  it  Ihould  be 
thought  that  he  had  done  wrung,  he 
was  willing  that  ihc  wU*>lc  expcnce  it- 
unding  that  meafurc  (hould  be  d«.du^- 
cd  out  of  tht  appointments  wlutii  were 
attached  to  the  cummaud  with  winch  he 
had  been  honoured*  He  could  not 
make  known  the  n  imc&  of  thcfe 
Officers,  bccaufc  liiey  l»-»d  children  and 
fricnus  in  Frances  whom  luch  a  pub- 
licity might  be  fataJ.  But,  faid  hit 
X<crdfliip»  whatever  difTcrcnce  of  opi* 
uioa  men  mi^ht  entertain  of  the  French 
Revolution,  Goci  knowi>thcy  iiad  iuilcr- 
ed  enough  it  ««  now  a  comtnoo  caufe, 
and  it  is  alfo  the  caufe  of  Immauiiy. — 
He  concluded  by  f^ying,that  he  t«;uk  the 
whole  relj>onrihility  upon  himfclf,  hc- 
caufe  his  Majefty's  Miniften  had  fully 
spnrovcd  of  the  appointmenta  he  had 
rccoiTinicndcd  to  them. 
♦  Lord  Lauderdale  faid,  that  if  Mini- 
fterif  inftead  of  obfervmg  a  haughty 
fiience  on  the  fiibjeit,  h.n!  come  forward 
w'th  the  catkdour  oi  the  NobU  Lord, 
and  given  tn  explanation,  the  matter 
would  have  refted  :  but  their  contemp* 
tu  »U4  filencc  forced  Gentlemen  to  brin:; 
th;  n  ro  fomc  point,  and  therefore  he 
juii.fici  the  noiicothai  had  been  given. 

Lord  Grcnvillc  faid, that  his  Majefty** 
Min  fters,  afttfr  having  fo  fully  approv- 
ed of  what  the  Karl  of  Moira  had 
done,  would  lhare  the  relpoalibility 
with  him.

The  Marquis  of  Lafif'downe  roTc,  to 

Vakc  a  motion  to  addrcfii  his  Mitjcfty, 
befccching  htm  to  make  an  imnudiatc 
peace  with  France.  Hi.  Lordlhip  laid, 
Be  fiiuddered  when  he  looked  at  the  cn« 
ormoUk  fum  of  thirtct  :i  .nillions,  which 
the  war,  if  conrinutd  this  year,  would 
require}  and  when  dc  conhdcrcd  that 
that  noft  impra^fcicabje  of  all  fcheines, 
the  making  an  imprcinon  upon  the 
frontiers  ot  France,  was  to  be  adopted 
as  the  general  oucUne  of  operations,  he 
would  proBOuacC upon  experience,  that 
luccefii  covld  aoc  poffibly  attend  our 
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arms.  He  paid  high  compliments  to  the 
luiiuary  uicBtn  ot  tAe  Duke  uf  Brunl' 
wick,  Geocrals  Cobourg  and  Chtirfait. 
Tht  ir  experience,  and  tnat  of  the  great* 

^jarlboroi;gh  before  thena,  would  Ihew, 
aud  ought  to  convince  the  Allies,  that 
it  waa  impolTibie  to  contjuer  any  part  of 
France}  and  though  much  undoubtedly 
might  be  txpcflcd  from  the  talent?,  nnd 
tntliufialm  .01  the  officer  (General" 
Mack)  whoTeplantof c^rationheun.  ' 
dtrftood  were  in  future  to  be  adopted, 
he  would  venture  to  iiropnuncc  he 
would  not  he  muic  lacctiitui  tuaa  his 
l^rc^icccflbn. 

i  he  enemy  we  had  ta  content!  \vit!i 
had  become  a  lchool->a  nation  of  mili- 
tary wonders.  Young  men  of  fourteen 
years  and  upwards  were  enured  to  the 
toiii  of  war  j  their  whole  ftiu!v  and  mind 
was  directed  alonf  to  one  point.  Seven 
years  foon  palTcd  awav,  and  there  wa» 
no  man  could  prcphcrv  what  new 
pailions  would  p^iicls  tlicir  minds,  nor 
what  unloreleen  enitrpriicsthey  might 
eS*c6t.  The  enthufiafm  of  the  father 
\^  IS  inAilicd  into  the  fon.  Its  energy 
and  force  was  incalcubbic  ;  the  indn  i- 
dual  towend  into  a  God,  and  indeed 
\hc  whole  of  the  French  prevailing 
fyftcm  waij  a  fyftem  of  a^li  11  md  rc- 
aifion,  of  production  and  rc-pro- 
du6tion;  though  perpetually  flying  off 
inparticle^,  yetncvcrexhauftcdi  though 
contin  ujiUy  duniniihin^  continually  n 
ncwed. 

He  then  proceeded  to  the  exami- 
nation of  the  treaties  on  the  table--*' 
treaties  which  furprizcJ  him,  as  they 
were  devoid  of  any  hxcd  principle,  and 
deftitute  of  any  bencfidat  compaftv  la 
this  review  he  adverted  to  Ruififtf  that 
Col'jjfus  of  V.nrope^  a  power  fo  enor- 
mouUy  gi^antick,  and  of  fuch  lerrihck. 
afpc&  as  to  be  viewed  with  awe,  and 
guarded  ai^ainft  with  the  utmod  dread. 
It  wds  hcT  policy  to  kct]^  the  South  of 
Europe  embroiled,  whilit  Ihe  was  ma- 
turing her  ambitious  plant  at  .leifure ; 
for  where,  aiked  his  Lordfhip,  are  the 
ft.rfL>  prvMiiicd  by  the  Emprcfs  in  aid 
ol  tiiL  cuiumon  ciufc  r  luUcaU  of  fend- 
ingaffiflance  to  the  Allies,  fhe  was  now, 
as  flic  wifely  thijut^lit,  better  employed 
in  building  lirong  fortrelTes  in  her 
newly. acquired  territories  of  Poland, 
preparatory  to  feizing  on  her  long  dc« 
voted  vi('.tim,  the  Ottoman  Frr,pirc. 

The  alliances  with  Pruiiia,  AulUia, 
and  S^n,  his  Lordlhip  faid,  were  ini« 
politic  aud  unnatural,  ai»d  tf  the  war 
continued,  we  muft  hnd  money  fbr  them 
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tl!.    The  dictatorial  language  thai  had 
been  ufed  to  the  neutral  Powers  of 
Switzerland,  Denmark,  Swcdrn,Gcr.riri, 
«od  Tafcany,  }\c  particularly  repre- 
hended.    Let  us  remember,  faid  he, 
diac  the  Grand  Dvkc  of  ^  Tulcany» 
whom  we.  have  addrclTed  .in  fuch  a 
haughty  ft  tic,  l&  an  heir  to  the  imperial 
Throney  and  may  loon*  b?  one  ^ ihofe 
fuddcn  and  fpcedy  Revofutipni  which 
have  been  frequent  in  that  auguft  fa- 
(Dily»  be   poUcITcU  of  his  brother's 
Sceptre,  and  then  the  Empcror  will 
have  the  power  of  rcvcnijing  the  ipful-.s 
t"hc  Dtikc  of  Tufcany  received.  Tic 
maniy  anfwer  of  determined  neutrality 
from  the  King  of  Portugal  and  the 
C^ntp-i  of  Berne,  he  1;  .  hly  pr.i'lVc!. 
On    the  latter  Government   he  pro-- 
nounccd  a  paiiegynck,  and  declared, 
thst  if  all  the  world  were  inundated 
w\-],  f  Ily,  \ViI'.!r,m  wmlJ  iV-Lk  hI'lJlc 
in  Bcrnc,  wouid  there  railc  iicr  tempie, 
and  ftill  have  adorations  offered  at  her 
ihrinc  frutn  the  pure  and  fimple,  bpt 
enlightened  Swifs. 

In  fpcaking  of  America,  he  pafTcd 
the  higheft  encomiumt  upon  (hat  great, 
that  wife,  and  luperior  man,  »•  Uis  Ma^ 
jefiy  General  Walhington."  From  the 
jscafurcs  of  Adminiftratiun,  a  war  with 
that  eountry,  which  we  ought  to  con* 
fider  as  a  fifter,  was  to  be  dreaded,  and 
a  belief  had  generally  gone  abroad  that 
v'c  had  hid  no  fmali  iharc  m  exciting 
the  Algerinea  and  Indiana  againll  the 
Americans. 

The   Mintfcftocs  of  the   Duke  nf 
Brunfwick  and  Pnncc  Cubourg,  the 
manner  in  which  the  Allies  took  pof- 
feiHon  of  tow-ns  for  thcmfeivcs,  and 
their  evident  difagrecment  refpe^ling 
what  form  of  Government  they  were 
dcfirotts  France  ihould  hare,  hit  Lord* 
ihip  feverely  animadverted  upon  ;  and 
he  (aid»  it  would  be  ditBcuit  /or  Minil<- 
ters  to  date  in  a'fcw  Tewds  what  really 
were  the  objcfts  of  the  war.    To  make 
a  peace,  therefore,  w-stTiL  day  ttit  i.b- 
je^  of  his  motion  \  but  he  liad  been 
•flted,  if  we  inclined  to  peace,  upon 
what  terms  could  we  treat  for  it  »  His 
SnfvF^r  was,  htru-.l  fcy-.s  alone  ourht 
to  be  oScrcd,  ^nd  iuch  wuuid  certainly 
be  accepted.    There  never*  he  iaidt 
exiftcd  a  time  when  peace  might  not 
have  been  obtained — Jet  u:i  but  ftrtich 
forth  our  hand  with  manly  and  tarn 
terms  of  amity,  and  nst  a  hand  amon^ 
the  whole  people  of  France  but  u-..uUl 
advance  a  full,  n^y,  more  than  the  iialf 
W^>'f  ^'^  ^raf^  tlicm.    %<*  ihgioughly 


was  he  convinced  of  this  difpofiiioaf 
that  h«  firmly  believed  there  were  no 
crime  (  jud  nobody  fought  lefs  to  p.il. 
iiatc  tticm  than  he  did),  that  were  not 

{breed  ui-on  tbem  by  the  Allied  States,  or 
y  the  Princet* 
Having  proceeded  through  a  fpecch 
of  good  arrangement,  llilc,  and  delivery, 
wliich  occupied  about  two  hours  and  a 
half,  his  Lurd/hip  concluded  by  fttb- 
mitting  the  follttwing  Modeii  to  the 
Houfe. 

To  reprcfent  to  hit  Majefty,  that 

the  events  of  the  lad  campaign  hare 
demonflratrd  thr  extreme  improbability 
of  conquering  France,  even  under  the 
fiugulaf  eircumftance  of  a  general  con* 
fedcr.icy  I'uriMcil  a;;;iinft  her  : 

*•  That  tiie  duration  of  an  cxtenfive 
confederacy,  ncceddriiy  ilow  and  ill 
combined  m  its  operationt,  it  not  to  be 
dijHndcd  on  from  day  to  dav,  and 
iormcd,  as  the  prefeni  ik,  with  Powera, 
who,  it  ia  to  be  apprehended  from  the 
exhauftcd  ftate  of  Uieir  finances,  wafted 
by  prnfulion  anrl  war,  can  only  fulfil 
their  eDgagcincnts  to  us  by  being  fub* 
fidized,  the  great  burthen  of  expcnce 
and  o<Jium  nuft  ultimately  fail  upon 
Great  Britain  and  Iri  land  : 

That  were  the  war  to  be  in  future 
as  fuccefsful  as  it  hac  hitherto  peeved 
advcrfc,  it  ought  not  in  fi)iind  policy  tO 
be  continued,  bee  lufe  no  aeqmfition  of 
territory  can  be  of  real,  and  much  left 
of  adequate  benefit,  at  the  rtflt  «f  pro- 
longing the  prefLnt,  and  laying  the 
foundation  ef  future  wars  : 

**  Thut  a  ioli  lu  the  nation  incaicn^ 
labie,  and  almoU  beyond  imaginationy 
muft  follow  from  the  diminution  of 
produA  and  confumption,  tlie  ixw\\. 
nation  and  deftru^ion  of  capital,  and 
the  gcneial  decay  of  trade,  which  have 
arifen  io  the  place  of  that  reduftion  of 
debt  and  taxes,  which  we  were  taught 
to  cxpcA,  and  which  it  fo'efleotial  to 
our  external  independence,  and  to  our 
interna!  tranqnibitv  nnd  Iiappinefs  : 

'•That  the  dilmcmbcrmcnr  of  France, 
if  attainable,  fo  far  from  fecuria^  the 
balance  of  power  in  Europe,  muuita* 
daMgcf,  if  not  overturn  it,  a«  it  pannot 
fail  to  augment  the-  Itrcngtb  of  the 
greater  European  P«wen,  who,  froi^ 
their  ambition,  and  the  pwlicy  which 
they  have  lately  adopted,  of  a^ing  iiv 
concert,  rdrculy  threatened  the  ex* 
tindt ion  oi  tltc  Indc{>eHdent  Sntea  of 
the  fccondand  third  1  rdcr,  upon  whofe 
prdcrvation  thr  libcrtici  of  £urope 
cflentially  dcpcuU ; 
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**  That  opinions  tnd  felitiiBcats  onee 

wiilclv  (lifTL ruinated  rinnot  be  COP- 
truulcd  by  arms,  and  therctore  it  be- 
hutdt  vrtty  Governmeiit  which  would 
guard  agamft  ihe  progrefs  of  Demo 
cratic  principlei  to  ^void  rhe  evils 
which  gave  birth  to  them  in  France  ; 

"  That  the  obedience  paid  by  the 
French  nation  to  its  Providonary  Go- 
vernment, when  in  the  a6t  of  oppofinj 
a  contcdcracy  attenDptio^  to  contruul  it* 
interior,  though  a  ftrong  proof  that  the 
prdcnt  war  t<s  mort  iikrly  tn  ^-'infirm 
than  to  dcftroy  fuch  a  Government,  yet 
it  no  proof  that  the  French  nation  vvill 
iBontinut  that  obedience  to  it*  f  rovided 
^ve  luftc-r  thcTO  to  return  tn  u  Ihrc  of 
external  peace^  while  it  n\ny  be  yet 
time  for  tne  nationai  good  fenlc  to  ope- 
rate : 

*♦  That  c-'ptricncc  Ins  dctnnnftr.'tcd 
the  futility  ot  cvcrv  attempt  to  intcrtcre 
in  the  internal  a^irt  of  rrnnce,  even 
if  the  injufticc  of  it  wu  c  pro!  lomati- 
rn!,  and  ih.At  we  muft  j^i-fi  rvc  thi  .ictp- 
tit  reproiivh  whicii  a  Nation  can  latur, 
if,  CO  I'erve  the  mere  occaCional  purpt  fet 
ci  t'.'c  confederacy,  wc  encourage  fur-' 
th..r  r.  v(  !rs  in  that  cnunrrv,  where  we 
fliid  th.ai  vv'c  are  unabie  to  fuiiil  our 
prcHnifet  of  prefent  Tuppnrt,  or  to  fave 
ti\i)\'L  who  have  put  a  confulLUcc  Uk  nt» 
from  ruin  ;iod  cxt«rmin:iiion  : 

*•  Xhtrtlore  to  implore  his  Majrftf 
to  declare,  without  de  I  a  y .  h  i  s  d  i  l  pu  f' :  •  .n 
to  make  pcscc  u^v)n  I'lii  li  difuncrt.  ftcil 
and  liberal  termt,  a»  are  belt  calculated 
tf»  render  the  peace  between  any  two 
N:'.t:on!>  laAin^,  and  to  eommunicate 
fuch  r?ccl,-\rariri':i  to  his  Allies,  that  an 
iarrocUiate  cnu  may  be  put  to  thai  dailv

Earl  Fitzwilliam  oppofcd  the  Mo* 
tiuu  ;  he  faid,  the  difpoliticju  of  France 
•was  hoftile  to  ihc  C«»«itKutioti  of  this 
country.  The  obj(.<ft  of  the  prefVnt 
Moritin,  r.u!  rti  Kiuwilliam,  is  to 
nddrvts  hh  Majtitv  to  forluke  hi>  Al- 
lie>.  Where  is  the  Member  thait  will 
concur  in  this  dilhonourable  meafure  F 
The  treatic&  arc  binding  on  the  nation, 
and  cannot  be  broken.  The  p'-iknt 
motion  would  alio  have  a  mifchicvous 
tendency,  by  creating  a  fufpicion  that 
we  wetc  not  iiMoimsus  in  the  profc* 


ctition  of  the  war  ^  a  war  In  whteh  am 

reUcton,  nm!  f,'  f.iy  all  in  one  word»Ottr 
Conititution,  was  at  ftake ;  for  Bar* 
rere  had  exprefsty  declared,  that  onr 
infamous  Coniiittitionf  a»  he  was  pleaCed 
to  term  it,  muft  be  def^roycd.  But 
it  was  out  their  abulc  alone, — their 
Adiontf  if  poHible,  were  bejond  their 
a'outive  ephhcts.  It  was  rcfolvcd  that 
Savoy  fbould  hr  invaded,  and  what  wa» 
the  realon  aiiigncd  ?  Bccaule  Savoy 
wat  in  a  defeoeeleft  (itnat'on.  What 
fcfiM'itv  could  wc  obtiin  trcatinf 
with  men  of  fuch  a  defcription  ?  They 
declare,  that  they  will  rcfpc£t  neutral 
Nations.  What  was  their  conduA  to 
Gcf  oi  ?  As  foon  aj  thcV  got  in,  they 
eiUblilhed  a  Jacobin  Club,  and  lent  to 
PaKs  to  inform  thei«  that  the  people 
would  foon  prevail  over  the  Govern* 
ment.  It  was  the  fame  thin|;  in 
Flanders,  where  thev  had  efiabhihed 
their  primary  afTembttee.  ^In  Amencn 
alfo  their  \fintftcr  had  behaved  with 
the  grcateft  audacitv.  In  a  word,  they 
had,  by  the  gcncrai  tenor  of  their  con- 
du^f  manifefted  a  reftlefi  difpofit:on^ 
which  would  render  anr  trcntv,  under 
tlic  prcicnc  circumHances,  uni'afc  and 
tnfecure. 

The  Duke  of  Grafton  agreed  with 
every  part  of  the  Morir;n  i-.i:r(jduCL(l 
the  Hon.  Mirquis.  Addreklcs,  he  latd^ 
had  come  from  every  part  df  the  country 
during  tlie  American  war  to  mskc 
p.acc.  The  Amtricaris  Ini.i  httn  (lig- 
matizcd  with  epithet*  iimilarljr  cp« 
probrioua  with  tnofe  which  were  notr 
applied  to  France  ;  bur  r^c  rd'ult  of 
ail  was,  that  wc  had  treated  with  Ame- 
rica, There  were  two  grand  caul'cs  of 
our  wnnt  of  fnccels :  fomething  dan* 
gerous  had  crept  into  the  fyftcm,  or 
there  had  hccn  inability  in  thofc  who 
hid  conJuttcd  our  operations i  there 
waft  either  a  radical  defe^  in  the  Con* 
ftitutjnn,  i*r  a  w:tnt  of  wifdotn  in  Mv* 
nil"fir>;  he  iKlic^ed  tbefe  two  evilt 
were  hhi  dcii,  and  muft  eventually 
produce  difadrous  confequencci.  Like 
caufc>,  he  laiil,  producvd  like  cSFcD^ ; 
and  j^rcat  corruptionft,  blended  with  in- 
ability, would  uecelTariiv  terminate  in 
dtfafler.  Peace,  he  faid,  ym  almoft 
univerfaHy  th fsrtd  in  this  countrv  ;  it 
was  the  only  remedy  for  the  ravages  of 
war.  France,  if  flie  had  been  left  to 
herftlf,  would  never  have  Endangered 
tlic  ;^eacf  of  thi-  country  :  and  I  Ihall 
ever  objctt,  faid  the  noble  Duke,  to'thit 
coutitry  uiterfering  io  the  Internal  re* 
gulatioM  of  any  other.  .  He  remarked

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tV.r.t,  l)y  t'lr  iinnatural  alliance  with 
Auftru  a,ui  Pruflia,  we  had  loft  100,000 
lives,  and  chat  our  belt  alliance  would 
he  made  witli  t^ranet.  His  Once  eon- 
<flnded  by  fayinK,  nothing  but  11  fcnTc 
tyf  his  d  tf;  TO  h:i.  country  Ihould  have 
br.  ught  tiim  torward  upon  this  occafion, 
and  from  the  retirement  in  whieh  he 
had  long  been  curied. 

The  Duke  of  Lc^ds,  the  Earls  of 
Carnarvon,  Uarnlt),  and  v^ari'ilc, 
IfOrds  Sydney  and  Kinnouii  fpoke 
aga-jift  the  mmion  ;  and  Lords  Guild • 
ford  anu  Lauderdale  for  it. 

Lord  Grcnvillc  faid,  that  whatever 
the  real  objeft  of  the  motion  mi^ht  be, 
nud  whatever  'VjT.  :hc  real  mtcntion  of 
the  Noble  Lord  in  making  it,  he  felt 
great  plcafurc  in   reflecting,  that  it 
"Would  at  kaft  have  one  happy  clfedl, 
namely,  that  of  confirming  and  im- 
prclfing  more  deeply  on  liic  minds  of 
that  Boufe,  CB  the  minds  of  the  whole 
JP&riitment,  and  on  che  minds  of  th^ 
pcojjlc  nt  b'-gc,  the  true,  icqitinnttf, 
and  fundamental  principles  of  the  war. 
and  of  reminding  theih.  by  reiterated 
dafculiion  of  the  (amc  points,  how  much 
thtv  li-id  at  ftdkc  in  the  event  of  it, 
and  how  necciiary  it  wa^  to  prufecure 
it  with  their  wliole  antted  ftrength.

any  othcrwifc  dtliberatue  AtTcrably.

bjnpV-  rcfolvef^  to  this,  Shall  the  hor- 
ror* <>:  France  be  introducLd  intc  Emj- 
land  ?— Tiic  propcfition  of  that  ni^ht 
was  nothing  Irurt  of  this. 

Ilia  Lorulhip  treated  the  i<iea  of

fibte  and  unjuft.  What,  could  a  Brl* 
tifti  Parliament  npprove  of  thofe  Mi- 
niilcrs  who  Ihould  advife  their  Save- 
reign  to  break  through  the  mod  fo. 
lemn  trcatiesand  en^  /  nents,  to  r'omi 
nn  union  with  the  detelL  Ac  and  tattious 
banditti  of  France  ?  No  furcly,  they 
could  not.  The  noble  Marquis,  in 
quotinj;  t!ic  Duke  of  MarlboroQgh  as

Duke  of  Marlborough  was  himfelf  the 
very  man  uho  broke  that  barrier,  and 
took,  the  ftrongeft  p^rt  of  it— Liflc."

Aa  to  Ametica,  which  the  Noble 
Lord  had  faid  was  difpofed  to  go  to  war 
with  us,  his  Lordfhip  fiid,  that  he  had 
rcafon  to  be  of  a  dirtercnt  opinion  j  on 
the  contrary,  he  was  perfuaded,  that  if 
fhc  departed  from  her  neutrality,  it 
v.rai!!!  1  e  r,n  the  fide  of  the  Allies.  He 
rcpreucnded  in  fevcre  terms  the  charge 
that  this  country  had  incited  the  A)« 
gcrints  and  fava^es  of  America  to  hof- 
tiiitiei  Againft  lUe  Americans.  It  was 
a  cli^.gc  of  fo  dcte liable  a  nature,  that 
he  thought  it  his  duty  to  declare  the 
unwarraniahie  aiTcrtion  w-s  a  grofs 
failhood.  His  Lordlhip  concluded  a 
long  rptech,  by  (hewing  that  the  ex- 
irting  laws  and  conUitution  of  France

money,  or  the  value  of  goods  left  in 
the  handt  of  fuch  roerchant,  tad  which 
the  title  of  this  bill  Itatcd  to  preferve 
for  him— he  would  find,  perhaps,  that 
the  whole  had  been  feiicd  by  the  ere* 
ditors  cf  «  mati  with  whom  it  had  bben 
trufled.    He  threw  that  out  mcrelv  a* 
m:'tt-  r  of  Tiggcftioa  ;  he  felt  the  deli- 
cacy  With  which  ic  rcciuired  to  be 
tr^ted -and  he  only  made  thofe  ob* 
fcrvations,  as  doubtlcfs  the  wifdom  of 
that  AtVembly  would  endeavour  to  find 
the  adequate  remedy.

As  mr.fi  of  Mr.  Croft's  literary  pcr- 
forniao(;c»  have  beep  anonymou;,  wc 
do  not  profeft  to  give  tcompleat  i^ouiK 
of  them.  The  hrfi,  if  we  are  not  miA 
tnkcn,  was  pubUfhcd  in  1775, 
entitled,  "  A  Brother's  Advice  to  hit 
Sifters.*'  In  i78ohe  publilhed  I^ve 
and  Madnefs,"  containing  man  v  curious 
anecdotes  of  the  unfortunate  ChJT^.r- 
ton.  He  alfo  was  tht  author  of  "  TUc 
Literary  Fly,**  and  in  the  fame  year, 

lySo,  piibn'flird  ?.  p-i:r;phlct  on  the  riutS 
entitled,  "  Fanaticilm  and  Treafon,  or 
a  DifpafnoDaic  Hiftory  of  the  Rife, 
Progrcfs,  and  Suppreflion  of  the  rebel- 
lious Infurrciftions  in  June  1780." 

In  17H1  he  furniflied  Dr.  Johnfon 
with  the  Life  of  Pr.  Bdwaril  Toung> 
which  was  publifhed  in,  that  author  s 
edition  of  the  Lives  of  the  Engl'fti  Poets  ; 
and  in  178a  he  printed  a  pamj^hlct  en- 
titled **  Some  Aceount  of  an  intended 
Publication  of  the  Statutes  on  a  Plan  en- 
tirely new."  The  cxccuiiun  of  this 
wo{k,  which  from  the  aaiure  of  it 


would  have  been  a  very  laborious  one, 
was  probably  laid  aGde  on  Mr.  Cr  ft's 
abaadxning  the  profelfion  or  the  La\v 
apd  devoting  himfelf  to  the  Church. 

On  this  occafion  he  removed  with  his 
family  to  Oxford^  and  entered  himfelf 
of  Univcrfity  CQllcge.  During  his  rc- 
fidence  thefo  hf  Pfirfued  with  unabate4 
vigour,  **  unpatronized  and  unfupporr- 
e^f"  bis  improvement  of  Dr.  Johnfon's 
Diftionary,  which  in  th^  f  car  1^91  ha 
propofed  to  publifli  hf  fubftnptioDf 
T*hat  thefc  Propofals  hzyh  not  been  re- 
ceived with  tne  encouragement  that 
might  have  been  eipe^ed,  we  balievf 
to  be  certain.  We  do  nor,  however, 
pretend  to  account  for  the  m-glcA  of  fo 
valu»iblc  a  worki  wc  cannot  forbear 
cxprclTmg  our  regret  at  it. 

Mr.  Cruft  cnntinuct!  at  the 
Bar,  he  tnjnycd  an  intimacy  with  one 
w'hofe  patronage  was  expected  by  man^ 
of  his  friends  to  enfure  him  preferment. 
Whether  be  had  any  ezpe£tations  him- 
felf we  know  not.  It  u  left  doubtful 
that  he  hat  had  90  eblij^aiioiu  from  th^ 
quarter.

Let  xss 
but  take  it  away  from  a.tv  dunih  u.ii- 
malt  and  they  all,  though  tome  lupport 
exifteace  under  fopreilingawant  longer 
tiiau  oihersi,  will  Ihortlv  dic.  The  hi  • 
in  order  to  Jiy,  muft  be  iuppoiico  oy 
the  air  (  for  which  reafon  their  lungs 
have  openings  through  which  the  air 
thcv  breathe  paflcs  ihrougli  the  whulc 
cavity  of  tlieir  bodica.    Plants  even,  in 
•rdcr  to  vegetate  and  ^-rnv,  rcnuire.a*!r, 
and  arc  tUertfore  furnilhcil  wi;h  a  mul- 
titude of  little  vcHcls  whu;h  Icrve  to 
draw  it  in,  and  by  means  of  which  the 
minutcft  particles  of  them  are  provid.rd 
with  all  inc  neccflary  j  iice?.

Such  arc  the  blefTings  we  derive  from 
thit  yaluabk  and  neceflary  element  1 
Wc  fee  in  !t  the  fcurcc  of  all  the  hap- 
fiacft  we  enjoy.    If,  then,  vie  are 


blcflcd  by  the  Divine  Providence  with 
i'o  incltiniable  a  trtafurc,  wc  ou^ht  to 
be  iiuprefied  with  the  dcepcft  ftn!c  of 
gratitude  and  admiration.

played  fifteen  nights  to  very  great 
houfc?,  and  his  bcntiit<i  were  tuppoled 
to  bring  hiin  m  no  Id*  thau  tivc  hundred 
peund»— a  fum»  eMitdtrmg  the  (late  cf 
the  theatre  and  audience  in  thofe  Myt^ 
which  was  almoft  unprecedented.

f  HAT  wifdom  is  not  conftantly  at- 

•*  tended  by  virtue,  that  falfr  and  vi- 
etous  principles  of  conduct  arc  lomc- 
ttmc*  found  in  enlarged  and  cultivated 
minds,  has  been  r  l  fcrvcd  by  many  ;  and 
experience  juftirtts  the  oblcrvation.  It 
not  however  without  repugnance  that 
we  ftlbmit  to  this  authority  :  there  is  a 
<!cercc  of  divinity  ia  k  now  ledge  which 
commands  our  rclpc6t,  and prepofleflcs 
us  in  its  favour.  We  co&eeive  that  the 
intellfgenc  muft  be  fupcrior  to  the  in- 
fluence cf  pcrnicioni  or  fordid  paflions  | 
which,  ai  they  cannot  bear  the  ^eft  of 
reafon,  appear  ill  adapted  to  flourtlb 
where  that  faculty  tjiem  itfelf  with 
iUccefs.

It  \y  \A  not  bedifficott  to  prove  that 
knov  ledge  tnconrag^.s  the  progrefi  of 
the  focial  afft^ions.  It  generates  aa 
elevation  of  the  foul,  and  an  extenfioa 
of  its  profpcfts  btynnd  the  narrow  cir« 
cle  of  fc'f  to  the  beings  which  every* 
where  fur  round  it.  It  teaches  flian 
their  conoeAioii  with  him  and  with  eteli 
other,  and  the  offices  they  claim  fraoi 
him  ;  and  til!  he  has  obtained  thi«  in- 
formation, though  fclf  inttreft  ma^-  pre . 
ferve  htm  from  inaAivity,  yet  be  ia 
fc^.rcely  s  moral  ngent.  He  has  a  part 
allotted  him  in  the  prefent  fccnc,  and 
his  natural  wants  oblige  him  to  under- 
take it ;  but  to  his  intelledual  powers 
he  is  indebted  for  the  energy  and  excel* 
Icace  with  which  it  is  performed. 

Natiire  perhaps  alone  is  fufSeient  to 
excite  in  him  the  folicitudet  of  conju* 
gal  and  parental  afflflion  :  even  the 
emotions  of  friend ihin  are  often  invo* 
luntary.  But  it  it  tbe  cxercife  oC  hit 
undcrf^an  iing  whicli  enables  him  to 
view  himfclf  as  a  member  of  focicty  j 
which  renders  him  attentive  to  its  in- 
terefts,  and  inflames  him  ^  ith  the  ar« 
dours  of  patriotifra.

Hadrian  Junius  mentions  printing  at 
Mcntz,  144*;  but  With  Collar's  n  pes, 
Caxton  (as  Mecrirvan  notes),  i4l3»,  lets 
the  ir.vcnrion  of  the  art  in  I4f^f  abotit 
T'rt  time  indeed  it  became  puhhck  ir  J 
fencrat  ;  as  Palmer  of  Pifa,  Polydore 
Vergil,  and  Werner'*  Fafeiculut  Tem- 
por'  evince.  It  enAicdon  the  fcparatfon 
of  Fiiift's  artil^s.  But  John  Ment«l 
excrcifed  the  art  at  Stralbure  about 
1444.  Winiphcling  (who  died  1518) 
fikji,  that  Gutenberg  had  an  impcrfeft 
knowledge  of  printing;  nr  St-afburg  ; 
tliough  Pt.terS€heHt;r's  ran  Joi'.n  aderts, 
that  *•  Gutenberg  inrentcd  (rarher 
fi  inkd)  printiniij  at  Mtnrz,  1450; 
where  his  father  aad  T;  !nv  Fauft  im- 
proved it."  Elfcwhcrc  i  t  explains  this 
jof  types.  John  Scott,  if^i,  attributn 
the  ipvciitioo  to  Tohn  Mvnttl,  i.t^.i. 
Aad  Spiegel,  the  Emperor  Maximilian  s 
Seorecary,  wrote,  that  John  Mcntel,  at 
Straflturgh,  in  the  year  1444,  invented 
thi  art  of  printing :  fee  Seiz.  About 
the  year  145S,  both  Gutenberg  and 
Mentel  could  ftamp  300  (heers  daily. 
But  I  think  that  Gutcnbe tl;*^  eld  eft 
brother  was  a  workman  with  Cottar, 
and  fled  to  his  brother  at  StraU;ur«h, 
bat  after wirdi  repaired  to  Mentr.  "Thn 
accounts  for  the  report  ,  that  the  art  wa*;

SO  manj  are  tbe  work*  aader  the  title 
of  Tours  and  Tkavkls  wliich 
have  within  thtTc  laft  icu  ycurs  ill'ucd 
from  lac  i'rcfis,  tlui  wc  cannot  but  con- 
tittde  both  that  the  Dumber  of  wander- ' 
ers  h.s  greatly  incrcafcd,  and  th  u  moft 
ot  them  have  travelled,  like  the  celc> 
braicd  hiftoriaa  and  conqueror  of  Gaul, 
wkh  a  pea  ui  th.ir  hands.  The  ieifure^ 
opulence,  anJ  facility  of  communication 
which  are  the  uSii|)rins  of  cxtcnhve 
comiaerce,  have  dilpofeo  men  to  mi* 
gtntvi  and  as  travelling  even  in  achcap 
country  is  CTt^urif^nly  t'.-tind  to  be  ex- 

Ssafivci  wc  arc  nut  to  wundcr  ilut  they 
ouid  endeavour  to  recruit  their  ex* 
hauftcd  Piffcs  by  the  labour  of  their 
brain.  Though  it  is  probable  thst 
they  have  ofcn  tailed  in  this  pjrdonauie 
expcAation,  yet  there  are  fome  circum* 
dunces  that  peculiarly  recoinnici, ,1  this 
fpccie»  of  compoiitiuti.  It  iotcnlU  as 
rcprelenting  the  iife  and  habits  of  the 
author  during  the  period  of  hi«  Tourt 
and  thus  it  becomes  a  fort  of  biography  ; 
and  whether  the  icencs  brought  forward 
to  the  reader's  view  are  known  to  him 
or  unknown,  ii  nut  very  important  } 
for,  if  unknown,  they  gratify  hiS  ci> 
rioHty,  aud  cxcrciU-,  tf  known,  hit 
talenu  for  criticifro.  The  work  which 
Vkc  aic  now  to  cxnminc,  in  which- 
ever of  ihcfc  views  u  be  ctmfidcrtd, 
wiil  be  not  unproductive  of  delight.  It 
defcrtbci  a  man  of  liberal  education, 
and  of  cnga^in^^  and  ciu  ..  i  ful  manners, 
taught  moreover  by  lung  experience  of 
travelling,  how  to  make  the  moft  and 
the  beft  of  every  fiiui^ttoa,  palCng  over 
regions  in  fomc  inftanccs  not  at  ail,  in 
fome  imperfectly  ptfurtrayed  before  ^ 
and  when  found  in  pach>  whlfih  hafa 


been  more  frequently  trodden,  his  ob« 
fcrvaiions  have  often  the  rceommcnda* 
tion  '>f  novcltv,  3t)d  gencrnliy  bear 
muils^  of  iruiii  and  retle6tion. 

His  journey  is  defcribed  in  twenty** 
eight  Letters.  Be  inning  at  C  irisfle,  and 
continuing  by  the  way  of  Glafgow  as 
far  northward  as  Invcrncfs,  he  returns 
by  Perth  and  Sterling,  and  iinilhes  his 
expetlltion  at  Edliibjrgh.  His  object 
is  to  give,  not  fo  much  the  natural  or 
commerctat,  at  the  moral  hiftory  of  the 
country  he  vlGted.  "  I  wilh,"  lays  he 
in  his  Preface,  •*  tf>  rcnHer  the  moral  as 
coir\[>lctc  as  the  civil  union  betwixt  the 
Engitih  and  the  Scott)*'  and  he  hal 
certainly  fucceedcd  in  this  object  much 
better  than  his  ^rcir  prcdrccffor  on  the 
fame  lai'jtct.  Dr.  Joiuiion,  w.,o  v^iih 
all  his  other  merita  has  contributed  oo> 
thine  in  the  account  of  his  journey  to 
the  Hebrides  towards  cementing  the 
affection  between  the  two  nations.  It 
wa^  i.r  author's  farther  detign  to  have 
included  in  this  work  fcnu-  letters  of 
biography  on  tue  lives  of  certain  Scotch 
Literati  of  the  1 5th  and  16th  centuries* 
This  plan,  however,  he  ha$  rcUu- 
auiilicd,  aud  we  think  jiidiciouily,- as 
they  could  hardly  have  made  a  con- 
ftituent  part  of  the  work  we  arc  coo« 
fidcring,  atid  would  therefore  have 
rendered  Jcfs  int: rrlin:^^  both  it  an.i 
thtmfclves.  We  ihau,  ivowcver,  be 
Tery  glad  to  fee  thcmt  »  their  author 
givc»  us  rcafon  to  hope,  in  a  fuofequent 
publication. 

The  firft  feven  Letters  convey  the 
reader  through  Glafgow  to  Largs  ;  and 
of  the  ann.-n!  fair  held  at  the  latter 
puc^  he  gives  a  fmguiar  and  animated 
Ueicrtpiion*  He  mentions  lifo  a  curious

The  fun 
being  BOW  fet,  a  hollow  itreezc  I'prung 
lip  tn  the  folia^re  above  our  herd^, 
which,  mingling  with  the  dtftant  mur* 
man  of  the  Clyde,  produced,  ai  the 
daik  of  the  evening  approached,  that 
delicious  trnprclfion  on  my  fni'  its  n  hich 
veu  know  I  love  to  cheriili.

The  anlt^nr  of  thi  Me- 
moirs having  produced  thi^  and  h  me 
other  inftances  in  evidence  of  the  *^en- 
dency  tIk  re  wis  it  that  tltnc  towarJi  a 
rcL-:  ion  with  Rf  iBf,  Mr.  Bin:  gtou 
remarks  upon  it,  in  a  note,  i«!>  foliowi  : 
"The  truth  of  thefe  obfervatior.s  ia 
confirmed  by  all  contcmpcrary  writers. 
Laud,  therefore,  and  others  were  ioudljr 
charged  with  a  dcfign  of  introducing 
Popery  ;  and  their  indiSercnce  in  rc- 
pcihng  the  imputation  rather  confirmed 
the  lufpicion.

It  wai  fomc  t'mc  Ijcfore  Panzmi 
difcovcrcd  hnnrelt  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  Sir  Francis  Windebank.  So 
fay  the  Memoirs  ;  hut  if  be  had  before 
■  been  difcov.-rcJ  to  the  Kin^,  there 
could  be  no  peculiar  ditTiculty,  we 
ihould  fuppofc,  attending  his  making 
hitnfclf  kno\%'n  to  the  Mini  tiers. 

With  Wirdubank  the  Agcn:  had 
ieveral  conferences  rjefpetting  the 
iiibjeftt  of  his  miflioo*  If,  hcwcvcr, 
vrhar  is  here  related  may  be  depended 
upon,  the  Secretary  went  conH  Icrable 
lengths  beyond  what  the  Court  of  Rome 
could  have  cxpc&ed.  He  devifed,  or 
at  leaftftrotigly  sdvanccd,  thcfchemeof 
keening  up  a  correfpondence  between 
the  K.oman  aod  the  Englilb  Courts  by 
inutiial  agents.  He  atfo  it  made  to  fa* 
*vour  thefcheme  of  a  reunion  between 
the  two  Churches.  The  tannine  P''o- 
ttftaat,  upon  readioE  the  conicrcnccs 
that  pafTed  between  the  Secretary  and 
Panzaoi  upon  thcfc  p'/ints,  and  the 
ftcps  that  were  tAkcn  in  crin!Vc|uonce  of 
them,  will  be  inclined  tu  execrate  the 
Miniftersofthat  unfortunate  Mouarch. 
But  upon  c'ofc  cnnfiJcratiun,  all  this 
appears  lo  be  liciie  more  than  political 
artifice,  to  make  ul'c  of  the  Ae-:nt  in 
favour  of  cheEledor  Palatine's  fiunily. 
Windcbank  requeftcd  Panzani,  *'  in 
(he  King's  name,  that  he  would  ufc  his 
jntereft  with  the  King  of  Poland,  the 
Pope,  and  Cardinal  Biurhcriiii,  that  A 
match  mrght  be  brought  about  between 
a  daughter  of  the  Eledtor  and  xXic 
Poliih  King,  /;r/7;.^<2//ff^  that  this  would 
be  a  handlomc  prclioiittary  cn  which 
to  cH  ib.'ifh  a  fiuthcr  corTefpondecce 
uiih  the  Sec  of  Rome." 

While  this  matter  was  in  confidcra* 
tion,  Panzani  received  a  letter  fr  mi  his 
patron  the  Car<*in?.l,  datcf^  March  1635, 
containing  a  character  uf  the  I^nj^iiih 
Natiottp  and  lome  cenfures  on  his  con* 
du(^.  "  The  Engl-Hi,"  f  .ys  his  Emi- 
nence, are  a  myilcrious  Tcople,  and 
rcijuire  all  your  attention.  The  fva

The  King  received  him 
with  a  very  chearfiilc»u'.:ucnance,ta:king 
off  his  hat  while  Pnu;*ni  kifl'cd  tile 
band  \  and  then,  witii  a  ;;rea;  deal  of 
freedem,  the  latter  gave  his  M  .j.Ay  an 
account  of  hi.bufincfs  in  Engl,  ad,  with 
an  ample  ailuraace  of  the  great  atfcC' 
tion  bis  HoH:iefs  had  for  lam,  and  a 
grateftU  rcmc:^brance  of  the  kind 
treatment  the  C  itholic*  h;<d  met  >vith 
under  his  X^lajeiiy'*  mild  and  pr-dcnt 
Reign.   He  alio  made  a  proper  compli- 
ment in  tlic  name  of  Cardinal  BwrM* 
rini.    His  M,5jclty  rtttirnc '  :htu-com- 
plimcnts  in  a  verv  obl«|^iug  maimer, 
owning  that  he  h^  always  conceived  a 
very  exalted  idea  of  rh.  merits  ot  l^.'ban 
Vlil.  and  hid  an  unconi  .iun  alTc^Ti'.>n 
fur  hi:i  pcrfoit  \  nduiiig,  taat  it  v-«s  a 
fienfible  trouble  to  him,  that  the  ptefent 
controverfies  and  wars  in  Eur^pt;  ^avc 
his  Hutinefs  fo  much  diftu  bancc  .  tiiat 
Cardiual  B.^rbcrini's  vinues  did  give 
him  a  Angular  preference  in  his  eftcm  : 
and  as  to  ih'- Catholic s,  h:^ i  rt  'olved 
none  of  their  blood  iliouid  be  ip  1  dur- 
ing his  reign,  though  thiogsi  were 
othcrwife  rcprcfentc  1  at  Romct  but«

The  noble 
Earl  quoted  the  Bill  of  Rights,  which, 
he  ftid,  was  n  <!cc!:iratory  Bill,  the 
fpirit  of  which  went  to  prove,  that  the 
Introduction  of  foreign  troops  into  this 
kin::<^o'n  v.  :'.s  contrary  to  the  C^'tiHitu- 
tion.  AlluJin.;  to  the  body  of  H-  fi'.Mjs 
formerly  laiiJci  at  Gibraltar,  and  the 
debate  thereon,  he  mentioned  what  the 
Jate  Marquis  of  Rockinjiham  hrn]  ad- 
vanced when  that  fubjcct  was  agitated 
before  their  Lordfliips.  That  Noble 
Lord  infifted  that  the  Crown  was  not, 
by  its  preroi-^tivcvcfted  with  any  fuch 
power,  and  that  he  could  not  confentto 
any  Bill  which  ftoald  contribute  to 
Inake  it  legal  in  any  cafe  whatfoever. 
Lord  Albemarle  faid,  he  did  not  mean 
to  go  fo  far,  he  wiiHcd  merely  to  (hew, 
that  without  the  confent  of  Parliament 
f'  rc!,n  troops  (hould  n<.t  continue  in 
thi:.  c  ur.tr  . •  ;  and  by  palFin^  a  Bill  6f 
Indemnity,  the  Houfe  would  ac  once 
declare  that  the  matter  was  illegal,  but 
^hat  they  were  w'liin;^  to  txfjncratc 
Uliniitcrs  on  account  of  the  necctiity 
of  the  mcafure,  and  thereby  remove  all 
doubts  which  had  been  entertained  oa 
this  fubjcft. 

The  Noble  Earl  hinted  that  Mini- 
fters had  hitherto  been  afraid  to  meet 
the  queftion  on  Conftitutinnal  ground; 
and  declared  i!i:it  he  conndtrcd  fuch  a 
prerog  itivc  m  the  Crown  as  of  a  dan- 
gerous ^tendency  ;  as  throwing  too  much 
jKnv.  r  into  the  hands  of  any  future 
Prince  of  an  arbitrary  or  ambitious  in- 
clinaiion.

ftatpd  by  RJr.  Fox. 

Major  Maitlritid  fupportcti  the  ftatc* 
mcnts  cf  his  Right  Her..  Friend  (Mr* 
Fox),  and  obferved,  if  CJentlcnien  were 
fatiiticd  by  the  coqdqft  of  the  Adn^i- 
ralty,  there  could  be  no  ap^rciteDfioi) 
entertained  were  the  matter  to  be  in- 

Vcftii^ated, 

Mr.  Scott  was  dcfirous,  as  a  rnercan-

imputed  to  Ailmii^iiiratiua  ?  lie  how- 
ever adverte^^  to  the  mode  adopted  by 
Gentlemen  of  aflcrfri^  fa.'ls,  and  then 
cailini^  upon  IVIiniltcrs  (o  go  into  a 
Comirirtee  of  Inquiry.  That,  he  was 
fure,  the  Houfe  would  not  do^  ontil 
Gentlemen  had  laid  fuch  grnuncU  be- 
fore them  as  to  make  them  think  fuch 
9  meafttre  oeeeflarv ;  and  Minifteri 
qitift  poflfefs  a  fort  o{  cAent^tious  inno- 
cence, if  they  wifhtd  ro  imo  a  Com- 
qiittejC  to  refute  a  charge  which,  if  true 
in  the  extent  ftated,  would  not  tend  to 
friiDioatc  them.

forty,  only  four  were  detained,  and  thofe 
pcrton»  who  had  been  Members  of  the 
Conftitnent  Alfeinbly  of  Franee.  The 
cruel  and  aggravating  circumfVances  at- 
tending the  imprironmenc  ol  thole  pri- 
foners  he  then  detailed,  confined  in 
JoatlUbmc  dungeons,  fcparated  from  each 
other,  and  felctofn  allowed  to  fee  ^rfedk 
day. 

Thcfe  circumftances,  he  obfervedy 
appealed  to  the  feelings  of  every  mall 
of  humanttv,  snd  as  fuch  deeply  i^te-. 
reAed  the  lipulh  Senate  and  Nation  | 
but,  aa  he  laid  hefoft,  not  onlr  our  feeU 
ingt  at  men,  but  injuftice  and  impolicj^t 
were  ?mM!ic;jtcd  :  ihr  former,  firrt,  as 
it  had  been  repeatedly  aiiedged  by  ^is 
Pruffigh  Maj^ity,  that  the  perfon*  in 
queftion  were  not  his  prifoner^  ahme, 
but  thofc  of  the  Coml)ined  Powers  in 
general.  It  therefore  behoved  Orcat 
Britain  to  Mke  the  earheft  and  moft  de*

ai  TTic  iri; pt'tarifju  of  being  a  p>rry  in 
fuch  an  otiif  us  jproceediuM.  It  hkcwifc 
affed^ed  the  Butifh  cbaracler,  inafmuch 
as  by  the  declarations  made  at  Touh-n 
the  Conilitution  of  1769  was  prom  tied 
to  be  eftabliihed,  and  all  thufe  whu 
would  promote  and  defend  it  were  r  - 
mifed  the  protcftion  of  the  Britilli  Na- 
tion. With  what  coDliftency  then  c«uid 
the  illo#  zealone  defender  and  fupportcf 
of  that  fyftem  be  fufiered  to  be  perfe* 
cured,  and  to  tan^uifh  in  the  dun^'eons 
of  one  of  our  allipt  1  The  policy  atfo 
of  the  country  was'coaeemed|  at  by 
fuch  an  interference  wc  Ihould  convince 
luch  inhabitants  of  France  may  ye^ 
w|th  to  incline  to  that  contlitution  of 
the  fittcerity  ojp  our  proffered  proteftioi). 
ImpreiTcd  with  thefc  fcntimcnrs,  and 
feeling  as  he  ffid,  tii.it  not  only  the  hu- 
Qiiifiityf  bi^t  the  jufucc  anu  policy  of 
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Britain  was  concerned,  he  deemed  it 
iacuiabent  00  him  to  move»  **  That  an 
addreis  Ke  prefented  to  hh  Majefty, 

humbly  rtprcrtiuing  the  opinion  <f  ihc 
Houk',  that  the  detention  of  M.  dc  la 
Fayeftc,  M.  Lamcth,  &c.  by  his  Ma- 
jcfty'»  royal  ally  theKbg  or  Praflia,  it 
injurious  to  the  honour  of  the  caufe  of 
the  Combined  Powers  ;  and  btfccching 
that  his  Majcll^  will  be  pleafcd  to  rake 
fiich  ftcM  therein  aa  to  h»  royal  vrifilom 
ibould  (eem  mod  meet.'* 

Colonel  T«rii.ton,  in  feondinj^  ?h? 
.inoiiun,  ipoke  \vitii  m  ucn  auiaiut;oa  arid 
warmth  m  fupport  of  what  fell  from 
the  forii.er  fpcakcr.  He  pronounced  an 
euiogiutu  on  the  character  both  public 
and  private  of  M.  dc  U  F^jrctte. 

Mr.  Piit  faid,  in  his  v^cw  of  the 
quclli-m  he  did  not  dji.tr.  it  nectlTary  to 
foliuw  the  Hon.  Gentleman  at  much 
kogth,  Dut  he  would  fay  generally,  tiiat 
in  aaajr  of  hit  topics  he  did  not  agree 
with  him.  He  did  not  ccn^  clvc  that 
upon  the  whoie  of  M.  de  la  l-aycitc's 
cosdua,  he  ifiioifefied  himfelf  the 
friend  of  real  liberty  and  good  order» 
or  that  he  (iefcfvLd  ".fJl  of  hi*  couotry, 
and  ot  mankind,  ^icithcr  did  he  agree 
with  him  in  hit  coaclufion,  tha(  there 
was  a  cafe  made  out  firoog  enough, 
applying  to  th'.-  j-iftlcc  and  policy  of  the 
<:ountry,  to  wirrani  the  inti»rfcrencc  of 
the  Hou(e  in  the  manner  prop'>fed.

Mr.  Fox  in  a  ipcccii  ot  fume  length 
fupported  the  motioBt  tnd  eootendcdf  * 
that  in  every  point  of  vitW  u; gtd  by 
hi*  Hon.  Friend,  the  interference  thtt 
country  was  warranted  :  fuch  a  pro- 
ceeding was  equally  called  for  bf  jultice 
and  policy,  as  wdl  as  by  hut^anity,  nor 
were  inftances  of  the  like  interference 
of  a  country  wanting :  he  cited  the  cafe 
of  Sir  C.  jAfgitl  in  the  late  war  as  an 
example,  and  cxprttiated  with  much 
'feeling  and  c0eci  oa  the  fufFcrings  to 
which  M.  La  Fayette  and  hit  com- 
|hnions  were  expofed. 

Mr.  Burke  CJnfidrrcd  humanity  to  ' 
the  individual  alluded  to  as  treafuo 
againft  the  Divinity  hlmfclfr  A  nean 
wl  o  fn  ight  againft  this  country  during 
the  A  n.  rican  war,  who  had  imhiScl 
revolutwnary  princtuks  in  the  New 
World,  and  importea  them  to  France, 
where  he  alHUed  in  deftroying  a  Go« 
vcrnmcnt  which  h^d  fuhfifted  for  a 
period  of  fourteen  hundred  years,  a^nd 
ereAed  a  fabrtek  which  did  not  rcmaia 
a  Hnelc  year  — this  was  the  man  in 
whofe  behalf  'vr  wei  c  to  interfere,  and 
bccuroe  the  viuuieators  of  Europe. 

He  then  expatiated  on  the  public  and 
private  virt  .1%  of  the  late  King  and 
Qv.tcn  ;  bewailed  the  degradation  of  the 
Nublcs,  the  annihilation  of  the  Clergy, 
the  mifery  of'  6500  perfons  confined  m  .

MONDAY,  APRJL  7. 

TH^  Court  met  thi>  day  after  the 
■djoiiniiDent  fbrrhe  Circuits,  at  t  wo 

o'clock,  when  the  Lord  Chancellor  in- 
formed the  Managers,  that  the  evi- 
dence which  they  had  propcfcd  to  give 
«n  ^  IsA  dav  was  inadmiiliolc. 

Upon  this,  Mr.  Burke  rofe,  and  faid, 
that  though  they  might  offer  other  rea- 
£aai  in  addition  to  thofe  which  they 
had  before  .«&red,  to  induce  their 
Lord(hips  toconfent  to  the  aUnuirion  of 
it,  yet  iiicy  would  acauiclcc  in  the  dc- 
ciliun,  and  he  declared  that  all  the  e»i- 
dcMC  in  reply  upon  the  Bcnirct  At* 
tide  was  doled. 

As  Mr.  Sheridan  was  niing  to  Ipcak, 
Mr.  Piutncr  begged  to  fpeak  for  a  very 
few  oinutcs:  he  laid,  that  when  ihcir 
l.ordftiipsac«journtd  laft,  iht  Rate  of  the 
beahh  ot  the  noble  Marquis  Cornwalhs 
Has  fuch  as  to  render  it  extremely 
doobtful  at  whtt  pt-riod  he  would  be 
cnublcd  to  give  liis  aitcndsncc  inWcft- 
minftcr.haU:  that  Mr.  lUftings,  from 
the  anaieiy  he  had  invariably  d>ipiaycd 
to  bring  this  intolerably  tcdioui  Trial  to 
a  dole,  h  Ad  inforircd  ihcir  Lordlhips 
that  he  would  lortgo  the  teftiinony  of 
tliC  noble  Marquis.:  but  the  adjourn- 
tncnt  of  their  Lordlhips  was  attended 
with  this  good  cifcd  ;  Lord  Cornwalhs, 
he  was  hapiiy  to  fay.  was  now  refturcd 
to  hcaUh,  and  as  the  Managers  had 
exprclTcd  their  concurrence  to  the  noble 
Mi..'un'$  cRimmauoti  at  anv  period 
pnor'  iQ  the  ctofe  of  their  evidence,  he 
hoped  the  CiMirt  would  permit  Mr 
H  [V-.r^gi  to  call  Lord  Ccrnwallis  on  the 
btU  da*  uhat  their  Lordlhips  (liouU  lit. 
•  Mr.  Sheridan  f-id,  that  the  Mana- 
fcts  had  ixprviTcd  thdr  willmgnefs  to 
give  Mr.  Huflings  the  i.cnefit  of  Lord 
voruwaihi's  icfttmonv,  and  therefore 
Would  Duk«  no  ob)8£tion  cither  to  tat 


noble  Marquis,  or  to  Mr.  Larhtns,'  U 
the  Counfcl  wi(hed  to  call  him  alfu. 

A  cciDvcrfatinn  then  took  place  be- 
tween Mr.  Shtridaa  and  Mr..Plumcr, 
on  the  nature  ^f  the  evidence  offered  /if 
replj  ou  the  Begum  Article.  After 
feme  dilpute  it  was  adriiittcd;  and  by 
half  after  four  M'r.  Sheridan  had  in- 
tircly  compUled%\\  that  he  had  to  offer 
on  the  Article.  It  was  then  fettled 
that  L</rd  Corn\valli»  was  10  bc  cxa- 
mined  the  next  day. 

WKONCSt>AY,  APRIL 
TheanK-ety  to  fee  the  Mnq  iis  CoRM- 
WALLXS  filled  the  Couit  at  a  very  early 
hour.    Their  Lordlhips  entered  i»ie  H*ll 
at  about  half  pad  one  u'cloek«   The  ulnal 
proclamations  }r.^v;ii,f  hccn  inaJc, 
Phtmcr,  Couulel  tor  Mr.  Uaftings,  Ciid, 
that  purtuunt  to  the  Intimation  which  be 
bad  given  the  Court  on  the  la(L  day  of 
the  Trial,  he  n»oiild  beg  leave  to  afk  a 
few  queliions  ot  the  Mat^ut»  Cornwallu. 
His  Lordlhip  then  came  to  the  Table, 
and  was  fvvorn  by  the  Chancellor}  aficr 
which  he  gave  his  cviilencc  in  hi»  place, 
which  was  totiiis  ttfca      He  laid,  he  ha4 
been  in  India  between  fix  and  feven  year*  1 
he  did  not,  on  his  firtt  arrival  in  India, 
vifit  all  the  Province  s ;   but  in  the  next 
year  he  did,  and  lioin  ail  the  obfei  rations 
be  had  made,  and  the  informaiion  he  ha4 
received,  it  'w^s>  his  opinion,  that  the 
character  of  Mr.  Haftings  was  in  hi^h 
eftimation  among  the  Natives  »    it  waa 
competent  to  any  perfon  whu  felt  himfelf 
agn  icvcd  hy  the  coadiia  of  Mr.  Hatbngs^ 
t«tnve  dehvcrei  in  bis  complaints  >  but, 
during  the  whole  lii^c  of  Isis  bein«  in 
India,  he  had  not  heard  of  any  perfona] 
complaint  againft  Mr.  Haftings.  Hit 
Lordlhip  was  afked,  what  was  the  u:ua4 
mode  ot  proceedii  g  againft  refraftoi-y  Ze« 
raindar>  ?  H«  faid,  it  was  not  c  ;fy  ta 
ittfwir  that  auetUon,  when  applied  to  :^

tile  intfnrions  of  the  Bcijurr?.  at  that 
tiniCf  was  a  matter  of  general  itotortctv  in 
India*  During  the  time  in  which  he  nd 
AUed  the  office  of  Governor  General,  no 
application  hiiMjecn  matie  on  their  hrha'f 
to  reftore  them  auy  part  of  the  property 
taken  hem  then.  At  the  fimietime,  he 
had  no  realbn  to  beh'eve  it  wa»  true  that 
tlie  Begums  were  reduced  to  ^rcat  pecu- 
niary didiel's.  ills  Loidihtii  was  then 
alk'  d,  whetberi  at  the  time  of  his  leaving 
Jii  !i  I,  liic  good  opinion  which  hswl  before 
bets  entertained  oi  Mr.  Haliingrs  con^ 
dua  ftill  exiftcd  i  Ui»  Lordihip  anfwered 
ill  the  hffirmative. 

Mr.  Burkr  then  proceeded  to  crofs- 
cx^minc  hi>  Lordlhip.  tie  aikcd,  whe- 
ther thc'NoUe  Lord  had  atrenthrely 
read  the  Articles  of  Impeachment  pre- 
ferred nr:iinft  Mr.  HalHngi  '  —  Hii 
Lordliiip  anivvcred,  he  had.  He  was 
then  afliedt  if  there  «as  any  particular 
allention  in  the  Impeachment  which 
his  Lordlhip  could  ftate  nnt  to  be  true 
from  any  mtormatioa  which  he  had 
been  able  to  obtain  ?— Hit  Lorddiip 
anfwered,  he  was  not  prepared  to  ftate 
any  charge  of  that  nature.

Ihip  to  ftate  any  Native  with  whom 
he  had  held  fuch  converfattoa.— -His 
I«ordAtp  faid«  at  thele  -eonmlations 
were  in  general  of  a  curfory  batnre,  he 
could  not  call  to  mind  the  individuali 
with  whom  he  had  held  them.

Lord  Hawkt  Mrcd  to  know,  if  from 
what  the  NoUo  Lord  hadmard  i» 


India,  he  had  not  reafon  to  fuppofW 
Mr.  Haftings  hid  done  mo([  ciTential 
ferviccs  during  his  government  there  ? 
— Hefatd,  Moftccnainly. 

Lord  Stanhope  afked,  if  the  Noble 
Lord  knew  any  thing  cf  the  rjov.ni^  of 
the  cmUueu  refpe^iog  the  Makratra 
war?  ^ 

The  Marouis  faid,  he  fuppofcd  the 
Noble  Lord  knew  as  moch  or  more  of 
a  coaUttoH  than  he  did. 

MR.  LARKINt*eCXAMtirATI01V. 

Mr.  Burke  aficed  him,  if  he  did  not 
keep  Mr.  Hiiftings's  private  accounts  ? 
He  anfwered  in  the  attirraative.— — 
The  H  a.  Manager  then  proceeded 
witha  few  more  quefti'^ns  fiich  a  -,  when 
the  books  were  eivcn  up  and  the  ac- 
couatt  delivered;  but  coming  to  a 
queftion  of  From  what  books  did  you 
take  the  letters  you  v  rote  in  1786  ?  ' 

Mr.  Plumer  objcttedi  as  that  was 
going  back  into  evidence  ahready  clofcd 
and  concluded. 

Thii  brought  on  a  long  altercation 
between  the  Managers  and  the  Counlcl 
as  to  the  rule  of  law  and  the  rule  off 
cauity;  Counfel  infifttng,  that  if  the 
Mana^^rrs  had  liberty  to  go  on  thus, 
the  1  rial  would  laft  to  Doomfday,  as 
they  might  have  new  wicnefles  in  cvcrr 
fhip  thtt  arrived  from  India,  and  wiin 
their  tcltimony  keep  the  Trial  open  for 
ever.  The  Managers  infiftcd  they  had

Whnte^^er  Mana^':rs  mi'^'ht  cxpcft 
from  the  ttftimony  ci  ihh  Gentleman) 
Cod  and  tbemfelvcs  only  can  knows 
but  every  man  of  fct  !ipg  io  the  country 
will  rejoice  to  be  told  that  no  friend, 
the  nsoft  endeared  by  fociai  habits,  in 
fhe  courfe  of  the  Trial,  has  ever  given 
any  evidence  /9  warm^  in  fantwr  of 

H^e  tefttfied,  honourablv  for  both*  hit 
confidence  in  the  charaaer  and  rcgu> 
larity  of  Mr.  Haftingi.

The  Court  met  this  dav  at  two  o'clock 
as  ufual,  when  Mr.  Burlce  commettMd 
a  fpeech  on  the  evidence  given  by  Mr« 

Larktns  on  tht  lafl  day  ;  he  W3*  in- 
terrupted by  Mr.  Law,  who  laiU  it 
was  extremely  irregnter  to  ob(erve  in 
the  midft  of  an  examination  on  the  evi- 
dence  of  a  wicnefs*    The  Chancellor 
faid^  that  what  Mr«  Bjvke  was  about 
was  perfe£kly  regniar  and  proper ;  oa 
Whicn  ^r.  Law  gave  tjp  his  objc(!^ion  ; 
and  then  Mr.  Burke  prcr?rdcd  fn  the 
nature  of  the  evidence  given  trie  lad 
day*  that  Mr.  Haftingsnad  invariably 
declared    Mr.  L^rh'T-.^^    vi$  privy  to 
every  proccls  of  the  bufinefs  of  taking 
money  privately,  and  applying  it  to  the 
public  Icrvicet  whereas  if  appeared 
that  he  knevs-  nnthirfr  of  any  of  the 
tranfa&ioos  prior  to  May  i7g2~Hhat 
he  knew  nothing  of  the  obtigatkms  for 
money,  nor  of  the  bonds. — Mr.  Haf- 
tings  called  out  that  he  trever  had ftaied 
tbi  JeUis  tn  tbe  manner  Mr,  Burke  nun" 
iitmed.  Mr.  Bnrko  fiffed  at  this  inter* 
ruption,  and  at  a  remark  of  the  Conn- 
fel ;  lit  r^id,  the  Commons  m-erc  be\'ond 
aii  coutroui,  and  that  the  Couaul,  if 
they  perfifted  to  remark  on  his  pro- 
ceedings,  mu(\  bt  kept  in  order,  or  the 
Managers  muft  take  the  inftruiiions  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons.     As  there 
feems  to  be  Tome  (Irange  conftifion  ill 
this  I'ubjci^t,  we  iball  ftatt  icas  it  appean 
upon  evidence. 

On  the  7zd  of  May  17? 2,  Mr.  Haf- 
tings  fcnt  a  Lcitcr  to  the  PireAorSy 
informing  dicm  that  he  had  reccivLr^ 
one  hundred  and  ninety  thoufand  pound* 
fterling  privately,  which  he  had  carried 
to  the  Company's  account ;  that  he  had 
rccci\  cd  tht  fc  fumsat  the  time  the  Com- 
pany very  much  wanted  them  ;  and 
that  the  wiiole  had  been  applied  to  the 
public  fervicc ;  that  if  the  Dire£^on 
wifhed  for  further  mformarton,  he  was 
ready  to  nnfwcr,  upon  honour  or  upoit 
oath,  to  any  qoefttons  that  Ibonld  be 
put  to  him.  The  Dircftors,  in  reply 
tu  this  Lrtttr,  (kTifcd  to  know  at  whit 
periods  tht  kvcral  lums  were  received. 
This  Letter  Mr.  Haflings  anfwered 
from  Cbf  Itenl.am,  and  fr.id,  that  if  they 
required  further  information,  Mr.  Lar« 
kini»  wouid  give  it  them  \  who,  he  be* 
iievcd,  p'^lTclTed  the  only  cop«.  of  the 
paper  that  be  ever  had.  Mr.  Haftings 
wrote  to  Mr.  Larkiot  aUb,  who  fcnt 
the  account  home  which  has  occafioned 
fo  much  enquiry.  It  appears  upon  the 
pvi^ciMe,  t^  of  haadrcd  and 
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fthiety  thonfand  pounds,  one  hundred 
sad  6ftjt-6ve  thoufMd  is  lo  entered 
Wfou  llw  PttbKc  Aecottiin  tt  the  time, 
M  CO  put  it  out  of  all  doubt  that  it  wm 
■  Tt^Uy  and  truly  Public  Money  ;  but 
M  Jiood»  were  takcfi  ia  the  name  of 
Mr.  HalKttgf  the  35,000!.  in  No- 
TeiDbcr  X780,  and  in  June  1781,  and 
as  ihofc  BoDf??  were  not  indcrfcd  until 
the  lath  of  May  1782,  the  amenmena 
*liad  been  ftopc  to  tlut  period*  Mr. 
Haft  in  gs  tncau  to  keep  to  niffliclf  tbit 
3  5,oool . 

Mr.  HaiUngSy  from  a  moft  thorough 
convidion  in  nit  own  mind,  dttt  Mr. 

Larkins  l;ncvv  the  Bonds  were  not  to 
have  been  his  property  in  1781  ;  and 
further,  being  convinced  that  a  decla- 
ration upoa  each  Bood,  declaring  it  not 
lo  be  hi*  property,  wa$  written  in  July 
•  7lii  dehred  Mr^Larkintto  tranliuit 
the  Bonds  to  the  Company,  in  order 
hy  their  appearance  to  vcri^  the  after* 
tion  of  Mr.  Haftings.  Mr.  Larkin$ 
made  a  public  appUcatioa  to  Lord  Corn- 
watHs,  deiirhkg  that  tbefe  Bondf  might 
be  feat  to  the  Company  ;  he  faid  he 
made  thit  application  at  the  dcfirc  of 
Mr.  Haftingt,  traofmitted  to  him  by 
Major  Scott.  The  Boodt  arrived,  and 
inftcad  of  bearing  date  in  July  1781, 
the  declaration  at  the  back  of^ each  is 
dated  on  the  Z9th  of  May  1782.  Here 
then  is  the  cafe  on  which  fi>  much  time 
hv  be  11  Ipcnr.  Mr  Haftings  eagerly 
fu.nilhcd  the  evidence  tu  prnvc  his  own 
miftake  a  (Irong  proof,  however,  tt.at 
he  thought  he  wai  corret^t.  The  ncjtt 
point  is  the  Paper  tranfmittc  I  to  the 
Directors  at  the  exprcls  dclirc  u(  Mr, 
Haftings,  £rom  hit  anxiety  to  give  the 
fulled  anfwfert  to  the  qucitions  put  to 
him  by  them  as  to  the  period  when  the 
fevcrai  iums  were  received.  This  ac- 
count WIS  immediately  fent  by  Mr.  Lar- 
kina  to  the  Directors.  It  arrived  in 
April  1787,  and  the  foUowing  fa£b  ap« 
pcarcd  trom  it.

.  appeif^  to  hiBf  uaiii.  ho  Toliwttfiiy 


declared  thefc  bonds  were  not  his  pro- 
perty, and  that  he  had  no  right  or  title 
to  them«  If  therefore  the  changes  we  re 
to  be  naog  ttpen  this  fubfoA  for  feven 
years  longer,  until  anothsr  one  hur.dre'd 
thoufand  pounds  are  expended,  we  fnuR. 
ftill  come  back  to  die  fame  poiott  thit 
of  the  money  received  by  Gunga  Go* 
vind  Sine.  He  has  ^ot  accounted  for 
the  one  Tackt  and  Mr.  Larkins  recol^i 
leCb  his  being  bfimctf  that  the  three 
bonds  were  for  money  the  property  of 
the  Companyt  prior  u>  <ke  aad  ctf  May . 

Thefe  tre  the  only  two  points  thtt 

Mr.  Larkins*  evidence,  or  !>ii  letter, 
have  a  reference  to  at  aii,  ti:  Jijh  he 
has  been  examined  fo  many  hours  in  two 
days,  on  tiic  fubjedt. 

To  one  of  the  qucftions  put  by  Mr. 
Burke,  Mr.  Law  d<]e6tcd  in  a  very 
pointed  manner,  as  Ming  merely  a  ri« 
petition  of  what  had  been  lo  oftea 
alked  before.  Mr.  Butkc  in  reply  faid, 
that  the  Couni'el  obicded,  becaufe  the 
aafwer  would  dvanify  their  GUent }, 
that  tkey  already  had  had  experience 
enough  in  this  Trial  to  know,  that 
anv  attempt  to  controul  the  Managers 
only  tended  to  wafte  time  in  fpeetheib 
for  that  the  Managers  would  have  their 
way.  Mr.  Law,  with  great  feeling 
and  vviih  much  contempt  of  the  re* 
mark,  fiud,  that  their  Lorddupe  wall 
knew  he  liad  no  motive  whitcver,  but 
to  endeavour,  by  confining  thf  Mana- 
gers to  fomc  iort  of  rule,  to  bring  this 
Trial  to  a  dofe  this  year. 

Mr.  Haftings,  when  Mr.  Law  fat 
down,  rofe  and  faid,  he  wiibcd  to  be 
heard  for  a  few  moments.  To  the 
queftim  then  put  by  tho  Managers, 
or  to  any  queuion  of  any  kind  that 
they  might  put  in  future,  neither  he 
nor  his  Counfel  would  obje£t,  provided 
their  Lordfhips  would  fit  and  clofe  tfic 
Trial  in  this  year.  Surely,  as  an 
Engltihmau,  and  claiming  the  rights  of 
a  Britidi  fubje£t,  this  was  not  too  much 
for  liim  toaik.  If  their  I-  dlhips  wo  iid 
onlv  1*1 1  on  thi5  dav  an  i  :  .  morrow  to 
hniiii  ais  cviiicni  C  ;  Aad  u  they  would 
afterwards  fit  to  ftniih  this  Trial  (oo«r 

in  th'*  ff^t n.'t  yt'^r  ir'  :r,  th  ";  fc  fion, 
the  Manager  had  his  full  permiliion  to 
fay  what  he  pleafed,  and  to  aik  what 
quefiions  he  pteaied— no  one  would  itt* 
icrrupt  hin. 

Mr.  HaLiings  (hen,  in  a  (isle  of  oa* 
tural  eloquence  which  noftitaiod  fpeech 
could  equal,  fitd»  **  My  Lords*  I  beg 
leave  ihoniv  McioenU  t«  jmv  motley 
Hr » 
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tiun  the  racriricc&  which  I  have  made, 
merely  to  get  ttiis  eteroal  Trial  to  an 
end.  In  the  year  1791  (now  three 
years  acno)  1  offered  to  wave  my  de- 
fence altogctheri  provided  the  Court 
would  go  to  jiideineii(«  In  the  eaie 
made  by  my  prolecutort,  this  was  not 
H^ccd  to.  In  the  laft  year,  1793,  the 
Uft  fciBonf  I  gave  up  tm  advantage  of 
the  olg^enratiom  of  my  Counfcl  on  the 
evidence  cn  one  of  the  Articles,  and 
waved  both  their  opening  and  ciultng 
fpccehet  on  Another  Article,  in  order 
to  leave  time  to  the  Managers  to  clofe 
their  reply  in  the  h{\  (t'lVion.  Though 
three-and-t%vcnty  day»  were  Icftto  ihcni 
forthif  purpofe,  they  defired  to  po(l. 

{vonethe  Reply  to  tliis  feflion. — Tiius  I 
oft  the  benefit  of  the  obfcrvations  of 
my  Icarntd  Fntiuls,  and  was  (itprivcd 
•f  the  purpofe  for  which  I  gave  them 
ttp.  In  this  feflion,  for  the  hrR  time 
in  this  Trial,  I  was  the  caufe  of  delay. 
I  wilbed  to  avail  myfelf  of  the  advaa* 
age  of  Lord  Cornwallis's  teftimooy; 
his  unexpected  illncfs  occaficncd  two 
adjournments  of  the  Court,  but  when  1 
foijnd  that  it  would  be  unccniin  at 
whet  period  the  Noble  Marqtiit  would 
be  well  enough  to  attend,  1  even  waved 
the  benefit  of  his  teitioiony  that  the 
Trial  m\At  be  accelerated,  ^he  defire 
ef  the  Managers  to  introduce  evidence 
V  hirh  your  Lordfhips  would  not  admit, 
»ecalk>ned  the  adjournment  icr  the 
Circuits^  and  in  that  period  tiord  Com* 
watlis  recovered.  This  was  the  only 
inftance  in  wlurh  I  delayed  the  Trial 
tot  a  finglc  moment. 

•<  The  Managers  then  wifhed  to  call 
Mr.  Larkins ;  my  CLunfcl  fbjeOed, 
merely  to  avoid  further  deby  :  to  them 
I  trufted  the  condu^  of  my  caufe ;  I 
never  inftriictcd  them  to  object  to  the 
tailing  of  Mr.  Larkins;  they  v-iHud  as 
1  dO|  that  in  fome  period  ot  the  life  of 
man,  chit  caufe  fretitd  be  brought  to  a 
cioie.

after  fo  man^  lacrifices  for  the  aceela- 
ration  of  this  Trial,  that  I  Iboold  eon* 
k  nt  to  continue  it  to  an  indcfmitt  pe- 
riod, to  accommodate  my  Accufers  ? 
Hut  when  I  heard  a  Manager  declare, 
that  if  Mr.  Larkins  was  called,  fuch 
a  fccnc  vf  grand  deception  arvl  iniquity 
would  be  difcorercd,  that  I  Ihouid  wiih 
for  moontaina  to  cover  me,  I  think  it 
was  a  very  ftrong  exprefiion;  but  I 
calmly  intrcatcd  my  learned  Friend, 
who  iat  near  roc,  to  aiiow  him  in&anti[y 
to  be  called.  The  ezprelfiom  nppeand 
of  no  confequence  to  hilD;  but  my 
Counfcl  afterwards  unanimourty  con- 
curred with  mc  in  opinion,  that  the 
beft  way  of  repelling  ine  malignant  in- 
finuatinn*  o^rhe  Managers  was  to  con- 
fcnt  to  the  examination  of  Mr.  Lar- 
kins.

tile  ImiKrial  army.  The  cartlc  was 
formerly  tlic  biiriai-placc  of  the  Roman 
Bmperors,  which,  after  Au^ullus's 
Maufi'lcum  on  the  fiJe  of  the  Tybcr 
was  filled  with  urns,  the  F.mpcror 
Adrian  bui!t  for  himfclf  and  hi^  (uc- 
ccflbrs^  hence  it  acquired  the  oame  of 
JKIolet  Hadrian!.  The  large  round

change for  thofc  pieces  the  next  mo- 
ment, itaremark  trhich  nevcroccurrcd, 
it  feems,  to  tbia  very  profound  and  bold 
enquirer 

The  argument,  indeed,  which  Dr. 
Smith  hat  fuggeAed  in  the  paflage  re* 
ferred  to,  in  countenance  of  the  ufury 
laws,  will  furniih  to  a  reflcdting  mind 
a  firiking  inftance  of  their  mifchievout 
tendency.  Me  has  himfclf  remarked 
with  his  ufual  fag^^city,  that  r.dvctittirous 
fpeculatioos,  however  injurious  to  iadi- 


viduals,  are  adTantagaoul  to  the  pub- 
lic, fince  fiicccfs  in  one  inftancc  is  more 
than  fufhcicnt  to  counterbalance  a  luif- 
carriat^c  in  fifty.  It  is  not,  however, 
from  the  roooied  man  that  we  look  for 
fpetulaticns :  why  fhould  he  adven- 
tured It  is  the  genius  deprelTed  ;  it  la 
the  fanguine,  contnvtng  mind,  goaded 
by  want,  and  prelBng  forward  to  the 
vifionary  rc.vjrds  ■'f  f'lcccTjfLiI  cntcr- 
prize,  it  is  iuch  a  mind  that  engager  in 
(iazardous  atchicvements.  Many  a  maa 
who  would  not  care  to  make  the  cxperU 
mcnt  himfclf,  would  be-  rtaily  enough  to 
advance  money  on  an  advcn'ure  fo  con- 
du6tcd,  if  his  remuneration  in  cafe  of 
fiicccfs  were  fufRcient  to  countervail  hia 
lofs  in  cafe  f-f  mifcarri  it^e.  By  the  ufury 
laws  this  equrcabie  barter  is  forbid  :  the 
inventive  genius  is  deprived  of  the  rich 
mheritancc  of  hit  taianta ;  the  monieil 
man  of  the  free  cmployrrrnr  nf  his  pro- 

f>erty  ;  and  the  public  ot  many  inva-< 
uable  difcovenes  which  would  fponta- 
neoiifl|r  refuh  firom  the  vorcftnined  09*

TT  has  been  (Kcwn,  that  Knowledge 
*  fefrea  Religion  by  removing  perfe- 

cution  and  bipotry  }  it  may  alio  be  in- 
jurious ro  Rciiiiion  by  cncuur;igjng 
doubt  and  dilbclicr.  h  Ucuu  at  firlt 
nareafonablc  to  impute  it  to  a  perfbn 
as  a  crime,  tl  .it  he  dci.l  •<:  cr  '-iinxlif-vts 
any  propoution.  Ahcnt,  hcfnation, 
diB>chef,arc  involuntarv  ;  tiuy  uil'cover 
how  the  mind  is  affe^edby  the*  evi- 
dence afforded  it;  but  c..r.:-ot  give 
place  one  to  the  other,  while  that  evi- 
dence continues  the  fame.  It  is  certain, 
however,  that  men  polTcfs  a  power  of 
afFtCtinj;  the  pre  :  .1  iiity  ofaqucllion  by 
attending  to  arguments  for  or  agamil  it. 
They  are  blameable  in  their  errors,  not 
becaufe  they  believe  what  it  falfe,  but 
bccaufe  they  negleft  thr  proper  methods 
of  attaining  to  the  truth.  They  are 
blameablefor  being  attached  to  opinions 
from  which  candour  or  induft ry  would 
have  freed  them :  they  are  more 
Uameablcy  when  under  the  facrcd 
mime  of  truth,  they  obtrude  fuch 
opinicm  on  mankind.  Ir  v;:!l  be  no 
juftificaiion  of  tl.tir  contliid,  that  they 
declare  their  real  fenumeats,  ihould  u 


appear  that  fuch  fcntiments  proceed 
from  negligence  or  perverfenefs.  Tho 
flow  of  eloquence,  and  the  poignrincy  « 
of  ridiculct  when  exerted  a^ainil 
bigotry  and  pcrfccution,  are  appiied  iu 
the  caufc  of  humanity  $  they  afe  Hoc 
thus  applied  wi'cn  oppofing  tenets  cfta" 
blilbed  by  length  uf  time  and  univerfal 
confcnt,  which  mod  men  have  confuler- 
ed  at  true,  and  all  hxft  bclicTcd  to  bt 
important. 

But  it  is  urged,  that  fpeculative 
notions  have  no  cfic6l  upon  the  morals  | 
tbev  for  a  while  amufc  the  philofopher 
in  his  retirement,  and  are  forgotten  ift 
the  hurry  and  engagements  of  focicty* 
Men  are  little  influenced,  it  itadded« 
in  their  conduft  by  par'icular  habits  of 
thinking  ;  thijfc  clpccially  of  enlarged 
minds,  who  are  feparate  from  the  ulual 
cares  and  temptationt  of  lifCf  ind  har* 
ing  moreover  a  Tarieiy  of  motives  to 
right  behaviour,  arc  very  little  fenfible 
of  the  want  of  thofe  which  ante  from 
religion*  Now,  were  we  to  admit  thitt 
which  it  certainly  too  much  to  be  grant- 
ed, the  reafoning  will  rot  in  the  Icaft 
degree  apply  to  ihc  inferior  da^cs  of

In  the  gradual  improvennent  of  fo* 
eictv,  its  employmenrs  multiply  with 
its  members,  and  learning  has  its  dif- 
tinffc  and  particular  profeffors.  Man- 
kind»  in  m  conduct  towards  thofe  who 
are  occupied  in  th-Tc  dcpnrtmcnr'!,  is 
apt  to  fail  into  oppniicc  extremes,  m 
oppoHte  perodt  of  civilization  ;  to 
treat  them  at  firft  with  a  fuperftitious 
vctitration,  and  afterwards  with  an 
unju(l  and  illiberal  negicdU  Between 
theie  it  the  moderation  of  reafon,  which 
rcfpefts  them  in  proportion  to  their 
utility.  They  have  been  always  thougiit 
eflentiallv  oecc0ary  in  the  important 
work  of  educatiott»  in  which  they 
doobtlefs  can  contribute  to  the  moft 
beneficial  purpofes. 

Science,  as  an  occupation  of  youthful 
mindt,  detains  them  from  deftru€^ive 
plcafurcs,  and  inurts  thtm  tf)  liibits  of 
jnduftry,  the  parent  of  liberty  and 
content.  But  it  has  this  pratle  in  com* 
mon  whh  other  acquifitiont ;  it  attaint 
nut  to  its  btfl  prsifc,  unlcfs  it  gives 
them  p.  conltant  contcmp*  frr  tlv 
plcafurcs,  from  which  it  Uc:ain&  them 
for  the  prcfcnt,  and  exettet  them  to 
generous  purfuits.  It  merits  feme  de- 
gree of  blani  ^  if  i:  nuk' s  itfclf  their 
Dufineft  toriiie  ;  it  it  inducts  txtcni  to 
forget,  in  the  profecution  of  fditary 
enquiries,  thst  they  hold  an  eminent 
rank  IB  the  crcr-ti*  n,  that  they  have 
charaCiicrs  tu  iuimia  in  fucicty.

Accordingly,  it  is 
well-known,  thai  every  one  of  thofe 
honed  tradefmen  ufe  falfc  meafures  and 
falfe  weights,  and  that  if  the  magiftrates 
ihould  lake  thcfe  weights  away  to-day, 
they  will  make  ufe  of  new  ones  of  the

I  irb.vri.ins,  terrified  :it  the  fight  of  an 
animal  of  iucl\  immenicjmag#tude,fuch, 
indeed,  as  they  had  never  beheld  before, 
flieathed  moreover  in  cumplett  armour, 
bearing  alonj  with  it  S  turret,  and 
V  y  a  caftvi^S 
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ca  It iag  around  in  every  direftion  arrow* 
»iid  ft. DCS,  were  untble  to  abide  the 
ftrange  and  formidable  fpeilacle.-** 
They  fled,  tnercforc,  in  all  directions 
■whh  their  horfcs  and  chariots,  while  thg 
Romans  paflfed  the  current  without 
danger}  a  Angle  animal  having  pat 
their  enemies  to  flight."  It  is  worthy 
of  remark,  that  C^Ur  is  entirely  filcut 
in  his  Commemaries  on  the  fubjcd  of 
this  contrivance*

difcQverica  in  all  the  arts.*'

The  fiterature  of  the  Romans,  recon4 
only  to  th  it  of  the  Greeks,  fecmsalwaya 

to  have  been  on  a  magnificent  and 
ami>Ie  fcaic,  as  well  as  their  vi£lorics« 
They  were  not  only  the  mighty  con- 
qiictors,  but  the  great  furveyor*  of  thn 
globe.  The»r  itineraries  are  fttll  cen* 
templatcd  with  wondi;r.  That  neither 
Herodotus  nor  Thocydides  fiiould  have 
mentioned  them  in  their  Hiftories,  haa 
been  thought  rcmnrk  '.hic  ;  but  they 
were  at  that  time  a  barbarous  pcoplct 
little  fupcrior  in  cultivation  or  imurove* 
mcnt  to  the  Gauls,  who  had  juft  oeforo 
facked  their  city,  and  known  only  to 
the  Greeks  by  the  fmall  colonies  lent 
from  thence,  hy  the  way  of  Sicily,  into 
Magna  Grscia,  or  Apulia  and  Cala<* 
bria,  and  the  Other  louthcro  Julian 
Provinces,

Some  of  his  tiit:»tis  iiw  this  would 
be  a  barrier  to  hti  rifing  in  the  world, 
and  luggeftcd  to  him  a  plan  fcr  im- 

{)roving  his  educan.  :i : — one  in  p  uttcu- 
ar,  who  is  now  iivnig,  and  no  kl*  emi- 
nent in  rank,  than  literature,  propol'ed 
he  fhould  bti;in  with  the  French,  and 
as  his  fon  was  juft  ftuJying  thr.t  lan- 
guage, if  Jones  would  attend  three  times 
a  week,  at  ftaicd  houn,  at  hit  houfe, 
he  Ihould  have  every  at  •  inmoJation, 
and  his  inftruwtion  cnft  h  r.\  nothing. — 
^oncs accepted  this  pro^Mii^I  with  fccm- 
ing  gratitude,  and  attended  three  or 
four  mornin^-s  pretty  pim^.i  I'l,  ;  he 
then  became  a  little  irregular,  and  one 
morning  came  fo  drunk,  that  he  could 
fcarcely  articulate  hit  own  language.^ 
This,  uF  courlc,  put  an  end  to  tlie 
gentleman's  civiitt^^  and  Jones  fpnke 
of  the  reiea/e  with  all  the  exultation  of 
a  man  getting  out  of  bondage. 

Silting  down  to  learn  any  language 
in  the  prime  of  life,  when  carts  and 
paffioBtnave  generally  too  (Irong  holds 
of  the  human  breaft,  is  very  diflficullt 
and  nijft  be  little  lefs  than  a  dr  id^cry 
to  any  man,  particularly  to  a  man  of 
geDtttfy  but  for  theendi  to  be  attained. 
This  h  the  incentive  which  phyfics 
pain,  and  fmoochs  all  intervening 
difficulties* 

Jones,  howerer,  felt  none  of  thofe 
incentives.  Idte  in  his  habits,  warm  in 
his  p?.{f  nn'!,  nnd  fomewhat  dcfpotic  in 
his  ^cniQs,  he  only  aimed  at  catching 
his  improrement  through  the  medium 
of  pleafure ; — if  it  did  not  come  ihnt 
way,  let  other  pcopk  fetk  it  for  him. 
What  was  fiill  more  againli  him,  he 
wufond  of  a  more  mixed  company- 
lie  was  more  unbent  ia  their  f«>cicty— 
they  flattered  his  talents,  andwlut  was 
fo  ealily  aad  pleafantly  purchafed,  of 
coarfe  was  often  repeated )  hence  the 
Bioft  of  his  time  was  fpent  in  the  com- 
pany of  phycrs,  painters,  and  artifts  of 
all  dcfcriptions,\vhum  he  afl'eded  to  take 
under  his  proteftton,  ud  from  fome  of 
whom,  it  is  fj^id,  be  exaAed  tribute  of 
every  kind. 

The  period  at  which  Jones  came  to 
^n^l^ad  was  favovraUe  for  a«<juiriug 


an  hiftorical  knowledge  of  the  Drama^ 
whivii  is  even  now  among  tin;  deAde- 
rata  of  literature.  Hu  natural  attach* 
r-  nt  to  the  S'-^'^c,  Ins  exdlct^,^  patrm.- 
agc,  and  his  being  the  authoi  ot  a  luc- 
cclsla!  tragedy,  j^  uiied  him  the  friend* 
fliip  of  many  of  the  principal  perfor* 
m:  rs  of  ihai  time,  vi/..  Barr),  Moflop, 
Sheridan,  Mrs.  VVoiiuigtoo,  and,  m 
par.  ..jiar,  old  iluih  rndk,  who  was  faid 
to  have  great  traditio  nal  knowledge  «€ 
his  prot<  ifi^n,  and  w},;,  akd  tocommo^ 
nicatc  i  -  it  ^  Mjwlcdgc,  with  no  incon* 
lidcrahic  talent  of  narration,  at  his  clubs 
about  RulTel-ftrt  t,  Covcnt  Garden. 
Our  Au  h  r  a\.aicd  himlL-tf  of  thefc 
advantages,  and,  it  is  l>id,  Compile4 
front  Ilulbands'  memoranda  and  con* 
verfdtion  fome  very  al.table  anccdotet 
of  tlu  St  urc  : — butthcfc,  with  liis  other 

ripers,  either  from  the  Author's  well- 
nown  careleirncts.  or  the  careleflacft 
or  fubfci^uent  iofanity  of  Reddilh,  hia 
felj'-.vrrr:, d  extcuior,  are  now,  per- 
haps, tor  ever  funk  in  ubfcuriiy . 

In  the  midft  of  Jones's  dirtipation 
heftill  kept  up  his  intimacv  wiili  Lord 
Chifli  rficld,  who  received  irim  jhvayf 
very  kindly,  and  gave  inm  a  ch.^ir  at 
hu  table  tipon  air  d.iys,  except  thofe 
affigoed  to  very  ftle^  cuhipanies.  Ic 
apptari  to  be  difficult  for  a  man  of 
Jones's  habits  i^d  natural  tendencies  to 
throw  off  thofe  habits  periodically,  and 
aflume  the  companion  <.  f  bim  who  had 
demands  upon  the  lirft  icholars,  and  the 
men  rffirft  breeding,  ur  thcti  cxtrtiuas. 
Our  Author  himfelf  has  in  Ibme  refpeA 
folvcd  this  dil!iculty,as  he  has  frequent- 
ly tfjiv!  his  intimate  cnmp  ons  that  he 
always  kepthimfclf  fooer  the  day  before 
he  knocked  U  his  Lordlhip's  door«» 
took  care  toci^lledt  all  the  anecd<  tc  and 
tjlk  of  the  tnwi>  tuat  he  thought  would 
be  moll  agreeable— -wa»i6>'/c^r///f<j/^  r*- 
Jtwed  at  bii  UttU^  and  took  «a  earif 
departure. 

But  even  this  kind  of  mndu^V,  we 
ihould  think,  could  be  but  a  Lcoten 
entertainment  for  the  Maecenas  of  hit 
day.  He  that  was  fo  delicate  as  to 
flirink  from  the  morning  vifits  of  a 
J^hnjoiif  to  make  Jones  the  companion 
of  bis  leifure  hours,  appears  to  be 
r<  Ticv  iiat  unaccountable,  did  We  HOC 
know  the  elfcf^  of  compliances  on  fome 
minds,  the  ^ittrUy  Mwaiiji^  though  a 
mall  of  the  firft  education  and  obferra- 
tion,  was  not  fo  ready  to  yield  opinions, 
or  mould  himfelf  to  the  ^enernl  caft  of 
convtr Cation.  Johnfon  would  talk  upon 
anyfubjefli  and  with  a  forccy  if  necef- 
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fary,  which  made  it  very  indifferent  to 
him  what  he  trodc  upon,  whether  the 
ttcckof  a  Lord  or  any  other  pcrfon  :  but 
Jones  felt  himfc-lf  the  liuniUle  friend  and 
frotr^cc-^ha  thought  it  his  duty  to  talk 
or  be  filcnt,  juft  as  hi  was  encouraged— 
he  created  no  jcaioufics,  embarraflTed 
no  convcrfAtion — he  ifTulcd  :it  the 
table  as  the  mirror  of  his  I-ri\libip's 

Xiority,  his  difccrnmcjit,  his  pro- 
n,  and  hofpitalities. 
In  iccrl  his  Lordlhi,)  indirc^lly  gives 
another  reat'on  lor  leaving  offDr.  John- 
fun»  in  one  of  his  Letters  to  hi^  Son/' 
where*  in  deferibing  the  charader  of  a 
Very  Icirncd  yet  very  lukward  man,  he 
draws  the  ^portrait  of  Johnfon  with  fo 
mtich  dtfcnmination,  yet  with  fuch  ftr 
viritV)  tlut  every  body  knew  the  origi* 
nal  at  firft  fight  ;  and  VLt  it  ist'-.c  L;rn'j- 
ral  opinion  that  this  portrait  would 
never  have  been  drawoi  bad  not  John- 
fon prcvioufly  rcleafed  his  Lordlhip 
from  all  kind  of  patronage,  in  that 
Celebrated  letter  of  his  publilhed  b^ 
Mr.Borwell*<-»a  letter  that  the  oftener  it 
is  read  mud  be  the  more  admired  for 
its  ftrengtht  originalit/i  and  indepen- 
dvncc* 

Whatever  tvtii  the  attraction  that 

kept  Junes  tlic  humble  friend  of  Lord 
ChcdcrfKUrs  Icifure  hours,  he  certain- 
ly kept  It  for  iome  year$)  and  if  he  had 
had  but  common  prudence  and  common 
induftry,  he  could  very  readily,  under 
fuch  a  patron,  have  eftabliflicd  himfclf 
in  iomc  line  of  indepcadcnce.  It  may 
heaiked,  VV  hv  did  not  Lord  Chefter- 
field  do  fomcthing  for  him  unf  licitcd  * 
— and  the  laws  of  private  and  f^ual 
iricndihip  will  readily  juAify  fuch  a 
queftion  :-^ut  the  ^rvM  and  ^ronix' 
et/y  according  to  thecuftom  of  the  great, 
ftar  1  upon  different  footings.  To 
nonce  a  man  in  public,  to  give 
him  the  entrf/  of  hit  boufct  nnd 
promote  fuhfcriptions  for  hia  benefit, 
ere  andt  ft  .  yi^ons  that  go  a  grr^t  way, 
and  muTt  in  general  be  actcptcd  as 
Jfifiul/hips  \  and  if  the  patrontied  doea 
not  tiiink  hinii'tlf  entitled  to  higher  rc* 
wards  than  thofe  iranluory  ;\rtcntions, 
the  patron,  according  tu  the  old  eCta* 
bHlhtd  rule  of  counien,  confolet  him* 
feif  by  thinking,  *  that  w  hen  a  man 
f'  iiciis  for  n.-^T}.'iii;,it  is  a  proof  he  thinks 
himlttf  already  luthcicntiy  providcdfor-' 
The  unhappy  temper  of  the  Author 
at  la  ft  brukc  the  link  of  this  early  and 
fonunau  conoc^toa^  never  to  be  again 


rcftnred.  He  had  been  abfent  for  Tome 
time  from  Chcftcrficld-houl'e,  and  an 
his  Lordlhip  was  dreffing  one  morning, 
he  a^td  his  man  when  he  had  fccn 
Jones  ?  *•  Not  tnefe  two  months, 
Lord."—"  Why  I  was  thinking  it  la 
fomewhat  about  th  t  time  ftnce  Uc  waa 
here,  and  I'm  afraid  the  pour  fclL«\v 
may  be  taken  ill,  and  perhaps  in  want 
of  Tome  little  comforts ;  therefore  1  with 
you*d  mAe  inquiries  about  bim."  The 
man  nt-n -cd,  and,  as  he  wa*  ijoing  out 
of  the  room,  fmiicd— but  **  Iraiicd  in 
fuch  a  fort/*  as  could  not  efcape  lb  ac- 
curate a  judge  of  men's  teinpcrs  and 
pafiions  as  Lord  Chcftcrfuld  :  He 
called  him  back,  and  looking  hint 
gravely  in  the  face,  aiked  htm  why  h« 
fmilt  dashe  went  out  of  the  room,  and 
whether  he  knew  any  thing  panicular 
about  Jones  ?  The  man  heiitatcd  for 
fome  time,  but  at  length  confelTcd,  that 
the  lalt  day  Mr.  Jonei  dined  at  hia 
Lori!.]iip'.>  I  il;!c,  ht  jnrrowed  eight ^ui» 
neas  from  him,  and  he  believed  it  waa 
that  circumftancc,  and  notilfnefs,  that 
mii^ht  have  prevented  his  attendance* 
His  Lordlhip  paufcd  for  fomc  time,  and 
then  caltmg  up  thiic  air  of  ^ood>brcedin£ 
which  waa  fo  natural  to  htm,  obfcrved, 
"  That  as  the  lending  of  a  fum  of  mo« 
npy  to  any  gentleman  that  fat  at  hi« 
table  was  an  a£t  of  civility  that  he  could 
not  poflibly  condemn,  he  would  pay 
him  the  eight  guineas  \  but  as  to  Mr. 
Jont.  uKough,  fays  he,  I  believe  you'll 
never  be  put  to  the  trial),  if  ever  U« 
knccka  at  my  door»  I*m  not  at  home, 
and  thia  nittft  be  your  conftant  an* 
fwcr.'* 

Thus,  like  the  foolilh  Efau,  Jonea 
fold  hit  birthright  for  a  meft  of  pottage* 
Eight  guineas  in  the  mod  prelling  fitu- 
•Ation  cohUI  avail  him  little — the  pur- 
chafc,  perhaps,  of  a  few  irregular  plca- 
f'ures,  or,  at  beft,  a  month  or  two*a 
lubfiRcnce  ;  and  for  thefc  he  exchanged 
the  friendfhip  and  prntc^Vion  of  one  of 
the  grcattft  charaaers  of  the  Aije— 4 
character  that  the  Scholar  and  A&n  of 
Rank  muft  pride  thcmfclvea  to  be  ac* 
quaintcd  with,  hut  ta  him  muft  be  an 
acquifition  which  could  rarely  fall  to  the 
lot  of  his  defcription  in  life* 

And  yet,  perhaps,  rcafoning  in  this 
manntr,  however jiiA,  but  ill  dcfcribcd 
Jones's  reai Jtthngs.  The  man  that 
co.ald,  in  the  firft  inftance,  ftoop  to 
borrow  mniK-y  from  the  fervant  ot  hia 
firicnd,  mult  be  pretty  caiious  to  the 
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Sner  fcnfations ; — mrf>  likcviff'  vrrv 
well  know  thi:  rtiuk  oi  iuch  a  cuududt, 
fend  muft  be  fuppoTed  to  cftnnate,  in 
feme  degree,  the  \  ilue  of  the  money 
!)c  borrowed,  by  whit  he  v-s  ;'h  )ut  to 
lofe.  Wimttvcr  lie  thought  upon  the 
fubjcQi  the  eonaeAitHi  between  Lord 
Cheftcrjicld  and  him  ended  here;  tho* 
wc  believe  Jones  afterwards  took  fr  me 
pains  to  revive  it,  if  we  roay  judge  from 
the  following  linct  •ddrcffcd  to  Lord 
Tyrawlcy,  cntitl'.J,  On  his  fending 
me  T.ord  Chcilcrfield  wbCB  1  dlt^ 
tiQi  knock  a  I  his  door."

When  this  unprincipled  and  fangiii- 
nary  Demagogue  was  la  England)  lome 
years  a^n,  wKhing  well,  no- doubt,  to 
tlic  hipiiintf-s  of  tiut  king'loai  which 
had  Tifl '  rJcd  h'ni  a:i  afyluni,  l»c  wrote 
in  French  a  book,  called  **  Les  Feri

Before  we  departed  Mr*  Bruce 
obligingly  accompanied  us  tea  an  inclofu're 
in  his  park  to  Ihew  us  his  .Abylfmian 
iheep.

Their 
taiUare  large,  and,  indeed,  the  animal 
is  larger  than  our  common  fliecp.

TUc  park  appears 
to  be  well  wooded  and  pleafant,  and  hit 
fuuatiori  comroanils  Ibme  of  the  (ineft 
vicvi  (f  the  Forth.  Hi*  mufeuin, 
every  article  of  which,  by  alTociation  o| 
ideas,  niuft  recal  (bme  incident,  fome 
fccne,  fomcobjcot  ne  w  or  ftrange  in  his 
travels,  cannot  but  bi*  to  him  a  fund  of 
perpetual  euiertainmcnt  and  delight^ 
which,  through  the  liberality  of  hit 
character,  as  a  man  of  !i  ;>i  )iing,  and  a 
citi/cn  of  the  world,  he  tr.civ  commu- 
nicates tu  all  who  can  have  any  pretcn- 
fion  to  approach  him. 

As  every  thing  it  ioterefttng  tha^ 
relates  to  extraordinary  men,  you  will 
not  be  difjpleafcd  with  a  traic  or  two  of 
the  Abylliniao  Traveller's  perfon.  Hie 
figure  is  above  common  fixe,  his  limbs 
athletic,  but  well  proponiontd ;  his 
complexion  languinc,  his  countenancf 
manly  and  good  humoured,  and  hit 
manners  eafy  and  polite.  The  whole 
outward  man  is  fuch  as  annoTinces  a  cha- 
rather  well  calculated  to  contend  with 
the  difRcuitiei  and  trying  oecafiona 
which  10  extraordinary  a  journey  waa 
fuie  to  throw  in  !iis  way.  Tisat  hi's  in- 
ternal charatler,  tkc  Uatures  of  hts  un«

ADVANTAGES  op  PRESERVING  PARSNIPS  B7  DRYING. 
By  THt  Ret. JsfttMT  Bblkmaf. 


A  Mono  the  mmbcr  of  cfc>iknt 
roots,  the  parfnip  has  two  r;nrul.ir 

Sood  (qualities  :  one  >»»  that  it  will  «n» 
are  the  fevereft  froft,  and  may  be 
taken  out  of  the  ground  la  the  fpring 
as  fweer  in  autumn  ;  the  other  is, 
that  it  may  be  prcferved  by  dryiug  to 
any  defifrd  length  of  time. 

The  firftof  thefe  adrj^ntr.ges  Hsf  been 
known  f t  r  rr.nny  vtnrs  paft  ;  the  p.  <  pie 
in  the  moft  northerly  parrs  of  New- 
England,  where  winter  reigns  with 
great  fcverity,  and  the  r:rnund  is  often 
frozen  to  the  depth  or  i\m>  or  three  fi  Lt 
for  four  months,  kavc  ihtir  parlmps 
in  the  ground  till  it  thawt  in  the  f^^ring, 
and  think  th^m  much  better  prclcrvcd 
than  in  cellars. 

The  other  advantage  never  occurred 
to  me  till  this  winter^  when  one  of  my 
neighbours  pur  into  ray  h^ndft  a  fuh- 
Hancc  which  the  appearance  of  a 
piece  of  buck's  horn.  This  was  part 
of  a  parfnip  which  had  been  drawn  out 


of  the  ground  lafi  April,  and  had  laiA 
ncglcfled  in  a  dry  ch'fct  f.  r  n  mont  t-s. 
It  w^s  fo  hard  as  to  requifi^  coniidctabie 
ftrcngth  to  force  a  knife  through  it 
croffways;  but  being  foakcJ  in  warm 
wsrcr  for  about  an  hour,  became  ten- 
der, and  was  i'wcct  to  the  taUc  ai  if 
it  had  been  frcih  drawn  from  tho 
ground* 

As  luarty  ufi  ftil  difeevtriis  owe  their 
origin  to  accident,  this  may  lugi^cft  a 
method  of  prcfcrvin^  fo  picafant  and 
wholesome  a  Vcgctsblc  for  the  ufe  rf 
fcamtn  in  long  voya?:;s  to  prevent  the 
Icurvy  and  other  dilordcr^  incident  to 
a  feaofarint^  life,  which  is  often  rci^dcrcd 
teeiou  r.;',>'.  diftreliiiig  for  want  of  vc- 
gctr.ble  food  ;  hnrc  1  am  pcrfundcd, 
that  parfnips,  dried  to  fuch  a  degree  as 
above  related,  and  packed  in  tight  calks, 
may  be  tranlpoited  round  the  globe 
without  any  h;is  uf  their  tiaT»?ur  or  dt* 
minuiion  of  cheir  nuir;tu-c  quality.

Tlie  Marquis  of  Lanfdowne  took, 

Jin  opportunity  of  advL-rtiu^  to  what 
had   tranfpircd  in  that  and  another 
Huufc  relative  to  Subfcripiions  for  rat- 
fuag  a  force  without  the  iiucrference  of 
l^arliimcnr,   and  paiticuUirly    to  the 
ilrcU  that  had  been  laid  on  the  meafure 
of  Adminift ration  in  the  jrcar  1781. 
He  availed  bimfclf,  he  faki,  of  the 
firft  opportunity  that  offered  on  tlicir 
Lordlhips  being  fummoncd,   to  afiurc 
them  it  wa&  the  mcrcft  accident,  an 
ttnforefeen  and  unavoidable  one,  that 
£>-j;vrnTcd  him  from  attending  on  the

meafurc  of  1781,  t!ut  the-  one  wns  the 
moft  conftitutional,  the  other  the  moft 
unconHitutional,  meafurc  ever  adopted 
liiulcr  a  Governniciit  of  this  cviunrry 
fincc  the  time  of  Charles  1.

was  a  Bill  now  depending  in  the  other, 
in  which  this  tjueftion  was  involved. 

Lord  Grcnville  faid,  he  was  perfoflly 
inditferent  as  to  the  courfe  the  Nobie 
Marquis  (hould  be  pleafed  to  take  ;  in 
either  cafe,  an  opportunity  would  be 
forded  of  dircuffin^  the  fubje^t,  and  he 
believed  hr  thould  have  very  little  diifi- 
culty  to  convince  the  Houfc  of  the  pro- 
priety, ju.ftice,  and  truth,  of  the  rcfo- 
lutiun  to  whicli  the  NJilc  Manjtiis  ril- 
ludcd,  and  of  the  foundncfi^of  the 
principles  thcti  maintained* 

FRIDAY,  APRIL  4. 

Earl  S:auhopc  rofc  to  make  his  mo- 
tion againft  any  interference  of  thit 
country  with  the  internal  ftate  of 
France,  which  he  faid  he  f*  lt  htmfelf 
called  upon  to  do  an  Englifliman,  a 
Chrii^iuh,  and  a  Man.  The  motion, 
however,  he  Ihould  not  now  make  m 
the  way  be  firft  intended  ;  he  fhoutd 
only  nv-ive  certain  Rcfulutiont  previ- 
ous to  his  bringing  in  hi«  Bill,  and 
by  that  meant  he  fliould  gain  tbif 
point,  of  having  the  Refolutions  infert- 
cd  in  the  Journals  of  the  Houfc,  fliould 
his  Bill  be  thrown  out.  The  Refolu- 
tions were  prefaced  with  a  long  praam* 
blc  alluding  to  the  expreftion  of  Lord 
MiR'^field,  that  it  wa^  a  dcfirnble  ob- 
ject to  raifc  a  party  in  France  to  oppofe 
the  prcfcnt  Government,  and  they 
condemned  in  ftrong  terms  fuch  a  prin- 
cip'c,  and  Hated  that  the  Houfc  would, 
in  the  moft  exemplary  manner,  purfue 
to  punilhment  tbofe  Miniften  who 
ibottid  dare  to  interfere  in  the  intemid 
concerns  of  Fratice,  and  exctec  cifil 
war  in  that  country. 

Earl  Mansfield  oppofed  what  he  term« 
ed  this  moft  eitraordinary  motion,  and 
jufti.lcd  the  txpreirion  he  had  ufed. 

Lord  GrcDviUe  faid  he  had  too  tpuch 
regard  for  the  dignity  of  the  Houfe 
and  himfelf  to  mndefccnd  to  make  any 
reply  to  the  motion  which  the  Hoiili; 
had  bcctv  compelled  to  hear  from  the 
Noble  Lord,  who,  governed  by  no  rea- 
fon,  reftrained  by  no  principles  of  pru- 
dent, had  infuhcd  the  Houfc  in  ftirh 
an  un  precede  {.ted  manner.  He  wiihcd, 
if  poffible,  the  whole  nation  could  di« 
vi4e  upoa  thic  motion  j  for  he  had  fuch 
an  opinion  of  the  loyalty  and  gnoi 
fenfe  of  the  people  oi  England,  that 
he  waa  fure  not  one  ntan  could  bn 
found  to  fupponit*  Indeed>  no  nnr>n 
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who  profcffed  the  leaft  regard  for  de- 
eency  could  for  a  moonrnc  give  ic  \\\% 
fanflion.  Thr  Notie  Lord  feemed  to 
have  antieip«e«I  the  judgment  of  the 
Houfe  i3j>on  this  mcafure,  and  had 
therefore  brought  it  forward  in  the 
form  of  Refofutioni,  that  they  might 
spprar  on  the  JournaUl  he  ihould, 
liowcvfr,  defeat  that  intention,  If  pnf- 
iijlc,  by  mo/tn^,  after  the  Rcfoluiions 
Dr^rc  negatived,  thut  tluy  ihouid  be  ex- 
punged from  the  Journals. 

Tlu-   Lord    Chincrllor   h 'ped  the 
Houfc  would  not  impofe  upon  him  the 

faiaful  iieceflity  of  readintrthe  Pream* 
le  which  was  affixed  to  the  RcTjIu- 
tions.  lie  f  i' that  if  i!k  fame  lan- 
guage had  been  held  in  any  other  place, 
or  committed  to  writing  and  Hiftriouted 
ftmong  the  people,  ic  would  nor  only 
crcite  crncrjl  abhorrence,  but  call 
down  the  puiiilhineai  of  tue  law  upon 
the  perfon  who  fpoke  or  who  circulated 
it.  He  had  obrtrvcd',  while  the  motion 
wai  rcai^ing,  th.it  the  two  ftntimcius 
of  indi^n.uioo  and  conipiilfian  vjlx'c 
flru^g  ing  in  their  Lordlhips*  breads, 
and  therefore,  with  thar  pcnnitlion, 
he  would  omir  the  Preamble^  and  only 
put  the  Rc!'>lii:ions.

I^d  Stanhope  faid,  it  was  the  firft

lated  as  the  motion  was,  it  had  ftill  hit 
approbation.

gcs  of  Parliiment,  thit  he  thoii^'hr  it 
ncQciTary  to  enquire  into  the  propriety 
of  this  extraoratnary  mode  of  proceed* 
ing. 

Lord  Carnarvon  and  the  Bifliop  of 
Rochcftcr  faid  each  a  few  words  on  the 

Eropritty  of  expunging    Earl  Stan* 
opc's  Kefolutiont  from  the  JoumaU 
of  the  Houfe. 

Lord  Thurlow  was  of  opinion  that 
the  Speaker  had  a  ri^ht  to  ftate  any 
inpropricty  in  a  motion  before  he 
palfcd  it,  and  to  take  the  fcnfc  of  the 
Houfe  poa  it.  He  thought,  however, 
that  the  heft  mode*  in  refpeA  to  the 
moiinn  r;l!uded  to,  would  have  bi  cn  to 
pvtt  it  in  its  criginnl  form — then  have 
pa(r«d  a  vote  of  cenfure  upon  it,  pu« 
niflied  the  mover,  and  afterwards  ex- 
punged it  from  the  Journali.

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ffome  French  privatccrt  on  the  coaft  of

man  at  his  fide,  would  co-opcratc 
9%  heartily  as  the  Right  Hon.  Gentle- 
man could  wiih  i  but  the  mode  adopted 
br  Miniftere,  m  overlooking  that 
Houfe»  even  while  fitting,  and  apply* 
ingto  the  pen j  1c  on  any  pretence  what- 
ever for  money,  was  luch  an  infringe- 
ment op  the  Confthutior,  and  the 
ficred  rtghtsof  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
as  muft  mrct  v/:th  his  mrtrkcd  reproba- 
tion and  determined  oppolition  !n  every 
|K>i&t  ol  view.  Such  a  proceedtog  was 
letting  a  precedent  of  the  moft  danser- 
ons  tendency,  in  cflfcft  it  was  rr^iUag 
«n  army  in  the  kingdom  without  the 
feuthcriiy  of  Parliament;  and  as  to  tho 
intention  of  Miniftcrs  in  coming  for  tho 
fan^ion  of  the  Houfe  after  the  requi- 
fition  had  been  made  to  the  different 
counties  for  voluntary  contributionS| 
meetings  called,  and  plans  difculTcd^ 
for  the  raifing  and  payment  of  the  in- 
tended furce,  he  mnj\  confider  it  only 
aa  an  application  for  a  Bill  of  Indemnity 
for  thtir  cniiduft.  l^c  then  moved 
sn  adJref.   to  his  Mrijcfty,  praying, 

that  he  would  order  to  be  hiid  before 
the  Houfe.,  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  i:ic  ditTerent 
l.f'r--^3  Ltcurcn?.nts  c»f  the  Counties, 
ddttru  VViiitciiall,  March  14,  together 
with  the  plan,  &c.** 

Mr.  Martin,  in  feconding  the  motion, 
fpokc  in  difapprobation  of  the  condudt 
of  Minilicrs  in  gcDtral,  but  in  Urong 
terms. 

Mr.  Wcftern  cenfured  the  conduft 

rtf  Gnrcrnmcnt  in  the  inftancc  in  q':cf- 
liun,  as  adirci^  violation  of  the  Cuiiili- 
t«tioB,«nd  an  infuh  to  the  dignity  of 
that  Houfe,  which  poflcflcd  the  exclu- 
fivc  right  of  granting  fuppltes  to  Go- 
vernment for  any  purpofe  whatever. 

Mr.  Piit  obferved,  that  when  the 
Houfe  vv  r'.*iii  ]^  (ff:\Tion  of  tl:e  papers 
Hrtoved  for  bv  tin.  H'^n.  Gcnllem.Tn,  jt 
Cf^uld  bell  jufii^e  of  the  conduct  of 
Mini'Urs.  Much  had  been  faid  by 
Grutlenun  oppofitc'to  hini  in  c(  nfurc 
of  the  prf'tfciint; ;  he  Uiil  cnnhii.rrd 
it  as  pcrfuftly  ji^frifiable  on  legal  and 
cnnftttutional  grounds.  It  was  an  ad* 
vart:ii^e  pr(;ptriy  taken  by  Govtrnmcnt 
cf  the  Very  U.udable  and  nii.r itorious 
zeal  which  app-iircd  iu  the  great  body 
of  the  pcop  c  to  ufe  every  means  for 
the  dcfeaca  of  their  country,  uc4  the 


prefervatkm  of  thesf  cooftitution.  The 
plans  and  eftimates,  he  was  happy  to 

fay,  were  now  in  conftderablc  for%vard- 
nefs,  and  would  thortly  be  laid  betore 
the  Houfe;  and  he  believed,  that  to- 
morrow a  regular  intim  ition  would  be 
TTi^dc  of  it  by  a  MciTagc  from  his  Ma* 
jelly. 

Mr.  Fox  faid  he  was  glad  no  objec- 
tion was  to  be  made  to  the  produiUon 
of  the  paper.  At  the  fame  time  he  did 
nut  wim  to  let  that  opportunicv  fUp  of 
4lcctaring  his  opinion  on  the  fubjea  to 
be  the  fame  with  the  minority  of  that 
Houfe  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Lord?,  ia 
X77S,  on  the  illegality  of  thcfc  luoixrip- 
tions.

Mr.  Francis  (aid,  the  intention  of 
thefe  meetini;^  was  to  diftrnguifh  rnca, 
toiTiark  out  w  were  loyil  zo  the  Kioij 
and  Coniiitution.  He  was  a  treehold«;r 
of  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  he  (houfd 
attend  the  meeting,  nor  to  contribute, 
but  merely  to  be  a  marked  HMUf  bjf  re- 
fufing  to  contribute. 

Sir  J.  Sanderfon  fupported  the  2VIt- 
uiftcr;  aiiJ  faid,  he,  for  one,  owned 
that  he  thought  an  iiuimati'-n  had  been 
given,  and  that  an  lion.  Mtutbcr  (Mr. 
Vanfittart)  had  exprefsly  ftated,  chat 
this  meafure  was  taken  into  cosfider* 
ation  bv  the  countv  i^r  Her',-. 

Rlr.  Scijcaiii  Aoair  kuJ,  i;;c  preiVnt 
was  not  the  proper  ftage  of  debate  on 
the  meafure  before  tbcoi.  He  was  of 
opitiion,  that  no  benefit  w;h  ever  dc« 
rived  from  the  difculfion  of  abar^ct 
conftitutionil  qocllions. 

Sir  M.  W.  RulL-y  cnrroVor-arcd  the 
fa£^  (){  the  Frencu  having  plundered 
part  of  thccoatl  of  Northumberland. 

Mr,  Brandling  alfo  admitted  the  faft 
of  their  landing,  but  tbo  i;  ht  the  damage 
done  not  to  be  fo  coufidcrabic  as  his  coU 
league  fuppofed. 

Mr.  Secretary  Dundas  faid,  he  ccr< 
tainly  regretted  thatnnv  accident  Ihould 
befal  the  coall  of  iSorthumberland  ;  yet 
in  every  war  the  French  had  cruizcrs 
in  the  North  Seas,  which  might  haftily 
k^d  fone  panot'  their  crews,  and  com- 
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mit  aAs  of  depredation  without  a  pof.   — the  precognition  befoit  the  Sheriff  or 

tibility  of  preventing  them.  If  even  other  M.igift  rate— the  cnmpttcncv  <:€ 
there  had  been  any  veUel  of  war  in  Courts  ot  iaferior  Jurifdidtiua  to  try

Fremont  an<l  Mareti.  The  enemy  formed 
llftir  line  at  day  break  in  the  morning,

In  the  winter  of  /ys^^f  flie  returned 
n^\i:i  in  C(»'  cnt  (i-irdrn,  and  perform- 
ed a  few  nights  on  lharcs,  to  her  own 
and  the  Manager's  emolument ;  and  in 
the  fummer  of  1757  ihe  united  herfelf 
in  marriage  with  Mr.  Fitzhcnry,  a 
youa^  Lawyer  of  family  and  abilities, 
whofc  progrcfs  in  his  profclfton  was 
threatened  to  be  iwpi  tltd  by  his  mArriage« 
Wc  arc  pvrfaudcd  it  will  rcflc^^  no  cre- 
dit on  the  itOcrality  of  the  then  Gcntic- 
mcn  of  the  long  robe,  that  they  dtmur- 
red  to  hit  ap|>carance  amongfl  them  at 
the  bar  rn  accc  nnt  of  i\\c  proftlfjon  :  t' 
his  wife.  Had  i})ebet  n  his  miltrels,  the

But  real 
tvonh,  and  the  high  efteem  flie  trat 
held  in  by  the  worthy,  baffled  her  ene- 
mies. She  U  TS  foor>  rtinftated  in  her 
former  fituatioa  of  public  appUufe  and 
private  efteem «  and  for  year*  her  pro- 
f c dion al  e moUx m c ntt  wtre  large  c  n < ui ^ h 
to  enable  her  to  fr.curc  a  ftatc  of  iade. 
pendence  fur  hcrlelf  and  family.' 

She  Idl  her  hu»band  fome  yeart  he* 
fore  her  own  d^ath,  nnd  was  a  f  cnnd 
time  left  a  widow.  This  was  an  alilitt- 
iog  ftrokc,  as  he  well  dcferved  iur  af» 
feSions.  She  was  remarkable  in  the

LTHOUGH  theoucftion  concern* 
iDg  the  origia  of  locicty  be  a  iiuel- 
lion  more  of  curiofity  thau  of  ufc,  yet 
the  advocates  for  the  opinioik  that  fo- 
cicty  arofc  from  the  frecconfcnt  of  in- 
«iividuaUy  can  at  lead  urge  fomethio|; 
for  hi  prafiiul  inflttence ;  for  by  re- 
prercocing  the  ciril  engagement  as  a 
voluntary  compaft  between  the  fu^e^t 
and  the  prince,  they  remind  each  of  his 
Vefpe£^ive  duties ;  and  prefenting obedi« 
cnce  to  the  prince,  confirm  prote£kMHl 
and  fcCLirity  to  tlie  fiibje<^.  The  pco-» 
pie,  indeed,  in  fuch  a  cafe,  from  too 
oigh  an  opinion  of  their  own  import- 
lUice«  may  fomedmct  become  impatient 
cf  controul ;  may  be  unwilting  to  fhcw 
ivhat,  however,  muft  be  otten  need- 
fary,  an  implicit  fobmtlGon }  but  the 
jirince  may  likewife  negledt  his  part, 
and  in  him  any  nbufc  of  trufl  wiU  be 
iar  more  extenfivcly  pre|udicial. 

At  the  exhibition  ol  a  play  in  the 
Swcdifb  nation  during  a  very  early 
period  of  their  hiftory,  0  fatourite  ac- 
tor, named  Lengis,  appeared  before  the 
hinf  and  a  very  numerous  affembly 
the  people,  in  the  chara^er  of  n  Ko-- 
inan  foldier.  The  play  was  one  of 
thofe  myAerics  which  was  the  only 
'dramatic  entertainment  then  known  by 
the  barjarous  nations  of  the  North,  and 
rcprcTcnreLl  fuir  Saviour's  paflion.— 
Lengis  was  io  animated  by  his  theatri- 
cal exertions,  as  to  forget  that  they 
ought  to  be  fictitious,  and  afitttlly 
kilicd  n  ith  his  fpear  the  man  on  the 
crols  who  perfonated  Chrift.  The 
king,  as  the  public  avenger,  toflantly 
firuck  off  the  bead  of  Leugit  with  liu 
own  fcymetarj  and  a  violent  tumult 
being  in  cqnCeuuence  excited,  the  mo- 
narch himfelf  feli  a  fAcriBcc  to  the  un- 
rcth-ar,.  J  fury  of  the  multitude; 

In  the  unlimited  ruler  we  may  often 
tiifccrn,  as  in  the  prefcut  infiance  of  the 
Sivedilb  dcfpot,  lottiet^tAioA  for  hit 
fub^cCts)  but  affe^ion  is  not  precluded 
by  ihe  idea  of  a  ftrc  conTaft  on  both 
fiides,  and  juftice  is  a  much  moredetcr- 
ininate  and  equiuble  rule  of  cbn- 
duA  than  gcneroflty.  If,  indeed, 
we  indulge  our  imagination  with  the 
images  of  anclcat  times,  and  view  the 


patriartUal  ihoharch  furrotinded  by  hi4 
affcAiooate  dependantt,  each  of  whoitl 
traces  himfttf  no  to  ehief  by  foae 
fanciful  conne«ion{  we  contcmplaM 
the  pifturc  with  unufual  delight,  and 
behold  in  it  all  that  we  can  Uchre  of 
nadonal  felicity.  A  edodition^  how* 
evcr»  llkt  this  cannot  be  peimtneBC* 
In  proportion  a?  donunian  becomes  ex- 
tenUre,  pcrfonal  regard  between  the 
fufa^ed  and  the  gorernor  will,  of  courfe^ 
decay,  and  the  fovereign  titilehoCe  ta 
eftablilh  his  authority  upon  a  tirmtr  bafit 
than  that  of  affcAiun  alone.  With 

Serfeft  uprightnefs  of  intention,  he 
nda  It  ntceOary  to  be  irmed  igninft  the 
attacks  of  the  turbulent  and  atnbiTir,:s  j 
nor  thinks  himfelf  obliged  by  the  {e^ 
vereft  rules  of  juftice  to  rellore  to  hit 
fubjeCh  any  part  of  thofe  rights  which 
had  been  furrendexed  10  hiffl  nrhhooi! 
condition. 

Whitereri  thfercfeiei  tn  enlighuned 
mind  may  fuggeil  to  fnfch  t  fiiT«rcign» 
of  the  expcdichcv  of  impartial  govcrti- 
ment,  yet  we  cannot  reaionably  cxpcft 
from  him  fuch  fedulous  attention,  as 
from  the  ruler  who  conceives  his  autho* 
rity  to  be  cAablilhedon  confent.  Upoii 
any  iuppoiition,  then*  of  the  origin  of 
commnnitiet,  which  probably  has  been 
ac  varioht  as  the  climates  and  fitu  irioni 
of  mankind,  it  is  evidently  ufJul  to 
confidcr  them  at  prcfent  as  joined  to 
their  refpe£H^c  heads  by  ^oluntar^ 
agreement ;  an  agrteifient  in  whic^ 
Ii^LfTj  and  f^.rength  afe  bnncftd  fotf 
abundance  and  I'ecurity. 

The  time  is  palt  for  difcuffing  the  ex* 
ploded  argument  af  ihe  tndefeafibl* 
rights  of  dcfpoiifm  ; — as  if  our  ignorant 
or  mifguided  forefathers  had  a  right  to 
eternize  flavery — htui  influence  beyond 
the  tomb  to  tatnal  cntahrity  nn  their 
thiU!ren. 

Of  many  btjiefits  which  hnre  arifca 
from  the  opinion  of  in  original  com- 
paA  bctneeu  ful^e^ts  and  their  lb« 
vcreign,  this  is  cnc,  thai  pcrfors  har«- 
been  encouraged  by  it  to  examine  with 
freedom  into  thetr  civil  conftitutlon* 
and  to  endeavour  by  difcreet  and  fobef^ 
rT)rthr.<1s  to  corrcft  its  errors.  Thus  the 
at>ove  opinion^  iHcrUy  fpeculative  in

ticiil  ::Jvan':ag  s ;  has  been  ihc  raiiic 
that  thu  tacuibcrk  oi  iuconii  kr.tblc 
coromnfticles  have  become  eminent 
bcntt'i  "tijvi  toniHi'kind.

Bred  in  the  humble  line  of  a  pro- 
vincial bricklayer,  with  a  my  Httle 
better  education  than  is  generally  at- 
tached to  that  line,  much  conid  not  ne- 
ceflariiy  be  augured  frottt  the  cfibrts  of 
hi^  mind.  To  get  a  little  forwwd  ia 
life  br  the  narrow  gleanings  of  his 
proftllion,  or  perbi^ps  by  fome  ftroke 
of  entcrprife  to  arrive  at  the  rank  of 
n  mflftcr  M!tUr^  fpcaking  generally, 
would  be  termed  a  fortunate  wind  •up 
f  r  luch  a  charaf^er but  when  we 
ft!-  a  ycuMg  man,  in  the  very  ouifet  of 
htc,  without  family,  fortune,  or  con - 
nvAiont— without  the  incitement  of 
example,  or  that  coinHon  <tf  fimitar 
minds  which  roufcs  and  ipvlwaratcs 
the  feeds  of  ambitious  farr.c^  — to  fee 
iiich  n  man  at  once  abandon  n  profeffion 
which  was  hit  daily  fupporr,  and  cou* 
ra^cntifiy   throw   liiimtclf    und  r  the 

f>roicdtion  of  the  mufLS,-— we  tnuit  at 
caft  allow  him  a  genius  and  a  force  of 
mind  Very  peculiar  to  l;it  fituatlon  iu 
life. 

Such  were  Jones's  efforts  when,  nfter 
ii^ru  ubtainiag  the  patronage  ot  Lord 


Cheftrrfield,  he  fat  down  to  his  Trt- 
gedv  of  the  Karl  of  Kflcx.— It  is  idle 
to  lilteit  to  the  little  tab  s  of  malice  and 
rivaliliip  which  were  pro^jagatcd  aS 
that  time,  of  t'u  play  not  bcin^  In* 
own,  and  rti?.t  wus  <Trc:^tiv  aiiiftcd 
in  ti  by  ^or<i  CneiterUcid  and  Calley 
Cibbcr:  whoever  has  fcad  the  pUy 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  will  look, 
in  \  ain  for  the  m:7rks  of  t  .\  o  tu:h  w.  ri- 
ters  \ — they  wiil  nctthcr  fee  the  iyn^-ex- 

Ecricaccd  dramatic  contrivance  or  the 
itter«  nor  the  elegant  pointed  period* 
of  the  former  J  th  y  vv  ,li  f.e  a  ftory 
more  naturally  than  artfuily  draws 
from  the  hiftorj  of  their  country,  coin* 
bined  with  fuch  ifteideoti  aa  were  moft 
likely  to  produce  cSl£i  and  iHuftrat* 
the  fable  ;  aided  by  Ungua^e  appro- 
priate enough  to  the  chara^Vers,  but 
more  forcible  than  elegant,  and  ifTuing 
more  from  the  firft  htai  of  the  niind| 
than  the  ftodiad  laeubrationt  of  the 
fchohr. 

Confidering,  therefore,  the  merits  of 
thif  TraL'edy,  a^d  from  the  three  aAn 

of  hta  "  Cave  of  Jdra,"  with  the  re- 
ports we  have  heitrd  cf  his  Harold  ** 
(a  Tragedv,  whjch,  in  the  unaccount-* 
able  confufiun  of  events,  is  now,  per* 
hapi,  for  ever  loft  to  the  ftaee),  w« 
muft  pronnuntc  Jones  no  inconhderab'e 
dramatift  :  n:i;. ,  we  art  warranted  to  i'f 
more— Thitt  iiad  he  cultivated  hi^i  i.tlcnta 
in  this  line  with  becoming  alliduity  aodl 
prudence,  there  it  every  rcafon  c« 
th:nk  he  wculd  ftand  in  the  firit  Una  o£ 
modern  tragedy  writers. 
-  Of  his  lighter  pieces  of  pocttr  wn 
cannot  lay  at  mucn.  They  arc  mcftly 
vi-rir-i  n  nj-nn  occtfional  nnd  pcriihable 
iunjtcts  tn  true,  but  thin  there  ia 
little  of  that /a/rt/  genei al  rtjUSioit 
which  preierve  fuch  trifles  from  obli* 
vion.  Cray's  "  Verfes  on  a  Cat  bein|J 
drowucd  in  a  tub  of  Gu!d  Fifties, 
Iccnis  to  promife  little  from  the  title  % 
but  when  we  fee  this  trifling  incident 
embclliftied  with  fuch  neat  alTufion*^  to 
the  faults  of  ambition,  and  rhc  falfe 
friendihips  of  the  world,  wc  rmd  it 
over  aud  over  with  avidity,  and  cltccixl 
it  as  one  of  the  poetical  getha  of  a  great 
mafter.

T«  forw  P^«n» forthe  well-being 
of  othen  ti  certainly  a  work  of  merit :

Jlunun  na- 
ture it  thi  fume  inthc  Monaftery  as  in 
the  Court,  therefore  you  ought  not  to

furrows,  to  incrcafe  his  delights.  \Vprds 
cannf>t  do  tuflicc  to  the  variety  and 
^rci)^th  ai.  ai)  emotions  ^  lovers  wiU 


feel  them,  and  by  others  the  dcfcriptioa 
would  not  be  uoderftood  were  I  to  at- 
tempt it.   Ferdinand's  regiment  lay  at 

Kor^^'i  in  Normandy,  whuher  we  went 
with  all  couvenicnc  expedition.  The 
waters  of  Forges  were  in  high  cftim»- 
tion,  and  tli^y  v^ere  at  ti^e  time  of  oar 
arriv.?!  qvntc  in  fc^ifkin.  Tlic  company 
was  faLhionablc,  and  the  amuicoibiiu 
were  numerous. 

I  will  not  pretend  to  have  been  fo 
lod  in  romantic  paflion  for  one  object 
ri";  t-^  be  incapable  of  fomcrime^  receiv- 
ing picafurc  from  a  change  ot  Icenc  nad 
ofTociety.  The  prefeoee  of  Ferdinand 
formed  the  grand  happiaefs  of  my  lifet 
but  I  r^r!t  That  fnort  iblenccs  rather  ia- 
crcaftd  than  lefiened  that  happincfs.  I 
was  yet  very  young,  and  to  me  the 
world  was  full  ot  novelty.  My  hofbaod* 
confiding  in  my  love,  trulkd  me  with 
the  arraiigcnicnt  of  my  own  time,  and 
vv,is  glad  to  fee  me  enter  into  thole  plca- 
fures  which  furnifbedme  with  oppottu* 
nities  of  makin^^  contrafts  to  his  advaq* 
lage,  and  fuppiicd  materials  for  con- 
verfaiion,  which  muft  otherwifc  have 
languilhed  j  tor  however  incredulous 
the  Belle*  may  be,  experience  daily 
fhows  us  that  the  cxcrcilc  of  intelle^ 
is  luccfTifv  to  rivet  the  c'ut'is  forged  by 
beauty  j  ilut  the  ii;vcr-iuucd  voice  it- 
felf  will  become  eimKfMtt  when  the 
mere  organ  of  infipidityi  and  that  ia* 
tclligtncc  is  perhaps  more  cfTcntial  to 
the  prefcryatiou  of  love,  than  perion^ 
charms  tuthe  creation  of  attachment. 

Pceviou^  to  our  d  l  ^  .  i  r  c  from 
Fcrgcs,  where  wq  h-J  been  rt;rcc 
months,  the  Cclcnel  of  the  rc^iintnt 
gave  a  milked  ball,  to  which  the  uthccrs 
and  gentry  in  the  place  were  invitedL 
FcrdiuanJ  and  myielf  went  of  cuurfe, 
and  1  cxppdled  CQnfiderable  amufcrrent 
frora  an  cntertaii^mcnt  which  was  en- 
tirely new  to  ma.  X  dreffed  my  felf  as  a 
PiijfiViHf.  bein(  a  fharaQcr  Icaft  dif- 
ficult to  lupport,  and  went  with  a  l^rge 
party,  amongft  whom  was  my  huiband, 
early  in  the  evening.  When  my  friends 
mingled  with  the  crowd,  I  found  mf 
attention  fa  ftr  -ngly  [\\7x<\  by  the  ap- 
pearance cf  il.c  liioticy  group,  that  I 
fincertly  t  tpcnied  the  felf-$onc^;it  which 
had  led  me  to  imagine  |  could  fupport 
any  fi£l  itious  chara6ler  in  a  Icene  fo  new 
and  fo  diAra€\ini:.

from  n  '^ivcrfificc^  furface,  xvithrut  thc 
aid  ot  Certain  objects  elevated  above  it» 
the  fpace  occupied  ap^rt  much  lets 
than  the  reality;  ahd  tor  thcfc  reafons 
thc  fea  is  never  fcen  to  fuch  advantage 
as  when  covered  with  ihipping;  and  we 
are  always  deceived  in  our  cunjcfturcs 
as  to  the  breadth  of  an  uttbrokes  ex* 
panic  of  water,  the  mcnfuration  con- 
fiantiy  provin;'  it  to  be  cnfiderabiy 
greater  than  was  imaj^mcd  ocforc  the 
caperiment. 

I  felt  the  moft  lively  fatisfadtion  la 
confidering  the  paucity  of  thcfc  ftruc- 
turcs;  fur  as  creAions  of  this  k.in4. 
generally  belong  to  tenuies  and 
ehurchea,  1  immediately  concluded  that 
thc  inhabi-nnts  b:i:^  !)Ttlf  or  no  religion, 
and  til  Lt  i:  vacs  were  as  indiSereut  to 
the  interior  uf  worlhip  as  they  fecmed 
to  be  to  the  oudide,  atbeifm»  and  the 
enlightened  impiety  of  our  new  philo- 
fophy,  would  fooii  make  a  thriving  pro- 
gre(ii  among  them.  The  God  of  Cards 
and  Dtee  hai  a  Temple,  called  Daly'»» 
dedicated  to  his  honour  in  Duuiu, 
much  more  magnificent  than  any 
Temple  to  be  found  in  that  Cuy  dedi- 
cated to  thc  God  of  thc  Univerfc.

The  amiable  but  unfcrtiunate 
Monarch  interpo(ed  with  hia  mercy, 
and  thereby  incurred  the  hatred  of  Ine 
Commons,  or  rather  the  puritanical 
part  of  them.  The  refcatmeat  of  tba 
fa£lious  part  of  the  kingdom  againft  the 
Catholics  is  accounted  for  alfo,  upo« 
the  firm  and  unvaried  loyalty  of  ths 
latter,  a  character  which  will  alwairt 
entitle  them  to  rcfpett  lu  our  biltory« 
During  the  contention  becwtca  tbt 
King  and  his  Parliament,  the  moft  ri« 
gorous  Afls  and  Ordinances  were 
paflTed,  and  enforced  upon  the  PapijiSm 
'*  Thcfc  Atts  were  executed  with  ex* 
treme  feverity  on  the  whole  body  of 
Catholics,  as  the  vidories  of  the  Parlia** 
mentnry  Forces,  and  the  decline  of  the 
Royal  Caufc,  empowered  the  fcqucftra- 
tors  to  proceed^  Few  faniJiet  ereape4 
their  rapacious^vlolenre;  while  the  pur. 
fuivanrs,  with  their  wonted  audacity, 
entered  their  houfcs,  clearing  away  the 
furniture  and  what  elfe  invited  their 
infatiable  love  of  plunder.  Difmayp 
and  forrow,  and  perplexity  fank  the 
Catholics  low;  for  the  rciifibiiitics  of 
charity  fccmcd  to  be  fufpended,  and 
the  tear  of  human  fcindneft  did  not  floW 
for  their  diftre(s*  Sucli,  I  have  faid, 
was  the  ftcrn  nature  of  Rcjui!  liranilni 
broouing  over  its  plans  of  Icihlh  inde- 
pendence, and  mcafuring  with  a  con- 
traded  fpao,  what  portion  of  property, 
of  liberty,  of  enjoyment,  it  Was  expe- 
dient each  member  of  the  community 
ihouid  be  permitted  to  Iharc.  The 
lowed  orders  fuffered  in  the  general  fe* 
^ucft ration  :  even  they  tripartited  the 
ci  iy-lu'^ourtr's  goods  and  very  houfe- 
huid  ilulf,  and  lin  e  taken  away  two 
cows  where  the  wiiyic  ftock  wa*  but 
three." 

The  mention  of  Republicantfm  fug- 
gcf^s  the  folbv.'ing  refici^ion  to  Mr.

Wc  fTiOuid 
be  g  a  i  to  cxcule  the  Monarch  trom  the 
odium  which  has  attached  to  iiis  me* 
mary,  but  we  fear  that  faithful  hsfioiy 
has  recorded  too  indelibly,  in  various 
inftanccs,  the  calloufDcrs  of  his  foul^ 
to  permit  us  to  do  lo  with  juftice.  The 
attempt  of  James  to  reconcile  the  Natios 
to  the  Roman  See,  i*  treated  by  Mr. 
BcritigTon  with  dcfervcd  nprobaTicn. 
In  thiii  reign  the  Catholics  liad  a  right 
to  txptfk  what  they  had  fo  Jong  endea- 
voured to  obtain  without  fucccfs*  pr<^ 
perlv  conftiturei   Bifliops  from  their 
own  body.    They  obtained  Bilhops,  it 
is  true,  but  not  uich  as  accorded  with 
their  defires*   The  perfont  appointed 
to  adminiftcr  to  them  in  that  capacity, 
were  vefted  with  cxtraoniimry  powers, 
and  were  fiiled  Vicars  Ajwitciic  of  the 
Holy  See;  and  were confeqtiemly  mere 
dt  lcgatts  of,  and  dependents  upon  the 
Koii  an    C  TMr*.     To  this  difctaceful 
and  inadcc^uaie  incafurc  the  wcaic  K.ing 
acceded,  and  of  courfe  his  CathoUc 
fubjcdU  were  dbliged  to  fubmit.  The 
Bevulniion  thnt  fnl'.dwcd  tlit  innpru- 
dence  of  James  rall;>  for  our  author'* 
praifc,  and  he  is  free  of  it.    it  is  jultly 
ftat^d  and  proved  that  the  Rerolutton, 
in  all  itf  circumftances,  was  by  a^ 
means  unfavourable  to  the  Catholics. 
lie  then  gives  a  copious  account  cf  their 
aifairs  from  that  intcrcfting  crcnt  to  the 
prcfent  period.   V^^rir  us  commotions, 
during  this  fpacc,  have  difturhcd  their 
peace,  anting  from  the  baneful  Ipinr  cf 
funtroverfy.    At  the  beginning  of  this 
century  thie  Englifli  Catholics  werefe* 
rioujly  charged  with  Janfenifm*  Thia 
givrt  occafion  to  Mr.  Beringtpn  to  on-i 
UT  into  a  brief  Tiwctch  of  thf  famnui 
difpute  Known  by  thatnam<.    AH  the 
world  knows  tlint  it  turned  ;i|a  ti  the 
deep  aud    mvlteroufly-involvcd  doc- 
trines of  gtaic  and  frrr-ii'HL  The 
Janfenifts  were  ranged  un  tht  hde  of  tlic 
former,  and  the  Jcfuits  on  that  of  the 
i^tte-r.    **  The  hiftory  of  this  coniro, 
vcrfy,"  fays  ^Ir.  Beringron,      is  the 
hifiory,  tnilv,  of   the  t^arfmcm  tU 
I  tjf  iii  biip:ui>j^  in  which,  tinder  thf 
fpvicious  ftiow  of  fupporting  the  inic- 
gritv  of  r^lifion  and  the  caufe  uf  truth| 
all  the  paliions  to  which  iiMn  is  fuVjeif^, 
rufhed   into  attion,  unJ  ringed  un- 
brWlvd."  \i  was  on  tlic  cccafiJn  of  tht| 
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^iokni  contention  that  thcvirtMcus  and 
the  eminent  Blaife  i'aicai  wiuie  his 
Lettres  fur  tu  ASoralt  €i  la  fvbtiout  etti 
'JtjuUdt  of  which  our  attlbor  properly 
oblcrvcs,  **  he  that  has  not  read  them, 
has  loll  a  plcafure  which,  their  pcruTal 
•nJy  can  compcnratc." 

Under  the  prefenc  reign  the  Catho* 
lie*  have  experienced  a  very  inatcrial 
charge  m  rcfptft  to  thtir  ad'ain.  it 
^vas  III  lyji  thai:  luwy  obtained  relief  by 
the  repeal  of  part  of  an  opprcifive  fl»* 
tutc  of  the  ixth  of  William.  '«  Thii/' 
fays  our  author,  **  was  the  firft  parlia- 
lacntary  favour  chcy  had  cxpcricuced 
fince  tne  fitpprcflion  of  their  religion 
under  Elizabeth  ;  and  I  know  nut  whe- 
ther, before  this  period,  all  ctrcum- 
ftancLS  duly  weighed,  tl  -.n  Kiip.d;,  were 
,  in  a  proper  temper  to  uc  axiauud  tu 
indulgence/' 

]n  1701  they  received  farther  indul- 
gence i  but  from  Mr.  Berington's  view 
•f  the  cafe  it  ihould  apjpcar  that  feme 
anioos  them  were  not  quite  deferring  of 
it.   Violent  difputcs  agitated  the  body 
on  the  fub]c(ft  of  the  oath  that  was  to 
qualify  thcro  for  the  favour  of  the  Lc- 
gillaiure.    Wc  (hall  not  eater  into  the 
view  here  given  eS  thb  contenckm,  but 
the  confe(|uent  reflection  of  our  inge- 
nious author  is  fo  juft  that  wc  cannot 
rciitt  affording  it  a  ^ilace  here.  Speak- 
ing of  religious  controverfy,  be  faysp 
"  Ac  firft  men  take  fides  from  yariotu 
rrji  tivcs,  of  fomc  private  rcfcntmcnt,  ir 
ma  v  be,  or  of  a  laudable  emulation,  or  of 
ft  pcrfonal  attachment,  or  of  a  thought- 
leu  indilTttrence,  or  of  afincereteal.  But 
foon  as  the  paiHons  warm,  every  infe- 
rior confideration  gives  way,  and  the 
ipiric  of  party  alone   predc»mi nates. 
Then  docs  the  perception  become  dif- 
torted,  the  medium  of  view  dark  and 
troublous,  antl   objcdls  change  t|heir 
magnitude  and  figure.    The  urogrefs, 
of  a  diiputatious  rainJ,  througii  all  its 
gradations,  from  indifference  to  warmth, 
from  doubt  to  certainty,  from  hcfita- 
tioTi  to  conviction,  am'  }  r(  tTi  opinion  in 
religious  matters  to  what  it  calls  faith, 
may  be  diftio&ly  traced.  Nor  docs  it 
paufe  here  :  A  more  pernicious  affec- 
tion ha»«.'rnn  n  up  with  this  mental  pro- 
ccf?  ;  I  mean,  a  difpofition  of  maltvo- 
lencc  (^whtch  the  pufTclTor  miftakin^iy 
fancier  to  be  the  holy  fire  of  the  func- 
tuary),  thit  impute-,  to  hi^  .^dvcrfary 
motives  uf  condu6t  wl.icli  thu  .ii^vrr- 
fcfj  ntver  ciUvitained ;  thwughi^,  ic- 


flc(^irri».,  mc:;n!ngi,  purpofcs,  whicli 
ever  were  muii  foreign  f rum  hit>  wind/* 
The  conclufton  of  this  volume,  vrhkh 
contains  rcde£kions  on  the  prefient  fitUA- 
tion  of  the  Engliih  Catholics,  is  free, 
animated,  an^  tntereftine  to  thai  body. 
There  are  two  great  evils  under  whicti 
their  ciule  fulfers  in  this  country  :  the 
one  is  tiic  cuiication  of  their  Clergy  io 
fort  ign  i"tminarie$,and  the  i  thi  r  h  their 
church  government  by  Vieaia  A^ftoiic. 
Mr.  Berington  flates  thefe  evils  in  a 
pointed  and  explicit  manner,  and  then 
offers  a  plan  of  reform  for  each,  judi- 
cious, promihog,  and  fcafible.  But  he 
hat  a  number  of  bigoted  men  to  dc^ 
with,  and  he  is  fenfihleof  it«  CfpOM 
fuch  he  h  very  free  and  fcvcrc  in  hh 
rcinai  ks,  b;it  not  more  fo  th.  n  ft  cms  to 
be  ilitir  due.  Of  one  of  ihc  ^relent 
ApoftoticVicar*,  Biihop  Talbot,  uncl«« 
to  the  Earl  of  Shrcwibury,  ht  ilr  iws  a 
lively  and  amiable  chi  ru^er.  *'  One  at 
lead,'*  fays  be,  *'  there  is  who  merits 
no  fuch  cenfure,  no  fuch  imputations. 
He  is  prudent,  heneficent,  i  :' !  ]^ 
pr^c?  J5  nnt  alarmed  by  jcaloufies,  nor 
the  forebodings  of  credulity  ;  fi  r  in  the 
evidence  of  religion  he  fees  au  anchor, 
in  the  arofeffions  of  honeft  men  a  fuf. 
licient  TccuritY,  and  in  the  general af- 
pc€t  no  caule  for  fear,  la  hini  his 
clergy  witnefs  no  pageantry,  no  neod- 
iefs  difplay  of  power.  They  obey  from 
duty  and  the  imprelHon  of  filial  love; 
nor  >1  1  they  kr.f  w  rhcy  h-ivn-  -x  ruler, 
bur  by  the  experience  of  ih»»rc  i;cncruu5 
and  parental  a^ts  which  ftition  cm^ 
powers  that  ruler  to  perform,  W^j 
beheld,  through  the  j  ri'^^refs  of  the 
late  coniroveriy ,  his  wi^V.om  matured  by 
years,  under  the  reproaches  of  partv 
teal  bis  forbearance,  at  ali  times  hit 
love  of  peace  ardent  ;>nd  iinfhaken." 
Wc  wifh  that  both  the  Catholic  and 
other  churches  abounded  more  ia  £uek^ 
Preiaics.

He  Was  for  many  years  one 
of  the  moA  confidcrable  merchants  con- 
cerned In  the  inland  trade  ;  prcfidcd 
over  fcircral  of  tt:e  mullin  factories  in  ' 
the  interior,  and  wa'>  one  of  the  Supci- 
intendantt  of  the  Company's  Invelt* 
nients  for  Europe  bet  vecn  the  ycari 
1-69  and  1787,  when  Mr.  Pnnfcp  re- 
turned to  his  native  country.  This 
Gentleman  feemt  to  have  been  diftin* 
^uilhcd  foradivepiirfutt,aad  frequent- 
\\'  fucccfcful  attempts  to  improve  the 
licuaticn  of  the  Company's  India  trade, 
and  introduce  new  i'ou i  ces  of  commerce 
an'd  revenue.
